Secretary Blaine and ‘the Administration ap- 
pear to have had a much narrower escape from 
fiefeat on the British Extradition treaty than 
the Senators cared to give out yesterday. 

Itis now ascertained that the amendments 
Refining and qualifying the term manslaughter, 
and eliminating the obtaining of money under 
lalee pretenses from the list of extraditable of- 
fensos, were the price paid by the supporters of 
the treaty for its ratification. These amend- 
ments were defeated by majority votes before 
the question was taken on the treaty. 

Mr. Gray, who had offered the amendments, 
and had ied the arguments in their behalf, 
promptly announced that he would not support 
the treaty without the amendments. Most of 
the Democratic Senators stood by him, and 
when the roll was called less than two-thirds 
of the Senators voted for ratification. The 
treaty was, therefore, rejected. Mr, Sherman 
was alarmed and annoyed, and most of the Re- 
publicans felt that the Senate had “gone back” 
Du the Administration in a very decided way, 

The Ohio Senator held a hurried consultation 
with Mr. Gray, and then moved to reconsider 
the vote ou the treaty. This was agreed to, and 
it was immediately follewed by agreements to 
reconsider the votes on the Gray amendments, 
Lhe result of the Sherman-Gray conference was 
next made manifest by a practically unanimous 
vote in favor of each of the amendments pre- 
viously killed, and the ratification of the treaty 
aS Amended 

The triends of the treaty are not at all 
worried about any ill effect of the amendments 
upon the final chances of the treaty. They un- 
derstand that Great Britain in gencral and 
Canadain partieulac are very anxious for the 
treaty, and would be pleased to see the extra- 
aitavle oifenses reduced much further if it 
should be necessary to prevent a failure of the 
whole convention.

Members of the Ways and Means Committee 
atmit to-day that the committee will recom- 
mend the suspension of the act requiring the 
Secretary of the Treasury to set aside a certain 
amount of the annual receipts for the sinking 
fund. It is anadmission that the committees 
has discovered that the surplus is not likely to 
be so large after Mr. Reed’s Congress has becn 
ntUwork upon it for six months as Secretary 
Windom eatimated when he sent his annual 
report to the House in December. 

He then expected that the income of the Gov- 
ernment for the year 1890-91, would be $385,- 
000,000 and the expenditures slightly more 
tean $292,000,000, leaving asurplus of some 
$92,000,000, of which he estimated that nearly 
$50,060,000 would be required fortne sinking 
fund. Afver he had thus disposed of the amount 
enumerated, he estimated that he would still 
have a net surplus of $43,500,000, 

That gave the Ways and Means Committee a 
chance to go on with its bill, which itis still at 
work upon with the avowed purpose of re- 
ducing revenue to the tune of $60,000,000. 
How itis to do it in the face of the report that 
comes from the Appropriations Committ: e —that 
the total expenditures to be authorize. louks 
ike something more, rather thau Jess, than 
§500,000,000—1s a puzzle that Mr. MvKinley 
will pernaps solve while he 1s recovering from 
the grip at Fortress Monroe. 

Itis still insisted, in spite of reports to the 
contrary, that the tobacco taxes are to be taken 
om ‘Lhe cutin sugar, bowever, may be only 30 
per cent. instead of tue 50 per cent. promised a 
Jew weeks ago. Unless a policy of repression 
of appropriations is adopted, or unless the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means have become satis- 
tied that their bill **to reduce revenue” will 
really increase the revenues enormously, the 
expenditures authorized by this Congress will 
exceed the annual income for the coming fisca! 
year by something like $150,000,000. Wuen 
Mr. Flower wanted to make a wager, two or 
three weeks ago, that the appropriations by 
this Congress would exceed those made by any 
Congress since the war by $100,000,000, he was 
laughed at. To-day his offer to bet doca not 
luok so absurd. 

Wuen the situation is studied by the Repub- 
licans and they are faced with the necessity of 
expiaining such appropriations to the country 
in the Fali elections, it is likely thatthere will 
be a decision that the Blair billand the direct 
tax refunding scheme and ahost of pension 
agents’ contrivances for ‘‘looting” the Treas- 
ury In thename of the soldier will be smothered 
by the aid of the Speaker’s new code ot rules, 
and the plundering postponed until the chance 
of holding the House another term has been 
ascertained. 

Senator Beck has introduced a bill to suspend 
the operation of the Sinking Fund act, Lut his 
bili was intended to help the taxpayer to avoid 
high taxes. The Ways and Means Committee's 
idea is different. It does not expect to cut down 
taxes. What if wants is more money for the 
Appropriations Com mittee, 


Outspoken faulttinding by leading colored 
Republicans of North Carolina because of their 
treatment by their white-party brethren, and 


their expressed determination hereafter to 
work for the political advancement of negroes 
exclusively, have given the white Republicans 
of the Tar Heel State a good deal of uneasiness. 
Several of the whites who have received ottices 
trom President Harrison are now in Washing- 
ton, and their preseuce is attributed to their 
great desire to pacify the colored ‘‘kickers.” 
Internal Revenue Collector Eaves, J. J. Mott, 
Chairman Harris of the State Executive Com- 
Inittee, and Postmaster Shatitcr of Raleigh are 
among those who are trying to smooth matters 
over with the negroas, 

The latter, however, are in real earnest, and 
are notso easily persuadea as EKaves and-his 
fricnds would like. They have figurea out that 
there are 307 places under Collector Eaves, the 
salarics of which aggrogate about $76,000 a 
yoar. Eaves has entreated the negroes to ob- 
serve that he has employed a colored man as 
messenger in his oftice at $75 a month, but 
aomehow the kickers do not seem to regard one 
piace out of 307 as quite their full share of the 
spoils, Ali the other white office hoiders come 
iu for the criticisms of the colored men, who 
have figured out that out of 730 Federal olfice 
holders in North Carolina, drawing $420,000 a 
year in salaries, 15 are colored men, receiving 
less than $4,000 in all. 

The North Caroliba negroes who worked and 
voted for white Republicans and have been 
waiting since March 4, 1889, for a reward 
which has uever come, declare that they are 
tired of this sort of thing and, besides dvoing 
what they can to defeat the coufirmation of 
pending nominations, will hereafter only vote 
for negroes.

A paragraph in the Star of this afternoon, pro- 
voked by the announcement of the death of CG, 
Latham Sholes at Milwaukee, in which he is 
named as the inventor of the typewriter, says, 
by way of correction, that in 1847 Edmund 
Burke, the Commissioner of Patents, publisned 
@ list of patents issued by the Government from 
1790 to 1847. In this list Charles Lburber of 
Norwich, Conn., is the only one mentioned as 
inventing a type-writing machine, dated Nov. 
18, 1845. How, then, could Mr. Snoles be its 
inventor? 

A sample of the work done by Thurber’s ma- 
chine is found in House document No. 140, 
lirst session of the Twenty-ninth Congress, 
pages 32-33, 1t being the report of the Com- 
missioner of Patents forthe year 1845. It is 
nearly as good as is done by some of the latter 
day machines.

fFenator Allison’s State is to have still another 
public building, unless the House upsets the 
Senate's programme. Fort Dodge is the city

Tt is the purpose of the Senate Committee on 
Finance to report a bill next week regarding 
silver currency. The details of the bill have 
not yet been put into shape or ent'rely agreed 
upon, but it is certain that the measure will not 
be that proposed by Secretary of the Treasury 
Windom. One of the members of the cominittiee 
said to-day thatthe only resembiance between 
that bill and the one the committee would re- 
port would be that each called for the issuance 
of notes based upon silver bullion. 


The Secretary of the Treasury to-day truns- 
mitted to the Senate a report of the action of 
that department in the effert to secure a site 
for a public building in Buffalo, N. Y., for which 
$250,000 was appropriated. The Secretary re- 
views at length the differences that have arisen 
between the property holders and the citizens 
regarding the site of the building, and on ac- 
count of the inadequacy of the balance of funds 
available of the appropriation made, the Secre- 
tary says ho 1s unable to take further action in 
the case. He recommends that a further appro- 
priation be made for the acquisition of property 
suitable for a site, and requests that such legis- 
lation as will meet the exigencies of the case bo 
passed as speedily as possiple.

Secretary Windom has transmitted to the 
House of Representatives a letter, ealling the 
attention of that body to the necessity of an 


appropriation of $200,000 for the contemplated 
aiteracions in the interior of the Post Oftice 
Building at New-York. These changes, the see- 
retary says, have been strongly recommended 
by the Post Office Department as absolute ne- 
cessities to enable the postal business there to 
be successfully transacted, 


Among the bills introduced in the House to- 
day was one by Mr. Flood of New-York, to 
amend the act for the erection of anappraiser’s 
warehoure in New-York City, by authorizing 
the Secretary of the Treasury to appoint a 
board of five citizens of New-York, who shalt 
be charged with ths erection of anew Custom 
House Building, which shall not cost more than 
$7,500,000, The present Custom House proper- 
ly shalt be sold by public auction, but not for 
less than $3,000,00U.

PANIC IN A SCHOOLHOUOSE, 





A ROTTEN BUILDING NEARLY COLLAPSES 
BUT THE PUPILS ESCAPE. 

READING, Penn, Fov. 19.—What is known x25 
the Laurel-street building, which is used as a 
schoolhouse, contains nine rooms, and has 
long been condemned as being unsafe and rot- 
ten from the foundation up. lts capacity is 
nearly 400 pupils. To keep the rotten ceilings 
in place they have been boarded over. 

To-day, just after the children had been called 
in at recess, they were startled with a terrible 
crash, which aroused the neighborhood. A 
large portion of the celling had fallen down, 
aud the children were forcing themselves 
through the doorways crying “Fire,” and al- 
most frantic. Tho stairways were choked with 
aébris, and being unable to proceed further 
some of them attempted to jump out of the 
windows. Many of them Jived in the neighbor- 
hood, and outside some twenty frenzied mothers 
had gathered wringing their hands. 

The children kept up the din, while some al- 
most fainted under the pressure, the smaller 
ones being trampled under foot by the older 
oves. Finally some members of the Liberty 
Fire Company, from nearby, arrived and re- 
stored order. lt was found that a number of 
pupils had received bruises, scratches, &c., 
while others haa their clothing badly torn. 

The 400 children are safe in their homes to- 
night, not one severely injured. The building 
has been closed, and will not again be used for 
school purposes,

MRS. SCOFIELD’S VICTIMS 


LODGERS WHOSKHE LIVES WERE 
MADE A BURDEN. 
FINALLY, ONE OF THEM HAS THE 
WOMAN ARRESTED—A NEW BOARD- 

ER LOCKED UP IN THE HOUSE. 

The well-known Mrs. Lillian Scofield made an- 
other appearance in court yesterday,figuring in 
the Eleventh District Court, at 919 Eighth-ave- 
nue, in a suit brought against her by one of the 
former residents of the lodging house she has 
been keeping lately at 120 West Forty-first- 
Street. She was charged with failing to sur- 
render to a Marshal, armed with a writ of re- 
plevin, all of alotof furniture and bric-d-brao 
belonging to the complainant, H. H. Bowers, 

That gentloman and several brother lodgers 
told some queer stories of the way in which 
things were conducted at Mrs. Scofield’s 
“hotel.” A general complaint was that nota 
door in the house except the street door had a 
key to it, and that Mrs. Scofield, or Mrs. Austin 
as she preferred to be called, had a habit of 
walking into any room that pleased her in the 
small hours of the morning, after she had been 
out to supper, and of spouting Shakespeare in 
a foggy voice, to the great distress of the inhab- 
itant of said room, untildaybreak. Thespecific 
complaints were as follows: 

Henry W. Livingston answered an advertise- 
ment ina daily paper calling attention to the 
fact that nicely-furnished rooms for gentlemen 
could be had in a quiet private house, and re- 
ceived an answer from ‘Mrs. Sherwood” 
which stated that she and ‘‘mamma” owned a 
large bouse at that address, and that they 
wanted a few lodgers to fill the many rooms 
they could not possibly use and to give an air 
of home to the edifice. Her terins would bo 
very reasonable; in fact, the gentleman could 
fix his own price, because she and ‘‘mamma” 
did not care for money, but for company and 
the sense of security that a man always Jeuds 
to a well-regulated household. 

Mr. Livingston thought he had fallen into 
great luck, and promptly hied himself to the 
house. ‘‘Mrs. Sherwood” met him at the door 
and, apologizing for ‘*mamma’s” unavoidable 
absence, led him to the rooms she had to let. 
Before be had a chance to name his own price 
she staggered him with the remark that a back 
room on the third floor could be his for $12 per 
week without board. He explained that sucha 
price was iar beyond his means, and she finally 
toid him he might have the apartment for $5 a 
week. She then wanted bim to pay down four 
weeks’ rent in advance, and when he quoted 
that sentence in her letter which read, ‘“* We do 


not care for money,” she said thac ordinarily 
she did not, vut that just now, ‘owing to 
*mamma’s” being away Ou a visit to graudpa, 
she was, to use a Slangy but fitting expression, 
“strapped.” The caller gave her one week's 
pay in advance finally, and had his chattels sent 
around rrom the hotel that evening. 

He found so many things to disgust him in 
the nexttfew days—bad service, dirty linen, lack 
of heat and of hot water, Shakespearean revilais 
and the like, that he notified his hostess of bis 
intention to quit atthe end of his week. She 
abused him roundly for thinking of leaving and 
then told bim he was $12 501n herdevt. When 
he asked her how that was, she poked this bill 
at him:

The boarder said he would be blessedif he 
would pay it, and Mrs. Scofield promptly ap- 
propriated a valuable picture that was amoug 
nis effects. He got that back, though, by going 
for it with a search Warrant and 2 police offi- 
cer, and then let the matter drop, glad enough, 
as he expressed it, “‘ to get out of that harpy's 
clutches suffering nothing more than a Wevk’s 
discomfort.” He was never gratified with a 
look at ‘*mamma.” 

Several other witnesses told a tale differing 
from this in details only, and then the com- 
plainant in the case, who is a prosperous duwn- 
town merchant, told his story. He is a middle- 
aged, good-natured man, one of the kind that 
even @ Woman of the Scofield stamp can impose 
upon, and he must bave been a mino to his 
hostess. He hired a room from her for which 
he paid $1U por week, always far in advance, 
and during his four months’ stay there, up to 
Feb. l he gave he gave her over $100 beyond 
the rent. She would come to him with teara iu 
her eyes and ask for enough money to pay the 
gusman, who had threatened to turn off the gas 
instanter unless given his due; she would tell 
him tuat she had eaten nothiug tor two days 
und ask for $1 to buy bread with; she would 
leave him to freeze in his roum until he would 
give her enough money to purchase a ton of 
coal, and she at one time gouged $10 out of 
him to go and watch *“mawma’ dic at Stum- 
tord, Conn. 

Tuis gentleman tried to get out of her place 
on two different occasions before he finally es- 
caped on the lst of this month, but each iime 
he was soft-hearted enough to be persuaded by 
her sobs and wailings over taking the “ bread 
out of her mouth,” and by her vows to repay ail 
she owed him as svou as “mamma's” estate of 
about $500,000 was settled up, to keep his 
room and pay board for a faw weeks more 
in advance. He found, however, about the 
end of January that, either his hostess, the 
wraith of her “*mamméa,” or one of the “ Wall- 
street brokers” who visited her nearly every 
evening to talk over, she said, the disposal of 
the stocks and bonds in the estate hud been 
rifling his trunks. He accordingly announced 
to the lady with all the firmness he was waster 
of that be would move in a few days, and went 
through the usual row that followed such an- 
nouncements from her lodgers. 

The uext morning he round under his door 
bills from his hostess to the amount of some 
$600. They included such little items as “6 
suppers with wine, $30 each—$180;” *‘ to care 
during 4 weeks’ illness, $214,” and * to value of 


books borrowed and not returned, $1 50.” As- 


the lodger in question was never guilty of a 
wine supper, was sick only four days during 
his stay at the place, anda was then only ill 
enough to be confined to the house, and had the 
books named iu the bill stolen from his apart- 
went, he did not feel justifled in paying these 
biils, and tola Mrs. Scotield so. 

“hen youdon’t get a stick of your furni- 
ture,” said she, “and I hope that ‘mamma's’ 
guost will haunt you to your dying day.” 

The boarder went to his lawyer, David A. 
Sullivan, of 18 Broadway, and secured a writ of 
replevin, Which a Marshal served and gos all 
his effects except the dozen articles tor which 
he had Mrs. Scotield called in court again yes- 
terday. 

The woman tola Justice Murray, when her 
turn came to speak, that she would give the 
complainant his goodsif he would come to the 
house with her and get them, and as that was 
satisfactory to every one concerned, Mrs, Sco- 
field, her servant girl, the ex-buarder, his law- 
yer, and a TIMES reporter started for 120 West 
Forty-tirst-street. When the party reached the 
corner of Forty-fourth-street and broadway 
Mrs. Scofield said she had left her keys with a 
“lady down the street,” and left the servant 
girlas hestage while sbe went for them.

OHARLES F, VAIL ARRESTED. 





CHARGED WITH MURDERING HIS WIFE 
TO SECURE INSURANCE MONEY. 


Str. Louris, Feb. 19.—The Vail sensation 
reached a crisis to-day when Charles F. Vail 
was arrested on a warrant charging him with 
wife murder. On Monday, Feb. 10, Charles 
F. Vail and his wife, Fannie H. Vail, were vis- 
iting the lady’s re atives, near the little town 
of Old Monroe, in St. Charles County, Mo. He 
was assisting ner into a vehicle, when a re- 
volver was discharged and the lady was fa- 
tally wounded, dying about twelve hours after- 
ward. She was buried without an inquest, and 
Vail immediately returned to the city and noti- 
fied several insurance companies that his wife 
was dead. He told atthe time a story to the 
effect that the pocket of his coat, containing a 
revolver, haa accidentally swung against the 
wheel of the vehicle, and this caused the 
weapon to be discharged. He has adhered to 
this story. a 
‘ Cneof the insurance companies, the New- 
York Mutual Accident Association, began an 
investigation, and it developed that Vail had 
policies on his wite’s life aggregating $23,000. 
Then strange stories began to be told of the 
mun and bis character. He was a clerk on a 
salary of $80 a month, yet he was considerable 
ot a sport, a tine dresser, @ smooth talker, and 
remarkably cool and self possessed. It developed 
that he had been married and divorced after a 
brief time; that his first wife complained of 


mistreatment; that eight months ago he 
Married aguin, the lady being Miss Fannie 
Hlatery. She was very beautiful and had 


been employed as inspector or ‘“ spotter’ 
by several street railroads, He had been 
courting her sister, and when he married her 
tbore was of course greatsurprise. Within a 
few weeks he begun to insure ber. The first 
application he made was rejected, and he was 
told his wife would have to sign the applica- 
tion. Later he sent by mail an application 
purporting to bear her signature. This the in- 
surance people claim wasa torgery, and the 
lady’s relatives say that neither they nor she 
knew there was any insurance on ber life. 

Strange stories of little events are plentiful, 
allliable to a construction harmful to Vail. 
Yesterday the dead wowan’s brother went to 
the scene of the tragedy, and after a thorough 
inquiry swore Out @ Warrant this morning 
charging Charles F. Vail with murder. At 4 
o’clock this alternoon the Sheriff of St. Charles 
County came to the city and arrested Vail, and 
to-night be was taken back to St. Charles. He 
was cool and confident, and said*he was sure he 
wonld come out all right.

MURDERED HIS EMPLOYER, 

Litr_e Rock, Ark., Feb. 19.—Sheriff Clarke of 
Ashley County, delivered at the penitentiary 
late last night, Edward Stewart, a sixteen-year- 
old boy and self-confessed murderer. The 
young criminal lived in Louisiana last Decem- 
ber, He was hired by a man named Osborn to 
accompany him witha drove of horses along 
the Louisiana and Arkansas border.

THEY WANT LOWER DUTIES 


CIGARMAKEKS MAKE THHIR 
DESIRES KNOWN. 
THEIR NATIONAL 


CLARES FOR INTERNAL REVENUE 
AND A REDUCTION OF DUTIES. 


Matters of general interest to smokers and 
matters of special interest to cigar manufact- 
urers and importers were acted upon last night 
by the Associated Cigar Manufacturers of the 
United States, meeting in their fourth annual 
convention at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel. 

The convention was called to order by Presi- 
dent David Hirsch, with the following among 
other firms represented, some of them by two 
or more members: Morris 8, Wise, Secretary; 
D. Hirsch & Co., George P. Lies & Co., Liehten- 
stein Brothers & Co., Heyman Brothers & Low- 
enstein, Lindauer, Kaim & Freng, 8. Jacoby & 
Co., Foster, Hilson & Co., J. Ottenberg & Broth- 
ers, Louis F. Fromer, Seidenberg & Stiefel, 
New-York; Towne, Fuller & Co., Springfield, 
Mass.; Baron & Co., Baltimore; Springfield 
Cigar Company, Springfield, Mass., and John 
I. Reed, Lancaster, Penn. 

Mr. Charies Fuller of Springfield, Masa., was 
elected President for the ensuing year, but de- 
clinea the honor with thanks, and, against his 


protest, Mr. Hirsch, who declared in favor of 
rotation in office, was re-elected. Henry Otten- 
berg was electea Vice President and Morris 8, 
Wise was again chosen to perform the duties of 
Secretary. 

This work of organization was quickly dis- 
posed of and the convention began upon its 
more Importaut business. President Hirsch 
submitted the following declaration regarding 
& national bankrupt law, which was unani- 
mously adgpted without debate: 

Reaftirming the action of former conventions, and 
being in barmony with so many other commercial 
organizations of the United States on the subject, 
this convention does hereby resolve that a nation- 
al benkrupt law is a national necessity. 

That our commercial interests require the pro- 
tection of such « law for the etflicient collection of 
debts, prevention of fraud, and support of the 
credit system. That the proposed act, generally 
kuown us the Torrey bill, is a just and proper 
lueasure and should be enacted by Congress at its 
present session. 


A resolution declaring that where manufact- 
urers furnished special brands for the exclusive 
use of jobbers, the manufacturer should bave 
the rigut to continue the use of the brands un- 
less the labels had been designed and paid for 
by the jobbers, was referred to a committee, 
and jater, upon the favorable report of that 
committee, Wus adopted. 

Mr. C. G, Stacheiverg introduced a resolution 
declaring that “cigars made in foreign coun- 
tries are the only articles imported into the 
United states which enjoy the undoupted bene- 
tits of a special governmental mark of distine- 
tion, and that many cigars of a value much in- 
terior to the domestic product are, by reason of 
such distinguishing stamp, readily sold at 
prices far beyond their real value, and that mm 
consequence our domestic cigar manufacturers 
are compelled to combat popular prejudice in 
favor of Imported cigars which the nanutactur- 
ers in every other line of business are not sub- 
jeoted to; wherefore, it was resolved, 


That the cigar manufacturers of the United 





States, asking buta fair field, request that justice 
be doue them by the immediate repeal of ali exist- 
ing statutes whereunder the boxes of imported 


cigars are marked with un import stamp. 

The resolution wus unanimously adoptod. 

The tariff question was vrouxht up on resolu- 
tions ottered by Sigmund Jacoby, declaring in 
favor of a uniform tarim on all imported to- 
baccos, Theresvlution contained a declaration 
of sympathy tor the tobacco farmer and an in- 
dorsement of the protective taritl principle. It 


was hardiy read when Charles Stachel- 
berg submitted an amendment declaring 
in favor of the free importation of 


raw  toebacco. He said In support of 
Lis ameudmeut that the present tariif gave 
the tobucco farmer no protection; that the 
supply of wrappers Was not equal to tne de- 
maud, and that the removal of the import duty 
would lead tu a freer importation of wrap- 
pers, Which would Create a greater demand 
tor the product of the domestic grower, and he 
would thereby be a gainer, 

Messrs. B. Baron of Baltimore and A. Land-. 
lohr thought it was useless to ask this Congress 
Lo rewove the Guty from raw tubvacco, and said 
that, auy way, the farmer thought the duty was 
of some proteciion to him, und the utmost they 
could reasonably expeet Congress to do would 
be to make the duties uniform. The amend- 
went was, therefore, withdrawn. Then 1t was 
suxgested by Mr. Wertheimer that the uniform 
rate should be specitied, otherwise Congress 
migotiake the highest rate aow exacted, 75 
cents @ pound, on Sumatra wrappers, the rate 
for all pwported tobaccos, which weuld be quite 
contrary to the real desires of those present. 

Further debate showed that the general de- 
sire Was for a uniform rate of 35 cents a pound, 
which Waa the rate on Havana tobacco, An 
amendment to this efiect was adopted, where- 
upon it was suggested that the clauso express- 
ing sympathy tor the tarmer would look out of 
place with such a deciuration. Lhe general 
conviction Was expressed that the farmer 
would fare better under a unilorm turift of 35 
cents a pound, and the resvlution was further 
amended by striking out the vlause indorsiug 
the protective tarift idea. As finally adopted by 
an saimost unanimous vote the resolution was 
as folluws: 

Whereas, The present inequalities and faulty con- 
straciion vf the laws regulating the duties on im- 
ported leaf tobaccos are productive of great in- 
jury to the Cigar and tobacco industries, therefore 
bel 

kesoived, That the tariff on ail imported tobaccos 
Should be made uniivorm, at 35 cents per pound, 
sv that the laws in that respect be made ciear, 
detinite, and certain. 

Somewhat akin to this resolution was the fol- 
lowing, introducea by Reuven Lindbeim: 

Whereas, The internal revenue system, as applied 
te the cigar industry, is a protective system, averd- 
ing a guaranty to the Consumer and preventing 
fraud in the refilling of empty packages and the un- 
we use of established brands and trade marks; 
auc 

Whereas, Our workmen have advocated the re- 
tention of this system, Which conclusively proves 
that the same is not considered detrimental to the 
weiltare of the workmen; therefore be it 

Resolved, Thatif Cougress deem it proper to re- 
duce the tax ou cigars, yet the benefits of tne inter- 
nal revenue system should not be withdrawn from 
the cigar industry so long as said system is contin. 
ued in force as to liquors, spirits, and oleo- 
margarine. 

Mr. Heyman invoke for thesejresolutions the 
unanimous support of the convention. But it 
was speedily made apparent that this was not 
to be. Messrs. Laudlohbraud Baron made vigor- 
ous and impetuous speeches in opposition, chal- 
lenging the proponents to state a satisfactory 
reason for the longer continuation of the inter- 
nalrevenue system. But the great majority of the 
convention were on record in favor of a reduce- 
tion of the import duties, and they preferred 
for reasons weil understood in the trade that 
the internal revenue system shouid not be 
changed until the entire system, relating to 
liquors and oleomargurine us well, should be 
wiped out. The resolutions were adopted by 16 
to 6 un a rising vote, the majority of those pres- 
ent refraining from voting. 

President Hirsch appointed Charles Stachel- 
berg and two others to be selected by him a 
committee to lay the resolutions as adopted 
before Congress and urge their favorable con- 
sideration. The following Executive Commit- 
tee for the ensuing year was also appointed: 
David Hirsch, Chairman; Charles Fuiler, 
Springfield; Edward Heyman, Ramon Moune, 
Frank McCoy,Henry Ottenberg, New-York; G.'T. 
Kogers, Binguamton; Moses Krohn, Cincinnati; 
Joseph Herneheim, New-Orleans; John F. ikeed, 
Lancaster, Penn. 

The association will hold its annual dinner, 
without which the convention would rot be 
considered a success, at Delmonico’s, to-night. 
A special feature of these dinners has been the 
souvenirs that are provided for each guest. 
Those promised for to-night are declared to 
excel in every respect anything before given.

IOWA’S DEAD-LOCK BROKEN. 





THE END OF A STRUGGLE THAT LASTED 
w OVER FIVE WEEKS, 


Des Mornes, Iowa, Feb. 19.—The dead-lock in 
the Iowa House, after a continuance of five 
weeks and three days, broke suddenly to-duy, 
and as@ consequence a Democratic Speaker, 
John T, Hamilton of Lynn County, will preside 
over the Iowa House. It has been over thirty 
Years since sucb an event has occurred in lowa 


before, hence the Bourbon heart is inclined to 
rejoice. 

The contest which has just ended is one of the 
most prolonged and stubborn in the history of 
the politica of any of the states. There were no 
contested seats, and no question was-raised 
except that of the control of organization. 
When the House convened the Republicans 
claimed fifty votes and were able to produce 
them. The Democrats claimed the same, but 
the Republicans insisted that five of the alleged 
Democratic votes were in reality Independents 
and Union Labor men, and that the Democrats 
could only muster forty-five. Upon this slender 
thread the Republicans bung their claim to the 
Speakership and all offieers pertaining to or- 
ganization. How they misjuuged their oppo- 
nhents was 2000 shown. 

The contest thus invited began upon the first 
movement toward a temporary organization. 
Both parties presented candidates for Clerk, 
and for thirteen days the tight continued, each 
vote being a tie. For a number of days 100 
Inembers were present, but when Ila gripve 
seized them and several were brought into the 
House on cots and under the doctor’s care, 
pairs were arranged for humanity’s sake, and 
thus probably sowe lives were saved. Thus the 
contest waged until the beginning of the third 
weck, when the Democrats won, securing the 
temporary Speaker, and the Republicans the 
Chief Clerk, the result belng accomplished by 
agreement. The ballot begau for permanent 
organization ana only ended by the second com- 
promise, accepted by the Democratic caucus to- 
aay. Both parties contended for the Speaker. 
At first the Republicans would yield very tew 
of the minor offices; later they grew more lib- 
eral; yesterday they offered the proposition 
which was finally accepted to-day. 

It provides that the Democrats should have 
the Speaker, Second Assistant Clerk, one paper 
toider, and four pages; the Republicans to take 
all ovher offices and the choice of tive commit- 
tees: the Democrats then to choose one com- 
mittee, the others to be equally dividea by 
alternate choice. The Democrats did not like 
the division, and proposed a modification ada- 
ing to the list of Democratic offices the Enroll- 
ing Clerk and the Assistant Postmistress, and 
limiting the Republicans to first choice of three 
committees, the Democrats then to choose two, 
the others to be equally divided. ‘This the Re- 
publicans retused to accept, sending back 
word that if the Democrats did not like the 
division as submitted they should make one 
that suited them better, send it in as a give-or- 
take proposition, and they would bind them- 
selves to accept one side of it. When this word 
wus received the Democratic caucus immedi- 
ately voted to accept the proposition without 
change as submitted yesterday, and the dead- 
lock practically ended then and there. 

When this action was decided upon by the 
Democratic caucus the House had taken a re- 
cess, Dut the news spread rapidly through the 
Capitol, and the scene that followed in the 
House was a memorable one. The galleries 
were crowded with spectators, the doors of the 
mzxin floor had been thrown open, and the 
House was crowded with visitors. Members 
began to chat, laugh, and congratulate each 
other over the end of the struggie of which all 
had become wearied. It seemed as if a great 
load hud been lifted off their minds. A zood 
mauy Democrats are inclined to regret the sur- 
render of s0 many leading committees for the 
Speakership. They think they paid too dearly 
for what at best is an empty honor. 

The five leading committees which the Re- 
publicans will choose will probably be Judiciary, 
Appropriations, Railroads, Suppression of In- 
temperance, and eituer Reprosentaiive Districts 
or Ways aud Means, with Luke, McFarland, 
Wilson, Dobson, and Blythe as Chairmen re- 
spectively. This will give the Republicans 
control of about all the channels of party legis- 
lution, and Is,in fact, an advantage which the 
possession of the Speakersdip will not counter- 
baiance. 

The House held a night session for the pur- 
pose of earrying out the compact entered into 
petween the Democrats aud Kepubiicans 1n re- 
gard to the permanent organization. The agree- 
ment went through without a hitch. Jobn T, 
Hamilton of Linn was elected permanent 
Speaker by a@ unanimous vote, and the caucus 
nominees assigned to each party were elected 
in the same manner. The oath of office was ad- 
ministered to the oflicers-elect, and the Speaker 
acknowledged the honor bestowed in a modest 
litcle speech.

BOTH HOUSES PASS 
WORLDS FAIR BILL. 
A GOOD DEAL OF CROW EATEN IN 
THE SENATE AND ASSEMBLY BY THE 
WEARERS OF PLATT’S COLLARS. 


ALBANY, Feb. 19.—On to Washington! the 
World's Fair bill is out of the Legislature, and 
to-morrow morning it will be in the hands of 
the Governor. By to-morrow evening it ought 
to be humming on its way to Washington and 
to Congress. 

Lively, indeea, was the career of the confer- 
ence committee’s report. It almost absorbed 
the bad blood in both houses, but there were so 
many debts to be paid, so much exultation to 
be indulged in, and so much crow to be eaten 
that the bad blood would crop out. 

The House opened without a Speaker. Last 
week’s experience had taught Gen. Husted the 
inadvisability of standing in front of the en- 
give of public opinion, so he went away atS 
o’clock this morning and left a note for Mr. Fish 
asking him to preside over the deliberations of 
the House. Mr. Fish did preside, and for a time 
it was doubtful whether he would run the 
House or the House would run him. Mr. Gibbs 
madeaspeech and toid how glad he was that 
the thing was all over, and Mr. Fish came down 
from the chair and served notice on his old 
allies, the Democrats, that the coalition be- 
tween the sixteon recalcitrant Republicans and 
the Demoerats was at an end, and that here- 
after it would be the duty of every good Repub- 
lican to find out who would plant the standard 
of the party furthest in the camp of the com- 
mon enemy. The Republicans laughed glee 
fully while the Democrats scowled, and Leader 
Sheehan grew very red in the face. 

The bill went “kiting,” as the Wall-stredt 
men say, over to the Senate. Senator Roesch 
was in the midst of his two hours’ speech on 
ballot reform, and the proceedings could not be 
suspended. “The crow bird is plentiful about 
here to-day,” said Senator Jacobs, * but Fassett 
is too good a fellow to be compelled to eat it 
all.’ But Mr. Fassett did his duty manfally. 
Some one had to explain, and Mr. Fassett ex- 
plained. Mr. Vedder, the great explainer of the 
Republican Party, was editing a type-written 
copy of the unwise lazzaroni speech he made 
last week, so as to convince his constituents 
how grossly the metropolitan Press had misrep- 
resented him, and he let Mr. Faasett do his ex- 
plaining and devour his crow all by himself. 

Mr. Fassett and Mr. Ives, in one of their 
diurnal mental encounters, came within an 
ace of crossing the parllamentary line. Mr. 
Ives persistently and, it would seem, mali- 
ciously attempted to misrepresent not only 
Mr. Fassett’s words, but his actions, until Mr. 
Fassett, goaded beyond patience and endurance, 
cried out: 

“* Tnat is false, absolutely false.” 

**Nothing that the Senator from the Twenty- 
seventh can say to me,” cried Mr. Ives, very 
red in the face, “can insult me.” Then, hear- 
ing the outburst of merriment, he exclaimed: 
“On this floor.” 

It remained for Col. Bill Brown, however, to 
pour balm over the wounds of the Republicans, 
and he did itinan extraordinary speech for a 
Democrat and a Tammauy Hallman. But, in 
spite of these little whims, evidences of friction 
and bad blood, necessary and natural under the 
circumstances, in spite of the knives and 
bludgeons discovered on the persons of almost 
every member, the report of the conference 
committee passed with only one negative vote 
in the House, that of Francis Volney King of 
New-York, and oue negative vote in the Senate, 
that of Edmund O’Connor of Broome, both of 
whom acted on their judgment that the bill is 
unconstitutional. 

Mr. Fish called the Assembly to order. As 
soon as the reading of the Journal had been 


ordered dispensed with, Mr. Gibbs, Chairman . 


oi the Assembly World’s Fair conference com- 
mittee, submitied the report agreed upon last 
night, and urged the House to adopt in The 
Poe toy was read by the Clerk, and then Mr. 
Gibbs said: 

“Tt seems to me that this is a happy solution 
of the difficulty which has beset us for some 
time. The amendment agreed to was sent to us 
by wire by the Legislatign Committee of the 
World’s Fair Commission. As I have always 
contended, nothine could be considered an 
amendment that did not come from that au- 
thority. The twenty-two names added to the 
committee without any authority whatever 
have been stricken out, and the position of the 
Assembly has been amply vindicated. I trust 
this report will be adopted and that the bill, aa 
amended, will speedily pass this body.” 

Mr. Fish relinquished the chair to Mr. Mase 
for a few moments, and from his place on the 
floor spoke as follows: 

“Itis with pleasure that I am called upon to-day 

in the last act of this great bill to say a few words. 
AS the gentleman trom New-York (Mr. Gibvs] who 
has preceded me has stated, the matter is a happy 
adjustment of the difficulties which have taken the 
tirae of the two houses for the last three or four 
weeks. The gevtlemen with whom I have stood on 
thie floor throughout this debate have contended 
forthe principiss that the local authorities in a 
matter of this kind should be consulted. They 
have contented that no names sheuld be added in 
Albany. They have contended ail the time that 
they were ready to accede to any amendment which 
was sent here by those gentiemen who got up this 
great patriotic enterprise. A happy adjustment of 
the difficulties has been made by the great men in 
the city of New-York, and we have good ground on 
which we all, a8 Republicans and Democrats, 
can stand in the interest of the State and in 
the interest of the city. Mr. Speaker, as 
far as I am concerned and the tifteen or sixteen 
gentlemen that have been with me throughout, or 
rather the leadership of whom I have foilowed 
rather than they have followed my ieadership—L 
say, Mr. Speaker, in behalf of those gentiemen and 
to the gentlemen on the other side of the House, in 
ihe words of that great President of ours, ‘ With 
malice toward none, with charity forall,’ and with 
tirmness in a right as God has given us to see the 
right, new that we (waving his hand toward the 
tepublican side} have buried our disseusions, let 
us bear our standard aloft, and (waving his hand 
toward the Democrats} see who will carry it fur- 
thest into the camp of the common enemy.” 

Aripple of laughter sw. »t over the house as 
Mr. Fish closed. ‘Lhen a scene which bellied the 
upparent harmony of the occasion was enacted. 
Mr. Acker secured the floor and announced that 
he bad enjoyed very much tbe remarks of tne 
gentleman. Saidhe: ‘I Dave always been in 
favor of a compromise, and | occupy that posi- 
tion now. To reiieve my mind I wish to say 
tuatl have worn this dirty old leather coilar 
long enough, andif the boys now wearing the 
new brass ones will give me one I will be only 
too glad to putit on.” 

This brought Mr. Mase to thefront. * [didn’t 
propose to speak this morning,” said he, *‘ bat 
wy friend has brougat up this question of col- 
lars, and I can’t resist the Impulse to deny that 
that there has been auy wearing of collars In 
this Assembly. ‘here is no gentleman in 
Albany to-day who wears a coilar.” 

Here Dr. Bush interrupted with the query 
whether the gentleman was discuasing the dog 
law. After the laughter incident to this remark 
had subsided, Mr. Mase concladed in these 
words: “The best evidence to my mind that no 
collars bave been Worn is that gentlemen who 
have been on the opposite side of this question 
ure now voting With us.” 

Mr. Andrus could not withstand the tempta- 
tion to get in a few sarcastic rewarks, which 
betrayed considerable animus, and then Mr. 
Hitt clesed the discussion with this sententious 
utterance: ‘“ We needn’t all get up and parade 
our happiness. We all feel happy over the out- 
come of this matter, as we ought. This le a 
people's victory, and now let us dispose of it 
tor ouce and all.” 

Mr. ish had become disgusted with the turn 
of affairs and was glad to act upon the sugges- 
tion of Mr. Hitt. He ordered the roil tu be 
calied, and 1t proceeded amid great confusion. 
Woen Mr. Clarke's name was reached he asked 
to be excused from voting aod was improperly 
allowed to spend a few minutes in scolding the 
Republicans for their past position on the bill. 
He finally withdrew his request and voted in 
the atlirmative. Mr. King of New-York sought 
to explain his vote on a question of privilege, 
but he was refused, and he cast the only nega- 
tive vote. ,;On the call of absentees, Mr. Andrus, 
who was present, made no response, and Mr. 
Fish askea him how his vote should be record- 
ed. Mr. Andrus rose and began to speak, when 
the Speaker again asked him how he would 
vote. The gentleman from Erie hereupon 
asked unanimous consent of the House to ex- 
plain, Which was refused. Finally he voted in 
the affirmative. 

Mr. de Peyster did not respond to his name, 
and was quietly leaving the cuamber, when Mr. 
fish loudly called upon him to vote. He re- 
turned to nis seat, to the accompaniment of 
boisterous laughter, and said: “Mr. Speaker, I 
rise to a question of privilege. I wisn to ex- 
plain why I did not vote.” This pathetic re- 
quest was coldiy refused, and Mr. de Peyster 
said that, under compulsion and to please the 
will of the people, he would vote in the affirma- 
tive. The result of the vote was announced as 
follows: Yeas, 119; nays, 1--King of New-York, 
who was consistent to the last.

When Clark Kenyon, fresh from the Repub-

after the exhaustive day’s work on ballot re- 
form, and the chamber was light 

“Do L understand,” asked Senator Fassett, who 
haa not voted. “thatii the bill fails to get 17 
Votes it is lost?” 

“Tt is lost,” repeated Lieut. Gov. Jones. 

“Let us call the absentees,” said Mr. Fassett. 

Mr. Ahearn’s name headed the list, The 
diminutive County Democratic Representative 
from the Seventh Ward arose to his feet. “I 
a:k to be excused from voting,” he said. There 
was no objection and he proceeded: ‘‘ Mr 
President: ‘here is no man inp this Chamber 
whose attitude toward this bill has been more 
friendly than mine. I have voted every time, 
in evory shape, manner, and form to -progress 
this bill, The newspapers have accused mo of 
voting with the Republicans. I have voted 
with them when I thought they were desirous 
of progressing the fair and against them when 
I thought they were opposing it. There has 
never been any question about my position. I 
have cast aside all political affiliations, all per- 
sonal consideration, in my eftorts to bring this 
fair to New-York.” 

Tten appeared Mr. Fassett with an elegantly- 
proper’. dish of crow before him. He began 

oldiy, but cheerfully: “The attitude of the 
Senate has been consistent from the start.” 
The Democrats roared. Mr. Fassett continued 
unabashed and undisturbed: 

“Mr. W. E. D. Stokes brought up this bill. Hetold 
the Senate the Assembly would pass it at once, and 
he told the Assembly the Senate would pass it at 
once. He told us that there were sixty Kepublicans 
on the committee. The same statewent was made 
in Washington a Mr. Chauncey M. Depew, and 
Was substantiated by Warner Miller. But after 
the bill was brought here Mr. Elihu Root conld 
figure out only forty-sir Republicans. Now I 
Was requested by friends in Washington and New- 
York by letter, by telegraph, by verbal request, to 


add games enough to counterbalance the weight of 
the Tammany grip on this committee or we would 
lose the fair. Such was the advices I received trom 


Semator Hiscock «nd Senator Chandler. I am free 
to say that I was interviewed by a United States 
Senator before the bill wag introduced, aud told 
that these twenty-odd names must be added to 
make the commission anti-Tammany, We have 
been told that the Seuate has to make a complete 
back-down. We simply endeavored to neutralize 
the hold of Tammavy Hall. This position of the 
Se ate has been indorsed and commended by our 
friends in Washington, by the Washington people, 
by our State Committee. But the Assembly re- 
fused to make the slightest Change, one jot or tittle. 

“ Now let us look at this matter dispassionately, 
Unuer the bill as it came to us originally tweuty- 
seven allirmative votes couid have done anythiueg. 
AS we amended it thirty-two votes could have 
controlled. As itis now thirty-five votes will be 
necessary. If getting more than gon want is de- 
feat, is a back-douwn, the Senate is defeated, has 
backed down. Now as to the Senate names. ‘There 
never was a time when the Senaioe was tenacious or 
resolate on that mutter. We asked the Assem- 
bly to divide withus. We asked of the Democrats 
here achance toname some of them. We are not 
only pleased with the amendment as made, but we 
haul it with genuine enthusiasm. I applaud the 
genins of Mr. Chauncey M. Depew, who cut the 
Gordian knotafter we had been accused of trying 
to kill the bill at any time.” 

“you did not dare,’’ exclaimed Mr. Ives. 

“My friend, my persoaal friend, Mr. Thomas C. 
Plattof New-York, has been hung up by the 
Democratic press as determined to kill the bill, and 
Senators around this circle have been charged with 
being under his will. This same man, who is ac- 
cused of being an assassin of the World’s Fair, was 
the introducer of the resolution at the Saratoga 
Convention, and has Fhronen his express company 
contributed $10,000 to the fair. Members of As- 
sembly are in here with our Democratic friends to 
see me eatcrow. While they crow I will eat it, but 
[to Democratic Senators] gentiemen,i will leave you 
Lhe bones, and if they con’t stick in your throat it 
is because ‘Tammany Hall’s capacity tor swallowing 
bones is as great as its capacity for swallowing the 
resources of New-York.” 

Mr, Ives spoke for the Democrats. ‘The 
course of the Senate,” hoe said, **had certainly 
been consistent. ‘Me Too’ had pulled the 
string, and little ‘Me Tou’ and his Senators 
had jumped. The position taken by the Repub- 
licans bad been to add new names to tho list of 
incorporators, ‘for reasons,’ said Mr, Ives, 
““wnich allof us know.” The Democrats have 
always had confidence in the 103 Incorporators, 
and this confidence bad been reaffirmed. The 
Republicans had sought through new incorpo- 
rators to get posses-ion of the fair, 

Mr. Fassett—How would that result? 

Mr. Iyes could not explain exactly how, but 
he declared that that was the purpo-e ef the 
amendment, if it bad any purpose, Through 
the genius of Mr. Depew, a manhole had been 
found, out of which the Senate might crawl. 
Mr. Platt had announced beforehand how the 
Senate would voile, anu they were now obeying 
his commands. He was glad that the Re- 
publicans could extract pleasure from the 
situation. Mr. Ives began to question Mr. 
Fasseti’s motives, but Mr. Fasseit calied him 
down. The debate was clused by Col. Brown in 
this remarkable speech: 

MR. PRESIDENT: I think I should say a few words 
in justice to my position upon this bill. After | 
had understood the sentiment of my people I was 
ardently in favor of its passage as itcame from the 
people of the city of New-York. So farasI was 
personally concerned there was no politics in it, 
and I did not dream of sucha Consideration. I 
wanted the bill passed as itcameto us. It is not 
necessary for me to say tiat the incorporators had 
the indorsement, regerdioss of aly political feel- 
ing. for their personal integrity aud charactvur, of 
every citizen Of this State. it seemed, however, 
that in the ingenious minds of some people it was 
thought the bill had political tendencies and a po- 
liticai character that would subserve the interest of 
the prevailing party in New-York. Be that as il may, 
everything seems to terminate here by a reference 
to political convictions, or with the end in view of 
political gain, L am not prepared to question the 
rightef the Republican majority on this floor to 
raise thatissue. As a gight, it belonged to them. 
The result was then, or the consideration was then, 
aste what propositions weuld be most fair in the 
settlement of this diftliculty, political or otherwise, 
as they might termit. Ani Ihave no hesitation in 
saying here that while I thought the Republican ma- 
jority on this floor did not act tairly toward the great 
city of New-York, nevertheless, after they took a 
determined position on that bill I could not ask 
them to be leas deterjuined or resolute in their posi- 
tion than I wasin my own. We had no right to say 
that they were sneaks, and that they backed out 
from their position unmanly and unfairly. I aid 
not ask it. [do notask it now. Hut Isayasa member 
of that committee (turning toward the Republican 
side] that your propositions hardly seemed to me to 
be fair, and that they plaeed the Democracy in a 
decidedly better position in case the bill had not 
been passed, with their oifers of conciliation to us, 
than they are in now. ; 

What is the resuit to-day? A mass meeting was 
called in New-York. It was @ great thing. It was 
absolutely a Platt mecting, ana he got away with 
the whole situation. He sends men to that 
meeting; he sweeps it by storm and _ the 
meeting terminates by giving three rousing and 
euthusiastic cheers tor Platt. Who else did they 
cheer except incidentally? I tell you it was & 
Piatt meeting. It was a political dodge, and they 
have beaten us and got the field. Now acknowledge 
the fact that these incorporators are absolutely in 
the control of the Republicans to-day under the 
two-thirds vote, and I say that itis not a defeat of 
the Republicans, but itis a victory for the Repub- 
licans. 

The report of the conference committees was 
agreed to, 26 tol, Mr. O’Connor voting in the 
negative, and the bill was ordered engrossed 
and sent to the Governor. All the Benators 
present except O’Connor voted for it, but Sax- 
ton and Deane, who dodged, Sheard, Erwin, 
and McNaughton were absent.

THE PART OF CONGRESS. 


THE TWO QUESTIONS WHICH THE NA- 
TION WILL DECIDE, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—To-morrow, under the 
der of the House already adopted, the bills 
‘iving the authority and approval of Q@on- 
gress to the proposition to hold a World’s Fair 
in 1892 will be taken up for discussion. 

The news from Albany this afternoon that 
the Fair bill, for which Mr. Depew and his as- 
yociates had made their argument here and 
their fight in Cooper Union, has passed both 
houses in a measure dispelled the gloom that 
bad settled upon the New-York delegation when 
Platt began his fight against the biil on political 
zrounds. To say, however, that the New-York 
men are sanguine would not be true. Piatt did 
@ great deal more mischief while he was atit 
than he could undo in an eleventh-hour repent- 
ance and surrender. It took some time, and 
pot a little active and harmonious work, to im- 
part to the cause of New-York the impetus that 

t bad gained when Platt turned his **‘ Me Toos” 
joose to bark the enterprise into a corner. 

While there seemed to be a chance for Chicago 
to gain by New-York’s loss, the boomers for 
shat city took hope. Some of them are now 
aader the impression that there is still a chance 
for the *“* windy” city, that Piatt has sent word 
to the New-York members who wait upon his 
whistle that they are to seize the first available 
opportunity to jump New-York in the votiug 
and to go for Chicago. St, Louis and Washing- 
ton wili both be interested in any such attempt 
to deprive them of the honor for which they 
pave been striving, and tney will be oeney to 
join with the fifty or sixty Southern members 
who are against aay fair that may require a Gov- 
ernment appropriation to settle the dispute by 
voting against the holding of any fair wiat- 
ever. 

There are probably two hundred and fifty 
members of the House who are willing that 
there shall be'a fair. If itis to be held, Chicago 
men here say they have 100 votes pledged to that 
pity. hey assume that if they lead on the 

rst baliot for place their chances will increase 
aed thattime. itis not a safe thing te be- 

feve absolutely in that diagnosis of the situa: 
tion, St. Louis bas a vote, but it is small. 
Washington cannot see a8 many votes as this 
persistent claimant for the fair believes 1t is 
entitled to after several years of constant work. 

If St. Louis and Washington should discover 
that there was a prospect of the choice falling 
upon Chicago, and it could deprived of the fair 
by the help of the controllable Washington and 
St. Louis vote, New-York would be the gainer. 
Washington would benefit materially from a 
fair held in New-York, and not so much from 
one held in Chicago. Every foreign visitor to 
a fair in New-York would visit the national 
capital if tbe long journey to the West did not 
weary them of traveling. The objections in 
Washington to St, Louis are the Same as those 
made against the selection of Chicago, with an 
added objection in consequence of the greater 
distance of St. Louls from the capital. 

The fact thatthe citizens of New-York are 
willing to pay the bills for the principal ex- 
penses has made the Southern men more favor- 
able to New-York than to apy of the other com- 

etitors for the show. 

: New-York will be heard from first to-morrow.

REVISION BOUND TO COMB, 





THE OPINION OF A LK&ADING PHILA- 
DELPHIA PRESBYTERIAN. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 19.—The question of the 
revision of the Confession of Faith, which has 
for the, past two months agitated the minds of 
the Presbyterians of this city, is not yet settled. 
At the next meeting of the Philadelphia Presby- 
tery a paper equivalent to an amendment will 
be presented by a number in favor of revision, 
which will most peepeniy cause 4 lively discus- 
sion. The Rev. Dr. Henry McCook, the leader 
of the revisionists, to-day said: 

*“The next mecting of Presbytery promises to 
be an unusually interesting ove. First of all 
Lawyer George Junkin's resolution will come up. 
At the last meeting of Presbytery Mr. Junkin 
ottered a resolution requesiing that the clerk 
be instructed to state to the General Assembly 
that they transcerded their power in sending 
down euch an overture to the Presabyteries.” 

On being asked what be thought of the reso- 
tion, he said: “I think Mr. Junkin has no 
point, and do not believe that it will be entrr- 
tained or diseussed or thatthe Presb) tery will 
stultify itself by declaring that the General As- 
semby had no right to send duwn such gn over- 
ture after dis: ussing it for pearly three months. 
The resolution is ex post facto. | think an 
effort will be made to open the question of 
revision. Ido not think that there will be any 
effort made on the original resolution. I have 
understood that some persons have been think- 
ing and talking of introducing a new resolu- 
tion, or, in other words, sowe modification of 
br. Dickey’s paper. If it is wisely framed I 
believe ihat 1t will be carried, 

*“ Revision will come, [tis bound to, no matter 
what the action of the Philadeiphia Presvyteries 
may be. ‘Their vote comes ioo late. I velieve 
that revision wiil be proposed in some form by 
at least two-thirds Of ibe Presbyteries through- 
outtbe country. The General Assembly will 
frame or form & new overture, which will be 
handed down to the Presbyteries for discussion 
and ofticial action, and if enough votes are ob- 
tained on such an amendment, it will then be- 
come a part of the Church symbol. As to my- 
seif, I think I have been very moderaie in my 
demand forrevision. All Lobjected to were tie 
articles on reprobation and electinfants. We 
would,” said Dr. McCook, “have carried re- 
vision were itnot for Dr. Dickey’s amendment.”

PRAISING THEIR STATE 


OH10 MEN MET FOR THEIR 
ANNUAL REUNION. 
HONORS PAID THE MEN WHO FOUNDED 
THE BUCKEYE COMMUNITY—SPEAK- 

ERS AND GUESTS. 


The Ohio Society, glorying in its State’s Presi- 
dents, Generals, and statesmen, assembled at 
Delmonico’s last night and enjoyed its annual 
dinner. From the centre of the ceiling of the 
hall were festooned six long streamers of red, 
white, and blue bunting, while the walls were 
nearly covered by the massing of scores of 
Silken national tiags. About the upper part of 
the walls, forming a frieze, wore the names of 
W. H. Harrison, Grant, Hayes, Garfield, and B. 
Harrisen, under an luscription which told that 
they were the men Ohio had sent to the Presi- 
dency; on the right of these was the military 
role of honor, including the names of Gens. 
Grant, Sherman, Sheridan, and McPherson; at 
the left was **Our Pioneers,” with the names 
of Washington, Putnam, and 8t. Clair. 

So, with this preliminary announcement that 
Ohio claimed everything, the dinner was begun 
aiter Gen. Sherman bad held a surt of formal re- 
ception in the parlors on the Twenty-sixth-street 
side of the restaurant. The entrance was made 
quite an hour after the time appointed ior the 
beginning of the dinner, but the guests wero 
very late and the Ohio men were exceedingly 
courteous. Their arrival at the tables intro- 
duced «them to an appropriately-decorated 
wenu. Upon the outside cover of the little book 
which held the record of the good things prom- 
ised Wus the signboard of the ancient Bunch of 
Grapes ‘lavern, Wilu this inscription beneath: 

“One of sour, two of sweet, 
Four of strong, aud eight of weak.” 
On the last page of the menu was a prettily-en- 
xraved reproduction of # Corner of @ Certificate 
of membership iu the society itseli. 

The Presideni’s table was presided over by 
Gen. Swayne, Who had on ¢iiher side of him 
Chauncey M. Depew and John 8.

Gen. Swayne, in beginning thé speaking, told 
of the inception ot the pioneer movement which 
Rutus Putnam led trom the ** Bunch of Grapes” 
in Boston and carried duwu from tne head- 
waters of the Ohiv, When he baa eulogizea tue 
great menor tho past, he called upon Gen. 
Thomas Ewing, grandson of the pivneer who 
went forth with Putuam to tiud new Qumes by 
the Ohio River, to say sumething fur the State. 
Gen. Ewing said that the ** Bunch of Grapes” 
would be aiways remembered as ile piace 
Where the greatest deeds of patriotism of New- 
Eugland were cousidered before and duriug the 
Revoiutionary period. There was no event 
comparable in poust-Revciutionary history wita 
this movement to found a uew State in the 
midst of the wilderivess. 

“The atiractions,” he went on, “which drew 
the hardiest and most enterpfising sons of the 
Colonial States to people Ouio seventy-five or 
one hundred years ago now beckon the picked 
youth of all the populous States to the South 
and the lar West, Where greater opportunities 
and greater tlelds of action await them. If un- 
happly war should befall our descendants, the 
Grauts, the Shermans, the Sheridans of that 
day will bail from Texas or Iowa, Dakota or 
California, and that long-awaited benefactor of 
maukiud who shall settle the great politico- 
economic problem of modern times, by a 
just distribution of wealth between labor and 
capital will probably come as a benediction to 
mankind from the State of Washington.” 

kx-Goy. Wise of Virgiuia followed. ‘ Ohio,” 
he said, ‘‘was the tirst fruit of the blended brawn 
and bone of the united colonies, When Ohio 
was born, the unlon of these united culonies 
became something more than a mere defensive 
confederacy. Ohio was the tirst-born of a Uniou 
we little dreamed the greatness of, Lut do not 
forget that six years before Ohio wag born Vir- 
ginia proclaimed her willingness aud desire to 
torego all claim to the Northweat Territory.

THE “ RING RULING, 





NO SURPRISE TO THE CUSTOMS OFFI- 
CERS IN BOSTON. 


Boston, Feb. 19.—This morning’s Washington 
dispatohes, announcing the decision of the 
Treasury Department on the “ring waste” 
duty, were not altogether a surprise at the Cus- 
tom House here. One of the officials, when in- 
terrogated on the subject, said: 

“ My recollestion is that Mr. Columbus De- 
lano and a number of other representatives of 
the Ohio raw-wool combine were here a short 
time ago examining our books in regard to this 
very matter. They had learned that we were 
admitting waste at 10 cents a pound, and want- 
ed to know to what extent it was coming in. 
After obtaining this information they went to 
Washington, and the resuit of their pilgrim age 
is seen in the decision of the Treasury Depart- 
ment published in this morning’s dispatches 
from Washington. Hereafter this material 
must be classified as clean wool, and dutiable 
at 40 cents a pound.” 

‘Was not this question the basis of a depart- 
ment ruling some time ago?” 

‘**Ob, yes, when the controversy arose regard- 
ing other wool wastes. At that time the de- 
partment made a very exhaustive investiga- 
tion, the result of which was formulated into a 
report, which was one of the completest Treas- 
ury documents Ieversaw. The result was that 
the department issued instructions that this 
class of wool would cuntinue to pay the ten- 
cent rate, So you see we have been acting un- 
der department instructions in classifying the 
material.” 

‘“‘Are our importations of ring waste very 
heavy ?” 

“ Of late great quantities of it have been eom- 
ingin. There was one large invoice this morn- 
ing, but it went into warehouse, It will not 
be subject to the advance, however.” 

“To what uses is this refuse put?’ 

“It ig garneted, recarded, and spun into 
yarn.” 

“Is not the fibre very snort after going 
through this process?” 

“Yes; but, strange as it may seem, the cloth 
produced from it is of a very excellent quality. 
Tako, tor instance, colored and fancy shirtings. 
If the yarn is spun from short fibre woel the 
product is much more soft and agreeable than 
iz new or long fibre wool had been used. There 
is a yarn being brought in from Belgium that is 
made of short fibre and 25 per cent. cotton, 
but the manufacture of the material mentioned 
caunot be excelled.” 





AFFAIRS OF THE NAVY. 
PL SLE 

Now that many of the recently-designed war 
ships are coming into being, their structural 
form permits critics to speak more understand- 
ingly, and especially so since many of the ves- 
sela in question have been launched and act- 
ually tested. The opinion is freely expressed 
that the English-designed vessels will be the 
hardest rollers and heaviest pitchers in a sea- 
way of allour new ships, and to demonstrate 
the correctness of this theory the critics call 
attention to the forward lines of such vessels us 
the Yorktown, Baltimore, and more especially 
the Texas. Onthe other hand, the American 
models, the Maine, Dolphin, and Chicago are 
being Warmly applauued, and prominent 
officers are heard to contend that the 
Dolvhin is a tar better sea vessel 
than the Yorktown, and that the Bos- 
ton and Atlanta, despite low freeboard fore 
and att wll betne equals of the Texas and 
Baitimore in weatherly qualities. [It would 
seem that the showing made by the Yorktown 
in her recent passage to Europe with the squad- 
rou of evo.uuion has not made a favorable im- 
pression upon some of the authorities in Wash- 
iugton, and it is pointed out that the Bostonand 
Atian:a were abletokeep in fleet formation 
duriug a gale of wind which compelled the 
Yorktown to beaveto. It is further thought 
that the dispatch boat Dolphin wouid not have 
been detained by the same sea. 

The prejudice against low freeboard, as ex- 
hibited in such vessels as the Boston and At- 
lanta, appears to be rapidly disappearing. 
Capt. Howeli of the Atianta claims that hs can 
find a way to serve his torward eight-ineh 
rifle so long as itis possible to work the after 
eigut-inch gun or any of the broadside pieces. 
Luis would appear to be, it is claimed, a denial 
of the report that the forward eixbet-inca 
rifles of the Boston and Atianta ean only 


be worked in a@ comparatively smooth 
sea Mr. H. Steers, who is accredited with 
most of the designing work of the 


Boston and Atlanta,is said to have informed 
paval officera that he could guarantee as much 
buoyancy on tue part of the Boston and At- 
lauta in a seaway with their low freeboard as if 
their rails were carried up fore andaft on a 
line with the superstructure. The fact that 
both the Boston and Atlanta have wexthered 
gales of great severity, and have gone through 
these encounters without suffering the elight- 
est damage, is held to demonstrate the acou- 
racy of Mr. Steers’s predictions, 

Itis advocated that siace the Navy Depart- 
ment bas stirred up a healthy state of rivairy 
throughout the service by ordering all ships to 
send in gunnery reports of target practice for 
comparison with all ships 1n the bavy, the order 
ehould extend to small arms as well. It ls 
thought that Loo little attention is paid to pistol 
shooting aud cutlass drill, and that the men in 
the service to-day would be seriously handl- 
capped were they compelled to come to close 
quarters with anenemy, Atthe same time, itis 
claimed that this method of fighting is not likely 
to arise in future naval engagements. There can 
be bo certainty, however, on this acore, so long 
as officers like Lord Charles Beresford continue 
to announce that they will close with and board 
an enemy as often as an opportunity is afforded 
them. On the other hand, it is pointed out 
that so long as certain officers known to be 
guuvery experts are 1n command they will en- 
deavor to reduce a single engagement to a 
Kearsarge and Alabawa fight, relying on supe- 
rior markswanrhipto win the day. The all- 
round ofticers advocate the drilling of the men 
to every form of action that can possibdiy arise, 
and by no means to neglect any one drill. 

The custom is in vorue on board the flagship 
Chicago of the squadron of evolution for the 
band to play the ‘Star-Spangled Banner” as 
the ensign is run up to the peak at8 A. M. On 
the conclusion of tne national air, the flagship’s 
baud strikes up the national air of the ceuntry 
in whose waters.the squadron may be at the 
time, following it with sueh selections as the 
leader may then order.

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RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


BETTER TIME DEMANDED. 
Boston, Mass., Feb. 19.—The legislative 
Committee on Railroads to-day had an im- 
portant hearing on an order introduced by 
Representative Josiah Quincy for securing bet- 
ter traveling facilities and quicker transporta- 
tion upon the railroads forming connecting 
lines between Boston and New-York. Mr. 
Quincy said that the distance between Boston 
and New-York is not made in as short a time as 


might reasonably be expeeted, and the public 
desires to be informed where the blame rests. 
The distance is twenty-one miles less via the 
New-York and New-England route than via the 
Boston and Albany Road, yet the time occupied 
is six hours each way. The run from Boston to 
Willimantic takes two hours and a quarter. It 
could easily be made in two hours, and lost 
time is frequently made up between these 
points. Between Willimantic and New-Haven, 
a distance of fifty-four miles, the time occupied 
is an bourand thirty-seven minutes, and this 
could easily be done in an hour andahaif. Be- 
tween New-Haven and New-York the running 
time for New-England traina is one hour and 
firty-five minutes, but the run is made for Bos- 
ton and Albany trains in one hour and tifty 
minutes, 80 that five minutes at least can be 
saved here, Making a total red uction in time of 
twenty-seven minutes. 

From springtield to New-York the running 
time is three bours and twenty-seven minutes, 
which means a speed of about forty miles an 
hour. Considering the character of the foaa, 
the run should be made in shorter time. By 
way of the Shore Line tie time between Boston 
and New-London is two hours aud forty-tive 
minutes, and this could be cut down to two 
hours and ten minutes, 

Mr. Quincy said that he had been informed 
that when it had been proposed to reduce tne 
time on the connecting lines, the New-York, 
New-Haven and Hartford had intimated that it 
would correspondingly increase the time over 
its line so that the total run would be the same. 
Ifitistound that the faeilities now provided 
are not such as can reasonably be expected by 
the traveling public, and that the time taken is 
unreasonably long and that the New-York, 
New-Haven and Hartford Company is 
the obstacle in the way of ° improve- 
ments, some remedy ought to be applied, if 
itis within the power of the Legislature. As 
part of the line of this road lies within the 
State, it isa Massachusetts corporation, and is 
by its charter subjeot to certain provisions 
which might probably be applied to meet the 
case, but if this is not legally possible, proceed- 
ings can certainly be taken under the Inter- 
State Commerce act, and the matter ia of sufti- 
cient importance to justify the Commonwealth 
in authorizing such proceedings in its behalf, 
The hearing will be continued,

Navy has perceptibly increased. The men were 
given liberty for the first time in three weeks, 
and behaved themselves with credit sufficient 
to clicit compliments on all sides. This 1s de- 
cidedly the “new navy,” where Jacky goes 
ashore on liberty, refrains from terrorizing the 
Inhabitants, and comes back on time clean and 
bober. It is to be hoped that conduct of this 
sort will be the rule when highly-trained, effi- 
cient, and disciplined American crews go to sea 
in American ships that are the peers of any and

The rur to Port Mahon was made at an eight 
knot speed, with fair weather and light 
breezes. This continuously-perfect weather, for 
it can be called nothing else, bids fair to demor- 
alize the squadron. Until to-day it has not 
rained since we have been in Europe, though 
the weather was bad enough in Africa, (Tan- 
fier.) 

The 21st was spentin swinging ship for com- 
pass errors and in squadron evolutions. How 
Many people, non-professional, know how a 
compass is corrected at sea, or in fact that it 
needs correction? Did the needle only point 
steadily true north, half the navigator’s occu- 
pation would be gone. One source of error is 
tolerably constant for any one place, and is 
practically known at all times, that is, the 
variation or difference in direction of the 
true and magnetic meridians. The reason for 
this difference “is that the earth's magnetic 
poles, to which the poles of the needie are at- 
tracted, do not coincide with the geographical 
poles. The other main source of error, or the 
local deviation of the compass, is a much more 
serious matter, and is due to magnetic disturb- 
@nces near the compass itself. 

It is not the purpose to enter fully into the 
subject, but all iron and steel become tempo- 
rarily or permanently magnetized by induction 
from the earth’s magnetism, and exercise & 
disturbing force on # compass needle in their 
Vicinity. In the case of an iron or steel ship 
this force itself varies for different geographical 
positions and for every variation of the ship’s 
head. Compasses may be compensated by sp- 
proaching magnets and masses of Iron in such 
wise as to neutralize the effect of the iron and 
steel of the ship’s cunstruction, but such com- 
yensation does not remain perfect as the ship 
mnoves from port to port and the magnétism 
gensibly changes. 

The bavigator must then frequently deter- 
mine the actual deviation on the differens 
courses, This is done by heading the ship in 
succession on every point of the compass, or 
Ol as Many as there is time for, observing the 
Dearing of the sun by compass, and computing 
the true bearing from the noted time. The dif- 
ference of these two is evidently the compass 
error for the given course, Subtracting the 
known variation leaves the remainder as the 
deviation with its proper sign, and using all 
the values thus found, # deviation curve is 
formed. 

The evolutions performed were of a simple 
nature—line, column, and échelon—at distance 
and half distance, and with the guidein line 
alternately on the different flanks. An im- 
provement is already noticeable in the ability 
of the ships to keep their station, but coutinu- 
ous drill only will render them perfect. The 
trouble of preserving jalignments of infantry or 
even cavairy sinks inio insignificance when 
compared with the requirements of success- 
ful squadron evolutions. The great diiticulty 
seems to be that the officer who directs the 
Oourse and speed has not at his own hand the 
mesons of effecting chauges of either to the smull 
extent required from time to time. Signals and 
orders to other people must nuw sullice, and 
even when properly given they are not always 

roperly obeyed. This is significant when the 
failure to execute the order may not be discov- 
ered until the time ts past for remedy. 

This defect can without doubt be obviated in 
the present development of mechanical appli- 
ances. Sigdalto tre engineer and helmswan, 
as before, the speed and course desired. Next, 
have at the hand of the ofticer directing the 
Man@uvre twv readily-worked levers, one to 
effect differential changes iu the revolutions, 
the other in the helm. Chaage of heim will be 
guickly apparent in the heading; change of rev- 
Oiutions suould be indicated by accurately-reg- 
istering tachometers or other similar device. 
It will be notieed ihat the officer of the deck 
has not been mentioned. That officer's time is 
bow fartoo much occupisd with attention to 
signals, Watching the speed bal! and pennant, 
supervising the signal corps, carrying on the 
ship’s routine, and a dozen other matters that 
arise at each moment. There should be a new 
distribution of duties. 

Signals continue to be made at noon each day, 
indicating the coal on haad in the individual 
ships and the observed latitude and longitude, 
The Admiral ia keeping in his office a very care- 
fui record of the daily coal expenditure of each 
ship, and will make eventuaily areport show- 
ing the efficiency of the dilferent types. Short 
runs from port to portcanrot be accepted aa 
criteria, but the tinal mileage covered, the num- 
ber of days when steam was used for heatiug, 
lighting, distilling, and other auxiliary pur- 
poses, and the total coal consumed will airord 
data for valuable comparisons. The last navi- 
gators’ noon report was a very creditable affair. 
On the 21st the Atianta, Boston, and Yorktown 
signaled, respectively, their latitude 38° 34’, 
88° 35’, and 38° 31’, and their longitude 1° 57’, 
1° 56’, and 1° 58’. It is to be regretted that, for 
the sake of comparison, the flagship does not 
make return signals to the squadron. 

The squadron entered the pretty harbor of 
Port Mahon on the morning of the 22d. This is 
an ideal port, completely landlocked, and 
aifords anchorage for a moderate fieet. In the 
old days our Government maintained here a 
atorehouse, and the ships of the squadron came 
in and tied up forthe Winter. Numerous are 
the re®iniseences of the place in the minds of 
the older naval officers, who still hold it ia 
affectionate regard. Every schoolboy associates 
it with Old Ironsides and Littie Jack, and the 
general reader recalls tu mind the unfortunate 
Adwiral Byng, who, for failing to dislodge the 
Freuch in 1756, was court-martialed and shot, 
giving riso to the pithy saying of Voltaire, ‘En 
Angleterre on tue ub Amiral pour encourager 
les autres.” 

It was a part of the programme of the squad- 
ron’s stay here to land the naval brigade for 
exercise ashore, but the necessary permission 
cvuild not be obtained from the Spanish Govern- 
ment. Advantage has been taken of the quiet 
= to haul fires in all except the auxiliary 

oliers, and subject the tubes and all parts of 
the boilers and machinery to athorough clean- 
ing and overhauling.

In the afternoon the boats 
have been exercised under sail and oars, and on 
one occasion the crews were armed and 
equipped for “cutting out.” This phrase ex- 
presses one of the three services on which 
armed boats are ordinarily sent. 

The other two are described as ‘distant 
service” and “ landing where likely to be op- 
posed.” ‘the nature of the service determines 
the equipment. Provisions are carried in vary- 
ing quantities, cooking arrangements, boat 
guns and ammunition, rifles, pistols, cutlasses 
masts and sails, oars, anchor and chain, an 
boat box. Of the last-named, one is supplied 
for each boat ond is kept at all times fitted and 
ready for use, under lock and key. It oontains 
an axe, hatchet, hammer, bandsaw, nails, 
Bheet lead, tacks, marlinspike, spun yarn, 
grease, sail needles, palm, twine, boat 
compass, ensign, pennant, answering pen- 
nant, lead and line, lantern, candles, tinder 
box, fishing lines, thrum wats, grapnel, chain 
and line, and match rope; all of inestimable 
value on occasions that might arise. The num- 
ber of men carried is likewise regulated by the 
service. For distant service and landing the 
regular boats’ crews only are carried; for cut- 
ting out vessels as many additional men are 
taken as will not interfere with the bandling of 
the boat.

In addition to the three services mentioned, 
crews have to be stationed for the ordinary ran- 
bing boats and for abandoning ship. I[t is 
always the ol\ject to have the nucleus the same 
for any service, and to pad ont as may be re- 
quired. Obstacles are met with in carrying 
this out, such as, for instance, the desire to 
have the running boats’ crews from diferent 
parts of the ship avoid crippling any one part 
wlen a boat is away, and the conflicting desire 
to have the figiting boats’ crews, the divisions, 
aud the parts of the ship all identical and al- 
ways under the sawe ollicers. The result is 
that no two ships have the same organization.

DEAD OR IN A TRANCE.

THE BODY PREPARED FOR BURIAL, BUT 
THE FUNERAL POSTPONED. 


DANVILLE, Va, Feb. 19.—This town has a 
veritable sensation, and one which is the topic 
of conversation among the people. Yesterday 
afternoon, after an illness of a few days, Miss 
Annie A. Pollard, a beautiful girl of Sixteen 
years, and who had been suffering from typhoid 
pneumonia, the outgrowth of an attack of la 
grippe, suddenly and to the delief of those 
around her passed away. The body was pre- 
pared for burial and the funeral services were 
apnounced to take place this afternoon, but 
before the hour arrived the notice was with- 
drawn and the casket removed from the house. 

About 2 o'clock a physician visited the sup- 
posed death chamber, and on an examination 
of the body declared that life was not extinct, 
but that the young woman was ina trance. 
The features are perfect, the eyes clear and 
bright, and there is none of that deathly pallor 
which usually spreads over the features of the 
dead, and the body still preserves its natural 
warmth. In fact, there is nothing which shows 
that the young woman is dead. 

The report of the doctor aroused the feelings 
of the family, and the funeral was indefinitely 
postponed. Other doctors were immediately 
summoned, and as 800n as possible on arrival 
at the house Went to work according to all the 
methods known to science to attempt resusci- 
tation, and after laboring for avout an hour 
and waking a thorough diagnosis, gave It as 
their opinion that the young woman was dead, 
and beyond human skill to bring tolife. But 
sae physician asserts thatshe is not 

ead, 

The family were not eatisfied as to death, and, 
acting on the advice of the physicians anid 
triends, have resolved to keep the body out of 
the ground until decomposition shall put to 
rest all doubt as to life or death. During the 
young wowan’s short illness and before the 
apparent appearance of the dreid messenger, 
she went into a trance and remained as one 
dead, but after several hours in this state came 
back to sensibility, and was able to converse 
with those around her. 

Crowds of people of both sexes and color 
visited the house during the afternoon, and as 
the young woman is lying on the lounge she 
looka like one tn a deep slumber. 

The affair has creatéd a great sensation, as it 
is about the first case of the kind ever kaown 
to have happeued here. 








TO INSPECT DRESSED BEEF. 
THE NEW VIRGINIA LAW SIGNED BY 
GOV. M’KINNEY. 

RICHMOND, Va., Feb. 19.—The bill recently 
passed by the Virginia Legislature providing 
for the inspection of all dressed meats sold in 
this State, killed over one hundred miles from 
the place where offered for sale, has been ap- 
proved by Gov. McKinney, and went into effect 
to-day. This legislation is aimed at the Western 
beef, and especially that shipped here from Chi- 
cago. Hundreds of thousands of pounds of this 
meat are disposed of here, and ft is claimed that 
it bas greatly crippled the raising of beef cattle 
in Virginia. 

The law provides for the appointment by the 
Judges of the corporation courts in the cities 
and by County Court Judgesin the counties of an 
inspestor of dressed meats. These officers are 
to zeta fee of 1 cent for each poundof meat 
inspected. in the cities one-half of these fees 
will goto the inspector and the other to the 
Commonwealth. Here in Richmond, which is 
probably the largest market for the sale or this 
Western beef in the State, it 1s estimated that 
the compensation of the inspectors will amount 
to something like $5,000 or $6,000a year. It is 
thought that Armour & Co. and other large 
houses who are represented here wil! test the 
validity of this law before the courts. The 
basis of this contest, if it is made, will probably 
be that the act of the Legislature in question 
discriminates in favor of the Virginia beef to 
the detriment of that brought into the State 
from other States. 

This new law has attracted attention in other 
States, and the Keeper of toe Rolls has re- 
ey requests from some of them for copies 
of it.

SERIOUS CHARGES AGAINST ROCHESTER 
8U PERVISORS. 


ROCHESTER, N, Y., Feb. 19.—When the newly- 
elected Board of Supervisors met on Jan. 1 it 
was decided to investigate the work of the 
board of 1889, especially with reference to the 
letting of certain contracts to relatives of the 
Supervisors, it was alleged, to tne great detri- 
ment of the county. This investigation has 


been interrupted through an appeal of parties 
interested to the courts, but the committee had 
procured enough testimony to warrant a report. 

The report made public to-night charges 
Supervisor Rice and his brother, Edward J. 
Rice, with having secured contracts to ao 

lumbing work about the Court House, on 
which they were paid $12,300, three-fourths of 
this amount before a bill wasrendered, Expert 
testimony showed that the firm had done only 
$1,800 worth of work. A suit will be brought 
against Rice Brothers. The report recommends 
that the law be amended to cover such frauds, 
the statutes now being so loose that a criminal 
action would not be sustained. 

The repert also finds the Court House 
Trustees guilty of criminai negligence. Further 
exposures of the same sort are looked for soon. 











FESTIVITIES OF THE KNIGHTS. 

The twenty-sixth anniversary of the founding

A PLAN TO AVOID MORE BORROWING— 
MAYOR CLEVELAND’S LEVER. 


TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 19.—The State finances 
engage the attention of the Legislature to 
some extent now. The assured income from 
the ordinary sources is inalequate to meet 
her expenses. An attempt was made last year 
to impose a State tax, but the Democratic ma- 
jority opposed it and the State was forced to 
borrow. Gov. Abbett, fixing his face against 
the imposition of a State tax this year, pro- 
posed to meet the contingency by using the 
moneys to be received from the sale of lands 
under water. These have heretofore gone to 
swelling the State schoolfund. The argument 
is that it would take ages to make the acoumu- 
lations in that fund large enough to carry out 
the original purpose of supporting the State 
schools out of its income, and that there is 
therefore no use of adding any more toit. As- 


semblyman Voorhis, (Republican,) has on De- 
half of the Ways and Means Committee intro- 
duced a bill making the diversion of the school 
moneys which Gov. Abbett suggeats. 

The fact that Gov. Abbett advised this course 
to relieve the State of her financial! embarras~- 
ments and that the bill has been introduced by 
the Republican leader of the Assembly seems 
to assure its passage. 

Assemblyman Kelly of Jersey City bas pro- 

osed an act to meet the protest of Jersey City 

axpayers against the clause of the new char- 
ter which makes the City Tax Board the final 
board for the review of its own assessments. 
The abuse of the taxing power has been one of 
the crying evils in the management of local 
aftairs in Jersey City. Through it the old-time 
district Assessors made themselves 80 strong 
that they easily climbed into places that 





neither their ability nor their standing 
could have commanded for them. The 
new charter board has the same. op- 


portunities to make its power felt throughout 
all the city that exch Assessor under the old 
Government had to imake his power felt in his 
particular district, and it is one of the levers 
that Mayor Clevelani’s friends propose to 
work to keep himself and his winions in power 
for another term. The board and the partisans

The threat of a Senate investigation into the 
entire administration’of affairs in Jersey City 
has led tothe conviction that something must 
be done to pvropitiate public sentiment in the 
matter; and Mr. Keily, who is not unknown to 
the ring members, has prepared a measure that 
creates a Board of Tax Appeals. Fhe commission 
is to consist of three members—one to be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor, one by the Aldermen, and 
a third by the two so selected. Under this bill 
Mayor Cleveland, who pretty nearly runs the 
Aldermen, will be still enabled to keep his hand 
on the throatof the public. Another proposi- 
tion is to make the Board of Finance a commis- 
sion of appeals. 





CRUELTY TO HOKNED OATTLE. 


A FARMER FINED FIFTY DOLLARS FOR 
CUTTING OFF THEIR HORNS. 


MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Feb. 19.—At the current 
session of the Sullivan County court at Monti- 
celio, Judge W. L. Thornton presiding, there 
came up, on application for a new trial, a case 
that is entirely novel to the courts of this State 
and of high moment to the owners of horned 
cattle. The case originated in a complaint 
entered by the losal agent of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals before Jus- 
tice Peter Toussaint against John Austin, a 


farmer of the town of Highland, of cruel and 
unnatural treatment of some of his dairy cat- 
tle in sawing off their horns. 

The proot of the allege : offense was complete, 
and the Justice pronounced the defendant 
guilty and fined him $50 anid costa, 

Lawyer Jobo W. Lyon appeared before the 
Couniy Court in the interest of the defendant, 
asking for a new trial op the ground that his 
ciient bad in fact committed no offense, and 
had therefore been improperly convicted and 
punished. The counsel maintained that the 
practice of polling or, as it iscommonly termed, 
**dehorning” cattle is coming to be recognized 
as a useful and necessary rather than a cruel 
operation, anid has been adopted by many of the 
leading breeders and dairymen of the State. 
The verdict of the dairymen who have tried It 
is that polled cattle are safer, quieter, and 
thrive better than those which are permitted 

*to retain their natural tighting Weapous, Coun- 
seladmitted that the question in issue has 
never beeu passed upon by the higher courts of 
this State, but he quoted decisions by the eourts 
of Illinois and Kansas whieh pronounced the 
polling of cattle a useful and proper operation. 

District Attorney M. H. Couch, in behalf of 
the people, quoted the reports of a case tried 
before Lord Chief Justice Coleridge, sitting at 
the Court of Queen’s Bench, England, where, 
after hearing the testimony of distinguished ex- 
perts, the court pronounced the practice of 
polling cattle cruel and unlawful ‘The Distriet 
Attorney also insisted that the defendant’s 
proper remedy was Dy a formal appeal from the 
conviction, 

Judge Thornton declined to grant an order for 
anew trial. The defendant will appeal to the 
higher courts, and the case is likely to become 
celevrated.

A DISASTROUS CONFLAGRATION VISITS 
SOUTH AMBOY, N. J. 


One of the most disastrous fires in the history 
of South Amboy occurred there early yesterday 
morning. The fire was discovered between 2 
and3o’clock in Howell & Gordon’s two-story 
brick building, Broadway and Davis street, and 
before it was under coutrol a block of seven 
houses had been burned, They were the Howell 
Building, which is ocoupied by Howell & Gor- 
don asa grocery store, by Christian Staub’s 
clothing store, and by meeting and lodge rooms; 
Miller’s drug store, Pimlott’s bakery, Albert 
Ginter’s barber’s shop, Jacob H. rris’s hat store, 
the furnishing goods store of Leon Gaineta, and 
a three-story brick building at the corner of 
Henry-street, owned by Samuel Pimlott. The 
lodge rooms of the Masons and Odd Fellows 
were destroyed, with their furniture and para- 
phernalia. 

There is no fire department or other means of 
protection in the piacy, and although almost 
the entire population turned out and formed a 
bucket brigade, little could be done to check 
the spread of the flames. 

Apparatus and men were sent from Perth 
Amboy, Elizabeth, Matawan, and Totten 
ville. The total loss is estimated at $50,000, 
largely covered by insurance. Among some of 
the companies involved are the American of 
New-York, the British American aud National 
- Hartford, Queens and Washington of Provi- 
dence. 

A keg of powder in the Powell Building ex- 
ploded, blowing in one wall. Mr. Gordon, of 
the firm of Howell & Gordon, was quite severe- 
ly burned. 





THE ALLEGED JURY BRIBERS. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 19.—The building contractor, 
Thomas Kavanagh, a member of Camp 135, 
Clan-na-Gael, accused of being implicated in 
attempts to bribe possible jurors on the Cronin 
trial, walked out of court this afternoon a free 
man.. He had just been acquited without hay- 
ing to calla witness. Kavanagh’s release took 
place after the evidence for the prosecution 
was all in, and was ordered by Judge Water- 
man, whoruled that State Attorney Longeneck- 
er had failed to make out a case. This leaves 
one man, Jeremiah O’Donnell, on trial of the 
total of seven indicted. 

When court opened this morning ex-Bailiff 
Solomon, oue of the State’s witnesses among the 
indicted, took the stand.

tendence of the National Educational Associa- | 
tion assembled promptly yesterday morning in | 


the College for the Training of Teachers, at 9 
University-place, for the second day’s work of 
their annual convention. They were unanimous 
in the expression of their gratification that this 
is one of the most interésting conventions they 
have ever held. Both the topies and the dis- 
cus-ions have been livelier than heretofore, and 
the general interest has been closer. 

In opening the meeting President Draper. an- 
nounced that the next meeting of the National 
Educational Association, of which the Depart- 
ment of Superintendence is a branch, would be 
held in St. Paul, Minn. William E. Sheidon, 
Chairman of the Committee on Copyright, 
offerea the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the members of the Department 
of Superintendence of the National Educational 
Association hereby record our sympathy with 
American authors in the effort they are now making 
to odtain from Congress an international copyright 
law; and we Cannot too strongly express our sense 
of the necessity of such a measure both as an obli- 

ation of justice andas a stimulus to Atuerican 
fiterature and to the spread of American ideas 
abroad. 

On the invitation of Presitent Draper, R. N. 
Johnson, Secretary of the American Copyright 
League, explained the status of the copyright 
movement and the details of the Dill now pend- 
ing before Congress. When Mr. Johnson had 
concluded the resolution was unanimously 
adopted. 

State Superintendent D. H. Kiehle of Minne- 
sota and Superintendent J. E. Bradley of Min- 
neapolis invited the department to visit st. 
Paul next July atthe time of the annual meet- 
ing of the National Educational Association. J. 
A. B. Lovett, State Superintendent of Alabama, 
thought that the department should visit the 
‘*New South,” and suggested that the next 
annual convention be held in that State. No 
action was taken in elther case, however. Presi- 
dent Draper announced the following geutle- 
men as a nominating committee for officers of 
the department: Aaron Gove, Denver, Col; 


Charles W. Cole, Albany. N. Y.; A. P. Marble, 
Worcester, Mass.; Jolhu Hancock, Columbus, 
Onio; W. P. Powell, Washington, D. ©. 


CITY SCHOOL SYSTEMS. 

The paper submitted for discussion was pre- 
pared by William H. Maxwell, Superintendent 
of the schools of Brooklyn, and treated of 
‘*City School Systems: What is the Best Plan 
of Organization?” Although the paper was very 


long, it was attentively listened to and frequent- 
ly applauded. Among otner things Mr. Max- 
well said: 


“The political system of the United States imposes 
on its citizens more complicated, delicate, and 
diticalt duties than the corresponding functions 
placed by any European country upon its citizens. 
‘The proper performance of these duties assumes 
on the part of the American citizen an amount of 
knowledge and an amount of intelligence not re- 
quired in the Kuropean citizen. In supplying this 
knowledge and training, this intelligence the public 
— have as yet only partially performed their 
duty. 

“The defects in the public school system are due, 
not to lack of ability or enthusiasm on the part of 
educators, but to lack of adequate organization. 

“ Progress in all political and social) institutions 
follows the lines, first, of integration; second, of 
differentiation of structure and specialization of 
function. Thelaw, as stated by Mr. Spencer, is: 
‘Be it in an animalor be it in a society, the progress 
of organization is constantly shown by the multi- 
Plication of particular structures adapted to par- 
ticular ends, Everywhere we see the law to be that 
a@ part which origisally served several purposes 
and achieved none of them well becomes divided 
into parts each of which performs one of the pur- 
poses, and, acquiring specially-adapted structures, 
periorms it Detter.’ 

“An ideal system worked out along the lines in- 
dicated by the evolution paslosonay would aa- 
sign certain duties to the state, which is legally 
charged with the establishment and control of pub- 
lic schools, and certain other duties to local Boards 
of K incation and school officers. 

“To the State it would assign the making of a 
uniform course of study for all public schools, 
from the lowest to the highest, within its borders; 
the determination of the qualifications of teachers, 
and the licensing of teaelers. 

“A Board of Edacation, deriving authority from 
the State and composed of representatives of all the 
principal institutio:s of learning, should make a 
uniform course of study, because, first, the uniform 
course of study would bea better course than the 
average of the many diverse courses of study now 
in existence; second, a uniform standard for com- 

ulsory education purposes could then be estab- 
fished third, all parts of the system wonld be cou- 
sistent, and the loss of time and the waste of en- 
ergy now everywhere apparent would be obviated. 

“ The remaining duties would be a; portioned be- 
tween local Boards of Kducation on ihe one hand 
and scholastic otlicers on the other hand, on the 
principle of responsibility. Boards of Kducation 
shonté be held responsible for the performance of 
all duties relating to business and finance. Scho. 
last G oilicers shoulda be held resp nsible for strictly 
schojustic work, and in all maciters pertaining to 
his oitico the local Superintendent shonid repre- 
sent the State educational authorities.” 

The discussion was opened by Superintendent 
Horace S. Tarbell of Providence, R. I., who said 
that the demand for pubiic schools would con- 
tinue until the millennium, and that when the 
millennium came there would be none but pub- 
lic schools. It was a case of the survival of the 
fittest. Private schools were the pioneers in edu- 
cation, but public schools do the heavy work. 
Education is primarily a matter of the family. 
For convenience the State had taken up the 


work. School officers regard themselves 
too much as servants of the State ana 
too litile as servants of the fam- 
fly. The State Superintendent shonid be 


@ pedagogical expert and leave other matters 
to other officers. In all lines in which he does 
not become an expert he is simply the servant 
of the Board of Education, and submits to their 
dictation. The Superintendent should be an 
expert and rise above dictation. He should 
confine himself wholly to educational matters 
and let business matters alone. He should not 
meddle with the selection of school books, a 
matter that belonged to the School Committee. 
He should say what teachers were competent, 
but ne should not have the appointing power. 
The person who certified teachers should not 
appoint them. The Superintendent should be 
content with being an expert in pedagogy. 

Superintendent 8. T. Dutton of New-Haven, 
Conn., thought that too much attention had 
been paid heretofore to organization and too 
little to teaching. 

Superintendent L. W. Day of Cleveland, Ohio, 
had a paper on the same subject, which was 
read by W. E. Sheldon. Pupiis were dividei 
into three classes: The well behavel; those 
that were well or ill behaved according to ex- 
ample, and the unruly. The last were idle 
and troudlesome to teachers. They were the 
ringleaders in mischief, and were more im- 
portant than their numbers would seem to 
warrant. It would not do to expel them, as 
they are the class to be saved. For such 
pupils special schools should be established 
with teachers capable of controlling the re- 
bellious spirits. These schools should be of the 
same grade and - same general features as 
others. It would not be necessary to use the 
whip, but the unruly pupils should be selected 
from alb the schools and placed by thomselves. 
Such schools were already in existence and had 
done good work. Inone city a school of this 
kind had been in operation for ten years and 
had only 200 pupils out of an enrollment of 
85,000. It was not a “disgrace” school, but 
an every-day, practical school, in which dis- 
cipline was the prominent feature. Aaron Gove 
of Colorado made the point that Superintendents 
of Schools should take part in the organization. 
He thought any attempt to make a general 
school system for the country wouid be useless. 
What would be beneficial to one locality would 
not be beneficial to another with totally differ- 
ent conditions. 

Superintendent John E. Bradley of Minne- 
sota said that in small cities the Superintendent 
should have the fullest authority. The selec- 
tion of teachers should be left tohim. There 
should not be alarge number of teachers wait- 
ing for appointments, This was the bane of 
the East, No teacher should be appointed who 
had not been through a training school. Super- 
intendent Jones of Erie, Penn., said that the 
country was wasting its educational experts by 
keeping them busy with insignificant details, 
Tuey were being buried too fast. They should 
be saved as great lawyers and great doctors are 
saved, by having subordinate oflicers to look 
after routine work. Superintendent White of 
Cineinnati said that the city system shoulda not 
be absorbed by the State system. The system 
of city superintendence should not be under 
the Board of Education, but should operate in 
conjunction with it. ‘ 


KEEP POLITICS OUT. 

The great question of the day was how to 
preserve the schools from the politicians. As 
long as the great cities had Boards of Education, 
whose members held their places through polit- 
ical influence, just so long would improvement 
be deiayed. It was the duty of the State to pre- 


vent the misrule of politicians. Instead of idly 
watching the wreck of public schools in great 
eities, the State should take matters in its own 
hauds aud force the local boards to keep the 





question of polities entirely out of the public | 


schools. The State should have some a ivisory 
power over the schools, aud not leave them to 
ward politicians, . 

fh order to take part in the discussion, Presi- 
dent Draper resizned ine chair to Mr. Hancock 
and took the floor. He said that cities should 


the efliciency of schools, and be matte to do 
what they were reluctant to do in this direction. 
The present system of certification in New- 
York State was driving out of the profession 
those who were unworthy, and yet there was no 
lack of good teachers.

AN INVITATION TO VISIT COLUMBIA. 

Just before the meeting aljournea for the 
afternoon Mr. Nicholas Murray Butler asked 
permission to announce that President Low of 
Columbia College would be present at the meet- 
ing to-day and, would formally invite the mem- 
bers of the department to visit and inspect the 
library and other buildings of Columbia Col- 
lege. r. Butler aiso agnounced that the 
authorities of the Training College for Teachers 
would tender the Superintendents a reception 
after the evening session in the college buiid- 
ing, The meeting then adjourned until 8 
o’vlock P, M., the afternoon being given up to 
the meetings of various committees. 


ON POPULAR CRITICISMS. 

The evening session was opened with a paper 
by Morrill E. Gates, LL. D., President of Rut- 
g6rs College, on “ Popular Criticisms and Their 
Proper Influence upon School Superintend- 
ence.” President Gates said: 


“There is a science of pedagogics of education 
underlying all the best work of thé art of teaching. 
As @ science it is of recent growth. Philosophical 
analysis of & very familiar process may be lone 
postponed. Yet the sciencedeveloped by analysis 
and construction will be the surést possible gaide 
to one who would acquire the art. The science of 
edacation, based on unchanging principles of psy- 
chology, dewands and repays ee ng study. Will 
you let an uueducated youth begin to practice on 
your siok children upon the theory that it 
he is a ‘born doctor’ he will succeed, and 
if not he will find it out? The se1ence o 
medicine is notan exact science, yet we deman 
educated physicians. And thereis ‘a larger body 
of valida scientific truth within the reach of the 
teacher who Studies his profession than lies within 
the reach of the physician.’ Every teacher, 
whether in district school or in the professor's 
chair at college or university, should be a student 
e the science and the history of the art of educa. 

ou. 

“The Superintendent should be a master of this 
acience, He is calied upon to bring together the 

rinciples of soften.» and the institutions of law and 
ife. To respect the true artistic spirit that belongs 
to the best teachers, to leave scope for individual 
peculiarities and gifts, yet to keep all well system- 
atize and subordinated to a common aim—tnis is 
the problem of superintendence. Your work in- 
Voives the same difficuities and often receives the 
same thankless criticism thai marks the work of 
the ‘Hiunging Committee’ at an art exhibition. 
You have to put the force of the Government into 
the school system untillaw and order pervade it, 
yet you must keep it free from deadly mechanical 
pressure on the side of teachers and pupils and from 

ractical polities on the side of the ward politician, 
This demauds rare gifts in the Superintendent.” 

The history of school superintendence was 

briefly outlined. The speaker said the man 
has always mace the place important Whena 
weak man gets into the place of Superintendent, 
man aud piace are both ruined. To stand be- 
tweeu the people and the schools, to help to 
shape public opinion with reference 10 educa- 
tional work, to give due heed to popular criti- 
cisms and suggestions without being carried 
away by them, dewands a strong man. The 
grave responsibility of leadership rests on you 
who are Superintendents. Leaders must know 
where they are gving and whatfor. Tne man 
who leads must be mn touch with the peuple, 
but he must be wiserand strongerin his own 
subject than are those he leads, 
#Continuing, President Bates said: “But let 
not the Superintendent surrender to Common 
Council or school boards or politicians his tign 
prerogative or leadership. [t he makes himsolf 
the willing tool of ignorant and designing men, 
@ curse on him! If he adopts a seltish little 
policy of his own for his own selfish protection 
or advancement, then is his hand subdued to 
what it ought not to undertake, and he is con- 
taminated by unclean politics, the ruin of many 
a Superintendent of Scnools,”’ 

Much applause grecred the paper, and when 
disoussion Was called for responses were made 
by Joseph Estabrook, State Superintendent of 
Michigan, and Jerome Allen of New-York. 
President Draper then deelared the meeting 
adjourned until 10 o0’olock this morning. Thé 
programme for to-day contains papers by Pres- 
ident Eliot of Harvard, United States Com- 
missioner of Education Harris, and J. A. B. 
Lovett of Alabama.

To-day and to-morrow will be oceupied 
in the national House of Representatives 
with a debate upon the World’s Fair bills 
submitted by the special committee. There 
will be two branches to the discussion, one 
upon the question of holding a World’s 
Fair in 1892 in celebration of the discov- 
ery of America, and the other upon the 
proper location for it if held. The advo- 
cates of each of the four cities competing 
for the honor will naturally support the 
general proposition, while setting forth the 
claims and advantages of their respective 
cities. The vote will be taken on Monday, 
first, on the question of holding the fair, and 
then on the location. While the cause of 
New-York has recovered strength as 
ghe result of the Cooper Union meet- 
ing and the action of the Legislature 
yesterday, the impression still prevails in 
Washington that the mischievous meddling 
of PLATT has done it an injury from which 
this action cannot entirely retrieve it. If 
Congressional action should prove unfavor- 
able to New-York, it will be entirely due to 
the set-back produced by bis pernicious in- 
terference. Ifthe case is strongly put in 
the debate, however, there is every reason 
to believe that a majority of the House will 
be convinced that if a successful interna- 
tional exhibition isto be held it must be 
in New-York. 











The Saxton Ballot Reform bill passed the 
Senate yesterday aftes a full debate that 
has been characterized by much less parti- 
san spirit than was exhibited at former 
sessions when the same general sukject was 
under discussion. Nothing like a bitter 
eppositien has been shown, except perhaps 
by the Tammapy Senaters, though the 
Demecrats voted together yesterday in 
trying to amend the bill. On the question 
of. substituting the Linson bill, and en the 
final passage, two Democrats, AHEARN of 
this city and Cuask of Albany, voted with 
the Republicans. The affirmative vote on 
the final passage was 19, two Republicans, 
ERWIN and SHEARD, and one Demo- 
crat, McNAUGHTON, being absent, and 
Senator Linson refraining from voting. 
This is not an absolute test of the 
position that will be taken in case 
the bill should be vetoed. It is quite 

’ possible that enough Democrats would sup- 





port it to carry it over the Governor's veto 
in the Senate rather than have the re- 
sponsibility of defeating ballot reform 
thrown upon their party. There seems 
likely to be a proportionately larger sup- 
port forthe measure in the Assembly than 
in the Senate. The Registration and Cor- 
rupt Practices bills went over for consider- 
ation in the Senate until to-day. There 
can hardly be a doubt of their passage 
with very little opposition, as they are gen- 
erally favored by both Republicans and 
Democrats. 








Mr. Henry A. Ricumonp of Buffalo is do- 
ing an excellent work in advocating ballot 
reform among the werkingmen. He re- 
cently by invitation spoke before the 
Central Laber Union of his city, and his 
exposition of the present evils attending 
the ballot, of the exact nature in full de- 
tail, of the Australian system, and of the 
facts bearing on all the objections brought 
against it, was singularly clear, full, can- 
did, and convincing. Mr. RICHMOND has 
not only the courage of his convictions but 
he has an intimate practical knowledge of 
the subject, and he treated it in full sym- 
pathy with the spirit of the workingmen. 
There has been no more complete and forci- 
ble statement of the case, nor one addressed 
more directly and effectively to the common 
sense ot the plain citizen. It would be well 
if he could be induced to repeat it in this 
city and Brooklyn. 





A correspondent, “A Tariff Reformer,” 
calls attention in another column to the 
fact that the advance made in 1883 in the 
duties on “ earthenware” was much greater 
than we stated on Tuesday, being not 
merely 22 per cent. but 50 percont. The 
manner in which this advance was gobbled 
at the last moment of the session of 1883 is 
also described by our correspondent, and is 
very characteristic of the whole system of 
‘*protection.” We cannot especially blame 
Mr. BREWER, potter, because, having the 
chance, he got put into the law a clause that 
would fill his own pockets. Certainly it was 
not honorable or decent, butit differed only 
in degree and not in kind from the conduct 
of the protectionists at all times and places. 
The time has pretty well gone by when 
protection asatheory is believed by any 
one sincerely and disinterestedly. It has 
become a grab game, and the longest arms 
and tightest grip get the most from it, 














Nobody who has had occasion to follow 
the work done by the State Charities Aid 
Association will be disposed to deny that it 
has been a very useful and beneficent work. 
Before it was established there had been no 
organization of charity throughout the 
whole State. Since then it has been as- 
certained how very wasteful are charitable 
efforts without such an organization. 
The summary account of the work of the 
association given in our news columns 
shows how great its usefulness has boen 
and how great harm would result if its 
work were crippled or hampered for want 
of money. The appeal it makes to public 
sympathy has only to be made, we are con- 
fident, in order to be promptly and abun- 
dantly answered. 











One thing at least is made clear by the 
otherwise insignificant utterances of Mr. 
WARNER at Cooper Institute on Tuesday. 
It is that the silver men are quite at logger- 
heads among themselves. If they had carie 
blanche to indicate any policy on which all 
could agree with security thatit would then 
be carried out, nothing would come of it. 
This is shown further by the proceedings 
in Washington, where the members of the 
Finance Committee of the Senate have had 
Mr. WINDOM’s great scheme under advise- 
ment for nearly two months. So far 
are they from combining to report it that 
they have not even taken it up seriously, 
or any other measure with reference to the 
currency. They have simply talked tho 
matter over informally and putit by “till 
@ more convenient season.” They would 
not do this if they thought that there was 
any real demand for action. 








THE LOST SURPLUS. 

When that devout and candid Repub- 
lican, ‘‘Corporal” TANNER, offered up his 
famous petition, ‘God help the surplus!” 
he could hardly have realized how soon and 
how sorely Divine aid would be needed in 
that direction. Mr. TANNER’s own pious 
efforts toward the distribution of the money 
which he believed only Heaven could save 
were brought to an untimely end, not so 
much because they were too zealous or too 
successful as because they were directed too 
plainly to the benefit of his relatives and 
friends—a methed of attacking the surplus 
which, under this Administration, is re- 
garded as practically a Presidential pre- 
rogative. But, though TANNER is gone and 
the scratch of his doughty pen no longer 
scatters the greenbacks from the Treasury, 
there are other forces of the same sort and 
much stronger at work, andit is now gen- 
erally recognized among the responsible 
members of Congress, particularly in the 
House, that the close of the next fiscal year 
will not only see no excess of revenue, but 
that the reserve will be heavily drawn upon 
to meet a deficit, and that if the taxes be 
not increased they will, at least, not be in 
the slightest degree reduced. This is a 
curious and highly interesting situation for 
the Republican Party, and one that they 
may now contemplate with much more sat- 
isfaction than they will feel when they 
have to come before the people again. 

The significance of these facts lies in 
this, that they are precisely what the crit- 
ics of the Republican policy deciared would 
come about, but they are wholly unexpect- 
ed to the Republican leaders themselves. 
When the Senate Tariff bill was passed last 
Winter, it was announced by its authors 
and advocates, notably by Mr. ALLISON of 
fowa, Chairman of the committee having 
the billin charge, and by Mr. ALprRIcH of 
Rhode Island, his most prominent associ- 
ate, that the bill would, if it became a law 
—as they then intended that it should— 
eftect a reduction of revenue of at least 
$65,000,000. The sugar duties were to be 
cut down $28,000,000; the tobacco tax, 
yielding upward of $24,000,000, was to be 
removed; alcohol for use in the arts was to 
be freed from taxes to the amount of 





$7,000,000, and about $6,000,000 was to 
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be surrendered by the additions to the free 
list, Even so late as December last Mr. W1n- 
DoM, in his first Treasury report, estimated 
that there would be a net surplus of re- 
ceipts over expenditures of some $44,000,- 
000, the former being put at $385,000,000 
and the latter at $341,000,000. It was on 
the strength of this official estimate that 
the Ways and Means Committee began its 
study of the methods by which the taxes 
could be reduced without interfering with 
the protected interests. 

There is no reason to suppose that this 
work was not undertaken in good faith or 
that Mr. McKINLEY and his associates did 
not really expect'that they would be able 
to claim for their party the merit of having 
reduced the taxes. But they are doomed 
to disappointment. Already the Pension 
bill has been reported, and with the de- 
ficiency appropriation that will be needed, 
to say nothing of any new schemes that 
may be put through, will use up about all 
the surplus that Mr. Winpom estimated. 
But there will be new schemes and liberal 
ones in this direction and in many others, 
so that the most modest estimate of the 
total appropriations to be made by the 
present Congress is $450,000,000. The re- 
ceipts having been estimated at $385,000,- 
000, this would leave a net deficit of 
$65,000,000, an excess of expenditure over 
the amount estimated by Mr. W1nDoM of 
$109,000,000, and over what Mr. ALLISON 
and Mr. ALDRICH calculated on last Win- 
ter of $130,000,000. This is an ugly show- 
ing which it will not be pleasant to have 
to explain to the public. 








WHAT THE CITY CAN DO. 

The prompt passage of the World’s Fair 
bill at Albany yesterday by a practically 
unanimous vote of both houses settles the 
question of legislation on this subject so far 
as the State of New-York is concerned. It 
will convey to Congress the assurance that 
in addition to the guarantee fund of $5,000,- 
000 which has been pledged by private sub- 
scription the city will raise $10,000,000 to 
be devoted to purposes which will facilitate 
the work of providing for the World’s Fair 
and lighten to that extent the burden of 
the commission which Congress is asked to 
incorporate. It will have the practical 
effect of diminishing by so much the great 
expense of the fair to be met by other 
means, and thereby overcome what disad- 
vantage there may be in selecting so costly 
asite. Stated in other terms, it will secure 
the full advantage without extra outlay of 
a site the most centrally located and the 
most easily accessible, and make practically 
certain that the other expenses will be re- 
imbursed from the receipts of the exhibi- 
tion. It furnishes a practical equivalent 
for the city’s providing the site, as it could 
properly be asked and expected to do if it 
had the public ground available for the 
purpose. 

What the city is authorized to do is per- 
fectly plain. The Board of Exhibition Com- 
missioners will represent the city authority, 
and can do nothing which the municipality 
might not do through one or another of its 
constituted departments. It cannot give 
any part of the $10,000,000 which it is 
authorized to raise or any of the property 
in which it may be invested, or loan its 
credit to the corporation which is to get up 
the International Exhibition. It will be 
the city’s money, and being raised by the 
issue of bonds it must be devoted exclu- 
sively to city purposes, What are city pur- 
poses has been pretty well decided in the 
past. The city has acquired some thou- 
sands of acres of land at a cost of many 
millions of dollars fur public parks, and 
has provided upon them facilities intended 
solely for the recreation, diversion, and in- 
struction of the people. This is a city pur® 
pose which can be extended within the 
discretion allowed by legislative au- 
thority. The city has also provided 
buildings for the permanent exhibition 
of objects of art and natural history, and 
nobody can question its right to extend and 
multiply these, so far as tho legislative 
authority upon which it Gepends may deem 
advisable. Now this is simply and solely 
what it is proposed to do with the $10,000,- 
000 to be raised under authority of the bill 
passed yesterday. The city is to spend its 
own money for its own purposes, and for 
the permanent benefit of its own people. 
It will complete the buildings of the 
Museums of Artand of Natural History, 
upon which it has already expended large 
sums, and which occupy public ground. It 
may add tothe ground which it now has 
for city purposes, if it is found necessary or 
desirable, and erect additional buildings 
for exhibition purposes for the recreation 
and instruction of its own people. This 
will be a public purpose and of great and 
permanent advantage to the city, and 
though anticipated to some extent on ac- 
count of the proposed World’s Fair, the ob- 
ject would in any case be an entirely legiti- 
mate one for city expenditure, and would 
doubtless be provided for sooner or later. 

The proposed expenditure of $10,000,000, 
to be raised by issuing bonds is, therefore, 
for strictly city purposes, such as have here- 
tofore been provided for on a considerable 
scale and on plans that contemplated future 
extension. The taking of land belonging to 
private persons for the purpocs rests upon 
precisely the same principle and the same 
authority as that involved in taking lands 
heretofore for park and other purposes. 
The expediting of the process for getting 
possession of it depends upon the neces- 
sities of the case and the objects in view, 
as. in the case of taking lands for the 
aqueduct, where the need of hastening the 
provision for an increased water supply was 
recognized. The only other question as to 
what the city can do under the authority 
granted by the bill just passed relates to 
the use of the lands it may acquire and the 
buildings it may erect by an organization 
constituted by authority of Congress for 
the purpose of holding a World’s Fair in 
this city in 1892. The city acquires its 
land and erects its buildings for its own 
purposes, legitimate and permanent. Can 

it allow them to be used, temporarily 
or permanently, for the benefit of the 
public and especially for the advan- 
tage of its own people, by an or- 


ganization constituted for the special 
purpose of giving a great International Ex- 
hibition in celebration of an event of world- 





wide interest? This question has also been 





ra n ess 





practically answered in advance. Precisely 
such an arrangement has existed for years 
between the city and the Trustees of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art and the 
Trustees of the American Museum of Natu- 
ral History. If that arrangement is lawful 
and valid, and nobody seems to dispute it, 
a similar arrangement between the public 
authorities, represented by the Sinking 
Fund Commission, and the commission that 
is to conduct the World’s Fair, entered into 
under a direct legislative sanction, will also 
be valid. 

On these points we see no ground for 
doubt, and New-York can now go to Con- 
gress with the assurance that this city will 
afford acommodations for an International 
Exhibition in 1892 to the extent that can 
be provided for by an expenditure of 
$10,000,000, and that her people have 
guaranteed an additional fund of $5,000,- 
000 toward the other expenses of tlhe un- 
dertaking. With this provision in view, 
there can be no doubt that the rest of the 
money needed can be raised upon the stock 
and bonds of the commission to be incor- 
porated by Congress, because the receipts 
of the exhibition will certainly be suffi- 
cient to make them a perfectly safe invest 
ment. Under these conditions, and in view 
of the arguments in favor of New-York as 
the location for a World’s Fair in any case, 
we do not see how Congress can hesitate to 
decide in her favor. 





THE NEW SUBWAY CONTRACT. 

The Board of Electrical Control has de- 
cided to allow the Consolidated Telegraph 
and Electrical Subway Company to trans- 
fer its electric light and power subways 
to a corporation known as the Standard 
Electrical Subway Company. It has fur- 
ther decided to make with this latter cor- 
poration a contract for the construction of 
the subways needed to complete the sys- 
tem. The Standard Company seems to 
have been brought into existence merely to 
accept the contract and thereafter to trans- 
fer all the rights and franchises to the Elec- 
tric Light and Power Company, the name 
given to the consolidated Westinghouse in- 
terests in this city. The contract with the 
Board of Electrical Control has, apparent- 
ly, been made the basis of an issue of 
$1,000,000 of stock. A further issue of 
$500,000 of preferred stock is to be author- 
ized for the purpose of providing funds to 
make the cash payments to the Consolidat- 
ed Telegraph and Electrical Subway Com- 
pany required by the terms of the purchase 
of the subways already constructed. 

The new subway company announced in 
advance of the conciusion of its contract 
with the Board of Electrical Control that 
it would have the right to charge rentals 
sufficient to enable it to earn 10 per cent. 
upon the cost of the subway ‘“‘above ex- 
penses of operation and maintenance.” It 
added, “Itis stated that the cost to the 
Consolidated Telegraph and Electrical 
Subway Company of the subways already 
constructed is about $2,000,000, which 
would afford a basis for a new revenue of 
$200,000.” It would be interesting to 
know on whose authority this statement 
was made. The subway company which it 
is proposed to displace has not, we under- 
stand, made an honest expenditure of over 
$1,000,000 on construction. It has cer- 
tainly not claimed that the cost of con- 
structing its three-inch ducts exceeded 
$4,500 per mile, and this includes all the 
extra expense due to the experimental 
stages of its work. Itis notorious that with 
the knowledge now acquired a very hand- 
some profit can be made outof a contract for 
subway construction on the basis of $3,000 
per mile. The rental charged for the occu- 
pancy of one of these ductsis $1,000 per 
mile, which surely leaves too liberal a mar- 
gin for expenses of operation and main- 
tenance. 

All this, in the long run, must come out 
of the pockets of electric light consumers, 
into whatever other pockets it may go. 
While the city may not undertake to pro- 
tect the electric light consumer against ex- 
tortion, its chief magistrate cannot afford 
to allow the city to become a party cither 
to the robbery of the consumer or the op- 
pression of companies outside of the com- 
bination which makes the contract. Re- 
sponsible bidders in plenty can be had if 
the work of laying the subways is put up 
to open public competition. A profit can 
be made by any honestly organized com- 
pany on half the present rental charged for 
the use of the subways, and anything over 
that half, or say $500 per mile for three- 
inch ducts, is pure extortion. A contract 
which does not provide for such a reduc- 
tion should not be made if there is any pos- 
sibility of obtaining better terms, and in 
appealing to the courts to set it aside the 
electric light companies outside of the new 
combination are for once acting in the 
public interest. 











LIQUOR SELLING AT BALLS. 

Except by persons who practice the arts 
of liquor dealing and statesmanship, sep- 
arately or in combination, it will be agreed 
that the excise laws of this State stand in 
need of greater stringency rather than of 
groater laxity. There is thusa general pre- 
sumption against the bill to permit the sale 
of liquor at balls after the hour at which 
saloons are imagined by the statute to be 
inaccessible. ‘The bill was defeated in the 
Assembly yesterday, although it had passed 
the Senate without very much opposition. 

Some of the arguments againstit on the 
part of the rural Assemblymen showed 
much misapprehension of its purpose and 
effect. It was opposed, for instance, upon 
the curious ground that it was class legisla- 
tion, and permitted to the rich privileges 
which it denied to the poor. The states- 
men who raised this objection appeared to 
think that attendance upon public balls in 
this city is a diversion peculiar to Mr. 
Warp MCALLISTER and his four hundred. 


The fact, of course, is that what were de-— 


scribed in the debate as ‘swell balls” are 
not properly subject to the excise law at 
all. A number of people have a perfect 
right to combine for the purpose of

giving a ball, to hire a hall, and to lay in | 
such a stock of wines and liquors for their | 


own consumption as experience or con- 
jecture leads them to believe that their 
thirst will require without subjecting 
themselves to tho operation of the law 
any more than if the ball were given 
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in the private residence of one of them, 
and his own wine cellar were drawn upon 
for its exigencies. Such an entertainment 
is not properly a public ball at all so long 
as the tickets are not offered to the public, 
no matter how numerous the subscribers 
may be. Toa “swell ball” some degree of 
exclusiveness necessarily attaches, and as 
soon as a ball is exclusive it becomes a pri- 
vate affair, 

The balls to which the proposed amend- 
ment of the law would apply are for the 
most part so unexclusive that the humblest 
legislator would find himself in entirely 
congenial company if he were to attend 
one of them. They are not most common- 
ly held at Delmonico’s or even at the 
Metropolitan Opera House, but in the less 
pretentious resorts of the Bowery and the 
east side generally. A legislator who really 
desired to encourage the cheaper and more 
popular forms of vice, in opposition to the 
more costly and more exclusive, would give 
a@ hearty support to the bill. 

All this, however much it may entertain 
Assemblymen and conciliate their constitu- 
ents, is really quite apart from the merits 
of the measure. It had its origin in the 
invasion by the police of one or two balls, 
undeniably public and as undeniably re- 
spectable, which were given by the German 
societies, and which have heretofore far- 
nished some of the most picturesque and 
spectacular entertainments of Winter inthis 
city. This invasion was authorized by 
the statute, but it was conducted in an 
unnecessarily harsh and rude way, and 
the societies had a grievance against the 
invaders which was none the less real be- 
cause there was no legal redress forit. In 
one instance in which a committee room 
was invaded it is very likely that the 
police were technically, as well as really, in 
the wrong. A notification in advance that 
the excise law would be strictly enforced 
would have enabled the managers and the 
ballgoers to make their arrangoments ac- 
cordingly. 

The action of the police has now operated 
as such a notification, and there is no ne- 
cessity tor a change in the law since there 
is no real hardship in the present law. All 
that the prudent ballgoer has to do is to 
order and pay for his champagne before 1 
o’clock and he can drink it after that hour 
at his leisure, since the law does not under- 
take to prevent aman from making use of 
his own property. It is possible that before 
midnight he may underestimate the thirst 
that will overtake him at 2 o’clock 
in the morning, but he ought to 
take the consequences of this im- 
providence, and if it entail some 
depression upon him at the time he will 
not be inclined to regret it in the morning. 
The young ladies in the Scripture who 
failed to provide themselves beforehand 
with oil were justly excluded from the 
nuptial feast, and they took their exclu- 
sion with a wise resignation. It would 
have been absurd of them to demand a 
change in the statute providing for the sale 
of illuminating oil at weddings. 











The bill introduced in the Assembly by 
Mr. BARTON yesterday, providing that the 
sum expressed in any fire insurance policy 
shall be regarded as the amount of insur- 
ance to be paid by the company to the 
owner of property destroyed, may at once 
be set down as a “strike.” This was the 
principle of the valued policy law enacted 
several yearsago by the Legislature of New- 
Hampshire, which drove about all the insur- 
ance companies out of that State and left 
property owners no other protection than 
was afforded by small local companies. This 
measure, like Assemblyman Boycr’s bill 
allowing an increase in the price that may 
be charged for gas in Brooklyn from $1 60, 
the present rate, to $2 a thousand feet, is 
intended to serve a distinctly private ‘‘in- 
terest,” since it cannot be pretended that 
any public sentiment demands either bill.

THE CAMPAIGN OF 1888. 


_—__»>_— 

CuIcAGO, Feb. 19.—The Times this morning 
prints a column interview on the political situ- 
ation with Col. William F. Vilas, late Seeretary 
of the Interior. The article speaks of him as 
“‘Mr. Cleveland’s favored confidant.’ When 
asked if, in his opinion, the discussions of the 
campaign of 1888 strengthened or weakened 
the cause of tariff reform, Col. Vilas replied: 

“Unquestionably it strengthened it. Noman 
can review the history of political discussion in 
this country and deny that the people under- 
Stand and accept argument and are governed 
in their action by their judgment. It may hap- 
pen at times, as in the last campaign, that the 
secret and corrupt use of vast sums of money, 


combined with sectional hate or some ephemeral 
frenzy, Can snatch away a doubtful State or 
turn the scale of aclose contest; but this can- 
not be when the people are awake to the peril, 
nor does it prove that the people either fail to 
understand or fail to act according to sound 
argument. The contrary is well established by 
the returns of 1888, tariff reform having made 
gains and progress wherever discussion was 
most plenteous, and failing where argument 
necessarily moves slowly to the reach of all. 

“The same they will have on the power of a 
healthy, vigorous youth,” was Col. Vilas’s an- 
sSwer when questioned as to the effect the lapse 
of four years would have on the sentiments of 
voters with reference to the tariff issue. “And 
surely,” be continued, “ the battle of 1892 will 
be fought on the same issue. It is my opinion 
that by that time the Democrats can sweep the 
country on that issue if the right men are nomi- 
nated for President and Vice President.” 

Upon having his attention cailed to the Ad- 
ministration of Mr. Cleveland, and being asked 
if he thought the future would regard it favora- 
bly, he said, atter some explanatory remarks: 
** I don’t hesitate to say it ought to be so.” 

Col. Vilas took an encouraging view of the 
outlook for the Democrats in Wisconsin this 
year, and said there is good hope for them if 
the Democratic State Committee makes an ag- 
gressive, vigorous, and wise campaign. 





CRUGER TO BE RE-ELECTED. 





The Republican County Committee will meet 
to-night in Nilsson Hall and perfect its organi- 
zation, a thing it was prevented from doing at 
the last meeting by the wrangle in the Fifth As- 
sembly District. Before permanent organiza- 
tion is completed this wrangle will be settled 
by the report of the Commitee on Contested 
Seats, which will probably affirm the right of 
the Carroll-Dodd faction, the one that carried 
the primary, to seatits delegate in the com- 
mittee. 

The Executive Committee will meetin the 
Fifth-Avenue Hotel at 4 o’elock in the after- 
noon and lay out the work for the County Com- 
mittee to do in the evening. 

Unless there is a sudden shift the Executive 
Committee will name 8. V. R. Cruger for re- 
election as Chairman, Henry Grasse of the 
Twenty-third District First Vice Chairman, to 
succeed John W. Jacobus; Alfred G. Nason for 
re-election as Second Vice Chairman, A. R. 
Whitney for Treasurer, and William H. Bella- 
my and J. Thomas Stearns for Secretaries. 

Police Justice Solun B. Smith will probably be 
deposed as Chairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee and Police Justice Patterson elected in his 
place. Several things have contributed to this. 
Some of the leaders think that Mr. Smith is sail- 
ing too close to Tammany, and that it is time 
that he was pulled up short. His work with 
the Tammanyitesin the Board of Police Justices 
1s pointed at as evidence of his desire to pro- 
tect 8. B. Smith no matter what the result to 
the party may be.

VOTE NOT TO BE LOST BY REMOVAL.

not be easy until it has been repaired, is thata 
citizen who changes his domicile within six 
months of election day cannot vote.

GERMANS IN THE BERLIN CONFERENCE 
—THE SWISS MEETING. 


BERLIN, Feb. 19.—The Reichsanzeiger pud- 
lishes & list of the persons summoned to take 
part in the council to consider the condition of 
the working people. The list includes a master 
locksmith, a foreman, a joiner, a polisher, & 
Director of iron works,an owner of a factory, 
and Herr Hitze, a member of the Reichstag. 

Paris, Feb. 19.—The Temps says: “The atti- 
tude of France toward the labor conference pro- 
posed _by the Emperor of Germany depends 
upon England. If Kkngland refuses to take part 
in the conference the project will collapse; if, 
however, England decides to participate, itis 
evident that the conference will become a pos- 
sibility, and equally clear that it will be devoid 
of any danger for us or others.” 

LonpDon, Feb. 19.—Luxemburg has appointed 
delegates to attend the labor conference to be 
held at Berne, Switzerland. 





RUSSIA DEMANDS MONEY. 
Sorra, Feb. 19.—Russia has demanded of the 
Government of Bulgaria the payment of 3,000, - 
000 rubles, arrears of money due on account 
of the Russian occupation during 1878 and 
1879. The demand is in part related to the con- 


solidation upder one Government of Bulgaria 
and Eastern Roumelia. 

By the treaty of Bertin, July, 1878, it was 
provided that Russia, whose armies had just 
conquered for these countries their freedom 
from the Ottoman Dominion, should maintain a 
military occupation of Eastern Roumelia for 
nine months. The object of this was to guar- 
antee the tranquillity of the country, it being 
apprehended that between the Turkish authori- 
ties left in partial control and the long-op- 

ressed population, inspired by their partial 
reedom, there would be murderous conflicta if 
the couquering armies were withdrawn before 
the respective elements had aceustomed them- 
selves to their new relations, As is usnalin 
such cases, the expense of maintaining the 
troops was to be assessed updn the province. 
Russia has never pressed this debt, but de- 
mands the arrears now apparently under a 
sense Of irritation.

LONDON, Feb. 19.—The steamer Highgate 
came in collision with the ship Sovereign in a 
fog off Lundy Island to-day and sank.

A boat containing six others is miss- 
ing.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Robert M. Thompson 
of the Orford Copper Company of New-York 
was the spokesman for a delegation of copper 
refiners which appeared before the Committee 
on Ways and Means to-day, and asked thata 
provision be inserted in the Tariff act providing 
that works of manufacturers at any pert of

PiTrsBpuRG, Feb. 19.—The train bearing Presi- 
dent Harrison and party reached the Pittsburg 
station of the Baltimore and Onio Railroad at 
11 o’clock to-night.

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THE SAXTON BALLOT BILL 


PASSED IN THE SENATE AITER 
MOOCH DEBATE. 

a STEP TOWARD SECURING A SECRET 
BALLOT—THE THREE O'CLOCK LIQ- 
UOR BILL DEFEATED, 

ALBANY, Feb. 19.—After a four hours’ debate 
the Senate disposed of the Saxton Ballot Re- 
form bill to-day, thus completing the first of 
the three stages of its journey to the people. 
Its next stage will be the Assembly, but the 
third and most dangerous of all willbe in the 
tortuous and mysterious passages of the execu- 
tive department, where it has been wrecked 
three times before. 

It was comparatively easy to set off a polit- 
ical explosive in the Senate to-day, for a feeling 
of uncertainty and ugliness existed there, con- 
sequent upon the final adjustment of ithe 
World’s Fair business. Under an order of the 
Senate the three elective reform bills—the fax- 
ton Ballot Reform, the Saxton Corrupt Prac- 
tices act, and the Chase General Registration 
bill—were to be discusse!, Tho debate on bal- 
lotreform, which opened last Thursday, was 
carried over until to-day. It was found imposs!- 
ble, owing to the lateness of the hour when the 
Saxton bill was passed, to take up the other 
two bills, and they were made a special order 
for to-morrow moriing. Every Republican 
present voted for the Saxton bill, and two Dem- 
ocraits—Abearn of New-York and Chase of Al- 
bany. Every negative vote was cast by a Dem- 
ocrat. Two Republican Senators—Erwin and 
Sheard—were absent owing to sickuess, and 
one Democrat—McNaughion. Senator Linson, 


who is avowedly in favor of ballot reform, re- 
lrained from voting. 





~*~ * 
Mr. O'Connor began the debate, holding that 
the ballot was secret only in 80 far as the stat- 
utes prescribed, for the Court of Appeals had 


decided in contested-election cases that a voter 
eould be compelled to disclose his ballot’ Fur- 
ther, those who help illiterate voters are not 
required under the existing law to preserve 
secrecy, While the Saxton pill imposes that se- 
crecy. He believed there were no constitu- 
tional objections to the bill. 

Mr. Roesch doubted whether honest ballot 
reform could come froin a party which stole 
the Presidency and now holds power by virtue 
of bribery and which gave rewards to those 
who furnished corruption funds and protected 
those who disbursed those funds. ‘ine senti- 
ment for the bill was artiticial Even the pul- 
pit had been used, ani the Rev. Dr. Russell 
Woodiman had preached for the Saxton bill, al- 
though he had also favored general registra- 
tion. Organized labor is opposed to the bill. 

The same influences favored the bill that 
favored a property qualification on sutirage in 
1877, and that favored ‘high license. Three 
Democratic piatforms had opposed the Saxton 
bill where the Republican platiorms tavored it, 
and vach time the Democracy had won at the 
polls. The bill wus defective. £Llection expenses 
in New-York were a police charge, not a city or 
county charge, as required by the bill. Lhe bill 
should require the verified acceptance of nom- 
inations, A party might nominate, in addition 
to its own candidate, u popular candidate of the 
opposite side to divide the opposition vote, 
There 1s a hiatus in the obill, which 
restricts deciinations to ten days before elec- 
tion, wile nominations can be tiled 
‘up to eight days before. The three days al- 
lowed to print and distribute Dallots are in- 
sufiicient in New-York, where different ballots 
would be required for 1,017 election districts. 
The bill would impose an expenditure of $430,- 
000 in New-York, instead of 225,000, as now. Io 
1884 there were 294 candidates on the New- York 
ballots. He was satistied that the bill would be 
impracticable in the meiropolis. It would 
seriously impede the canvass of the vote when 
counted. He reviewsd the bill, section by sec- 
tion, calling attention to what he considered 
contlicting and imperfect provisions, and added 
that other restrictions on the suflrage would 
follow. Gov. Ames had confessed that the sys- 
tem imposed an educational test. He (Roesch) 
favored electoral reform, not merely ballot re- 
form. 

Mr. Fassett said that three years ago Mr. 
Roesch had voted for the Saxton bill in sub- 
&tautially its present form. 

Mr. Roesch said that wien he voted for the 
bili he expressed the opinion that all the re- 
forms were defective, and he bad hoped that all 
the defects would be cured, but tliat baa not 
been doue. 

Mr. Fassettin reply said that Mr. Roesch’s 
speech bad been written about another bill, not 
the Saxton bill. If the Republicans comuuitted 
all the frauds the Democrats should hasten to 
accept initiatory reform legislation. in 1876 
the Democratic Party bad proposed the Elec- 
torai Commission, andif in 1888 the Repub- 
licans had purchased the Presidency, of whom 
did they buy it? Calvin.S. Brice, William VU. 
Woaitney, and Aribur P. Gorman certainly were 
not poor men. Do Grover Cleveland, Charles 8. 
Fairenild, and the Democratic Governors of a 
dozen States represent Democratic sentiment on 
ballot reform, or do David B. Hili and Benjamin 
Butler? Every substantial measure fur the ben- 
efit of iabor had been adopted by the Repub- 
lican Party. Mr. Fassett held that au exclusive 
ofticial ballot was the most efiective instru- 
mentality to stop bribery. 

Mr. Cantor remarked that Mr. Fassett had 
talked of everything but the Saxton bill. Tue 
Republican Party to-day stands with the Ballot 
billin one hana and ien-dollar National Com- 
mittee bonds for corruption purposes in the 
other, and the name of J. 8. Fassett, with those 
ot W. W. Dudley and M. 8. Quay, was attached 
to those bonds. Already over a million dollars 
aas gone into the Republican reserve corrup- 
‘ion fund trom these bonds. The Republicans 
re now trying to steal two Senators in Mon- 
tuna, where the Australian law is in force 
Gov. Hill opposes an exclusive official bal- 
lot. A bill cannot become a law without 
his signature. Pass the bill without that feat- 
ure and it will become a lawin thirty days. It 
1s useless to pass a bill solely to be vetoed. The 
Republicans want no Electoral Reform bill. 

Mr. Fassett said he wished that $1,300,000 
had been raised by bonds, because it could be 
used. The bonds were more legitimate than 
large contributions by corporations, and were 
to weet legitimate expenses. As for the Louis- 
jana Lottery, that was a Democratic institu- 
tion. Relerring to the Republican ten-doilar 
bond which Mr. Cantor had shown, Mr. Fassett 
said he would exchange for it & paper he had, 
and he exhibited the note for $10,000 signed 
by Gov. Hill which figured in the agueduct ex- 
amination. 

Mr. Cantor said the people had passed on the 
ircumstances of that uote and it was dead his- 


goTy. 

Mr. Chase said that the necessity for reform 
was conceded. An exclusive official ballot is 
either undemocratic nor unconstitutional. 
‘ne leader of the Democracy in the nation, 
Grover Cleveland, had spoken earnestly in 
favor of the Massachusetts electoral system. 
Ex-Secretary Charles 8. Fairchild had spoken 
for the Saxton bill. The Hon. William E, Rus- 
sei], Democratic candidate for Governor of 
Massachusetts, had written a strong letter for 
the bill. Tbe Hon. Denis O’Brien, Judge of the 
Court of Appeals, favored ballot reform, and 
pad in etiect said that the exclusive 
allot was not unconstitutional. Mr. Chase 
gave the votes by which ballot reform bills had 
been passed in other Legisiatures, to show that 
the preponderating weigot of the Democracy 
had everywhere been thrown in favor of the 
australian system. Inthe New-York Legislat- 
ure the bill had received torty Democratic 
votes at one time and ten at another, and in the 
Senate there were two Democrats who had 
voted for it. An exclusive offieial ballot was 
an essential feature of slectoral reform. The 
bill was Democratic ia its purpose, and he 
should support it. 9 

Mr. Linson said he had not yet been told how 
pu exclusive ballot was to stop bribery. The 
puly purpose of; that ballot was to enable polit- 
ical adventurers to blackmai) both}political par- 
ties. Any fifty men could band together to 
threaten independent nominations and black- 
mail the parties. 

Mr. Saxton said the same old ghosts had been 
raised to frighten the people about this bill, 
but no ope was frightened. The Linson Dill 
would cost more than the Saxton bill. The 
actual operation of the Australian system in 
Massachusetts is 2 practical proof that the evila 
that have been imagined do not exist. The 
Legislature has gone as far as possible to meet 
the Governor, and the Governor should now 
come alittle way to meet the Legislature on 
common grounds. 

Mr. Linson’s motion to substitute the Linson 
bill for the Saxton bill was lost—yeas 10, nays 
19, a party vote, Messrs. Ahearn and Chase 
voting with the Republicans in the nogative. 

Mr. Linson moved to amena by adding tho 
intimidation clauses of his Dill to the Saxton 
bill; lost—yeas 12, nays 17, @ party vote, the 
Republicans in the negative. 

Mr. Linson then movea to add his section con- 
cerning tho filing of election expenses. This 
was lost by the same party vote. Mr. Linson 
moved to add his quo warranto provisions; 
Jost by the same party vote. 

Mr. Linson moved to add his general registra- 
tion provisions; lost by the same party vote. 

Mr. Chase otffered an amendment proposed by 
Lieut. Gov. Jones, providing for Gevices »r 
figures to head the official ballots; lost by the 
game party vote. ; 

The Saxton Ballot bill was then passed; yeas

In the Assembly Mr. Gibbs moved that the 
Stadier “ball bill,” permitting the sale of 
hquors at public balls up to 3 A. M., be put 


apon final passage, and the motion prevailed. 
At present the legal limtt expires at 1 o'clock 
in the morning, apd New- Yorkers know that on 
several occasions the law has operated to de- 
stroy an important feature of festive gatherings. 

Mr. Towne of Chautauqua moved to strike 
out the first section of the bill, and made a set 
speech in which be declared that the measure 
came under the head of class legislation. He

maintained that it was wrong for persons able 
to attend fashionable parties to be permitted to 
purchase liquor at unseemly hours, while or- 
dinary persons of ret habits were barred 
from buon privileges. “It can be seen,’”’ he 
said, ‘‘that the bill will meet the disapproval of 
the Executive, tor he has expressely stated that 
he is opposed to such legislation. 4 principal 
reason for opposing this bill is that 1§ will have 
@ tendenoy to extend the already too broad li- 
censs laws of this State, to inorease the con- 
sumption of liquor, and to increase drunken- 
ness and crime. 

Mr. Gibbs declared that the bill was a fair 
one and would not produce any of the bad re- 
sults predicted of it. He said 15 had been 
amended so as to apply only to Jarge cities. 

Mr. Schaaff took issue with Mr. Towne. He 
said the desired law would give societies like 
the Liederkranz and the Arion a chance to hold 
their fostivals without danger of interference 
from the police. 

Mr. Deyo of Broome declared the measure to 
be an evil one. “At present,” he said, “no one 
can procure & license to sell liquor unless -he 
givesabond. There isno provision for a bond 
in this bill, Further, the excise law recognizes 
a distinction between the sale of wine and beer; 
this bill does not. While the present law has 
interfered with pleasure parties, I venture the 
assertion that this bill, if made a law, willen- 
able Excise Commissioners to grant licenses to 
any numberof dance houses or disreputable 
houses. ‘The bill will effectually prevent the 
Objects of the excise law and throw off the re- 
sirictions now placed upon the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors.” 

Mr. Whipple moved the previous question, 
and the motion to strike out was lost. Then 
the bill was defeated, the vote standing 53 to 
50. Mr. Gibbs kept 1t from dying by moving to 
reconsider and that his motion lie upon tho

A number of Dills ‘were introduced. Mr. 
Boyce of Saratoga is the parent of one which, 
if made a law, will increase the cost of gas to 
the Brooklyn consumer. Itis to regulate the 
Price of illuminating gas in villages and cities 


of 10,000 inhabitants and over, up to 800,000, 
and provides that in villages and cities of this 
class ne corporation or person shall charge for 
£as over $2 per thousand cubic feet to small 
consumers, or $1 75 to cousumers using 1,000 
feet or over per month. The gas must have an 
illuminating power of not less than 20 candies 
aud be of standard purity. The present price 
of gas in Brooklyn is $1 60 per thousand, and 
the necessity for the advance comprehended in 
this bill is not apparent. 

Mr. Rhodes of Westchester sent in a bill de- 
signed to amend the General Banking act. I[t 
mukes every bank or private banker of the 
State subject to the inspection and supervision 
of the Superintendent of the Banking Depart- 
Ment, aud places the receiver of money for safe 
keeping, accumulation, or interest in the cate- 
gory of a banker, and therefore within the 
meaning of the act. Mr. Rnodes said to-night 
that the bill was drawn with tie concurrence of 
the Bank Iuspector, and was calculated to 
affect the forty-five or forty-six private con- 
cerns in the State which use the word bank in 
thelr title, but manage to evade inspection. 
“itis the shyster concerns I am after,’ said 
he, “avd | think this bill would bring about a 
desirable change.” 

Mr. Hitt of Albany introduced a bill which 
has an innocent look, but is freighted with 1m- 
purity. It provides for the repeal of Section 3 
of Chapter 141 of the Laws of 1889. This sec- 
tion makes it a misdemeanor for any persou to 
sell or offer to sell for any purpose o.her than 
the cooling of beer, ice out from any State 
canal or waste Weir, unless it is contained in a 
building, cart, car, sleigh, or other vebicle upon 
which the words ‘canal ice” are plainly 
marked, As every one knows, there is a scarcily 
of good ice this Winter, and Mr. Hitt probably 
thinks the people will be willing to put up with 
the frozen canal water next Summer He wiil 
discover his mistake later on. 

Mr. Barton offered a dangerous Dill, which 
will bear watching. Its main provision is that 
in any agtion which may hereafter be brought 
in any of the State courts against avy insurance 
company to recover for a loss the amount of 
the damages shall be the sum expressed in the 
policy as the sum insured, and that no other 
evidence shail be admitted on the trial as to the 
vaiue of the property insured. The opportuni- 
ties for fraud on the part of agents and their 
accomplices afforded by this measure are ap- 
parent to every eye. 

To-day the Superintendent of Public Works 
submitted the report which the House ordered 
recently in order to ascertain whether Con- 
troller Edward Wemple had been interested in 


caual bridge contracts during his term of serv- 
ice. Mr. Fish’s resolution, by whick the report 
was ordered, asked for the uames of ull who, 
within the last two years, had bid for canal 
contracts, and those who had received con- 
tracts.

FIFTH DISTRICT ADVOCATES 
HONEST BALLOT. 


A large and enthusiastic meeting of the Fifth 
Assembly District Ballot Reform League was 
held at Drum’s Hall, 242 Spring-street, last 
evening. It was called to order by Cornelius 
Donovan, who said that the object was not talk 
but work. In view of all the circumstances the 
Fifth District was doing better work for ballot 
reform than any other in the city.

their intinence and votes to secure the passage ot 
the said bill. 

The resolutions were adopted, Theonly pro- 
test made was by Miohael I. Sharkey, who was 
opposed to the use of the term ‘Saxton bi!l” in 
the resolutions. Thomas Hillmann sald thai 
under the circumstances there was no occasion 
to change the language of the resolutions. At 
the same time it might be a good thingift Mr, 
Saxton would consent to step to one side and 
let some good Democrat present the bill which 
bore his name. Chairman Donovan insisted 
that it was not a party question atall. It was 
not at all likely that any bill other than that of 
Mr. Saxton would be presented tothe Governor 
this year.

FIRING CANNON BY STEAM 


A POSSIBLE REVOLUTION 
NAVAL GUNNERY. 

THE BELLEVILLE STEAM GENERATOR 

AFFORDS A SUBSTITUTE FOR POW- 
DER OR AIR AS A PROPELLENT. 


An interesting bit of newa circulated jin en- 
gineering circles yesterday to the effect that 
M. Belleville, the inventor of the Belleville 
tubulous boiler, has succeeded in adapting his 
steam generator to the furnishing of a pro- 
pellent for heavy ordnance guns in lieu of 
powder, air, or electricity. 

M. Belleville has found that his boiler will 
supply steam in sufficient quantities and at the 
required instant of time to a degree that will 
give a 500-pound projectile over four times the 
velocity obtainabie in the present pneumatio 
gun. 

A Belleville boiler now being used at the 
Quintara lron Works in this city to operate the 
heavy triphammer has, it is reported, been 
worked under a steam pressure of 600 pounds 
to the square inch. This same boiler has been 
subjected to a water test of 800 pounds to tlre 
square inch, and itis said by the Belleville peo- 
ple that the works are turaoing out boilers capa- 
ble of working under a steam pressure of 900 
pounds to the square inch. The greatest won- 
derment is expressed by engineers in this city 
at the Belleville people being able to control 
their steam in desirable quantities, this, it is 
claimed, being an unknown feature heretofore 
in the use of boilers. 

It is understood that representatives of the 
Pneumatic Dynamite Gun Company and of the 
Belleville Boiler Company are in close consul- 
tation, and that ino all likelihood experiments 
will soon be wade with a fifteen-inch dynamite 
gun operated by steam instead of air. If in- 
creased velocity can be afforded the heavy 
dynamite projectiles without detracting from 
the safety of the process of operating by air, 
the efficiency of the dynamite gun will, it is 
claimed, be enhanced to an immeasurable de- 
gree. AS &@ prominent ordnance man remarked 
yesterday, ‘It only needs a little more velocity 
to be given to the dynamite projectiles to kill 
ordnance guns for coast defense.” It is 
rumored that Capt. Zalinski, the inventor of the 
dynamite gun, who 1s now in Europe, has been 
in communication for some past with M. Belle- 
ville, and that whatever success comes of ihe 
pending experiments the Pneumatic Dynamite 
Gun Company will be the gainer. 

Mr. Myers Coryell, the dosignor of the engines 
of the new cruiser Chicago and the swift steam- 
er Louisiana, representing the Belleville buller 
in this country, said yesterday that the adapta- 
bility of the steam generator as a gun propel- 
lent was settled beyond question. No timo has 
been se& for the series of experiments to be 
carried on in this country, but the engineers of 
the Pneumatic Dynamite Gun Company are ex- 
pected to make preparations immediately for 
testing the new propellent at ort Lafayette. 
Capt. Zaliuski, who returns to this country in 
the early part of April, will, it is thought, push 
lue experiments to wu iramediate conclusion. 

With an iucreased velocity of over tour times 
that nuw afiorded by air, itis claimed, no aif- 
ticulty will be experienced in throwing a uyna- 
mite shell to a distance of more than hve 
miles. Phe Pheumatic Gun Cuowpaby is huw 
lurpishivg three fitteen-inch guus of Lhe British 
Government. One of these guns will be shipped 
in the early part of March ior trial at Shoe- 
buryness, the result of this trial 1s satis- 
lactory an order for fifty guns is to be given 
the company by the british War Otlice. As 
the order has not yet been issued for the air 
xuns the agoption of steum by the gun ¢com- 
pany will, itis expected, result in a change in 
the nature of the British orders. 

Vbis gun use of the Belleville boiler is an en- 
tirely new feature Of a boiler’s capability. The 
Belleville boiler 1s of French wake, and has 
been in service for the past six years abroad. 
At present over 32,0U0 indicated Lorse power 
Is being developed tn the French Navy by Belle- 
ville bollers alune, and during the present 
year it is thought that fully 16,00U 1Indi- 
cated horse power wilt be developed in the 
French service in addition to the above. The 
test requirements ot the French Government 
tor a Beileville boiler are six weeks’ continuous 
Steaming, using salt water exclusively. 

Considerable surprise is exvressed in engi- 
neering clroles that no attempt Las been mude 
by the United States Navy Department to in- 
duce the Belleville people to establish works in 
this country. More than $3,000,000 was ap- 
propriated to induce the Creusot Steel Works 
of France to establish armor works in Penusy:- 
vania. It is iteared that, if the Pneumatic 
Dynamite Gun Company decides to substitute 
steam from Belleville boilers in lieu of air pres- 
sure, works will be established in France 
by the company for the manufacture of the 
dynamite guy. This was the case with the 
Hotehkiss revolving cannon and Maxim gun. 
Shoulda the Dynamite Gun Works be truusported 
abroad, it would be impossible, itis polutea out, 
to obtain batteries at much under tlroe times 
the price now paid for them. 

A8 a steam generator the Belleville boiler ap- 
pears to have adapted itself especially for war 
purposes, and so far French bavy engineers re- 
por. the Belleville boiler to be tie best steam 
xenerator they have obtained for their war 
ships. Compared witha Scoten boiler, the en- 
xineers of the French steamer L’Ortegal report 
that the Belleville boiler is no better, provided 
the Scotch boiler reiains clean, but that tho 
Belleville boiler can be kept clean when it is al- 
mostimpossible to prevent a Scotch boiler frow 
clogging. L’Ortegal has been running for s1x 
years from Bordeaux to the Kiver La Plate, 
and during this peried not a single break-down 
is reported as having occurred aboard. Con- 
cerning tbe working of the bol.er, the engineers 
of L’Ortegal report that steam could be ob- 
tained in elghtcen miuutes after starting fire 
under cold water. 

It was reported yesterday that some months 
azo the Belleville people had attempted to get 
the United States Navy Departinent to accept 
their steam generators, but that the Chiet of 
the Bureau of Steam Engineering declared that 
he had looked into the workings of the Belle- 
ville boiler and had not decmed it effective 
enough to warrant inspection. 

Notwithstanding the use of Belleville boilers 
abroad, engineers in this country now claim 
that the Navy Department is about to accept a 
water-tudo boiler, which in actual service has 
been coudemned py a vourd of Government enu- 
giueers, This is the Ward boiler, against which 
@ report has been wade of defective circulation.

Capt. Geer of the City of New-York was 
charged there by Mra. Patrick Daly, widow of 
the drowned Captain, with being the cause of 
her husbaud’s death. On the witness stand she 
said that the collision was purely the result of 
negligence on the part of Capt. Geer. Thero 
was aslight mist hanging over the waters at 
that time, she said, butif the City of New-York 
had proceeded with proper caution the collision 
wouid have beep averted. Objecta could dis- 
tinetiy be seen for 600 feet abead. Lhe Cap- 
tains of several other canal boats which were 
being towed with the Sophia Cahill when the 
latter was run into corroboraicd Mrs. Daly's 
Blory. 

Capt. Geor, b¥s engineer, and his mate testi- 
fled that the fox was a beavy one, that their 
Versel was going along at avery slow speed, 
and was blowing her whistle at short intervals. 
Every effort was made to avert the collision 
with the canal boat, but without success. Jus- 
tice Gorman believed this story and dissmissed 


the case against Capt. Geer. A civil suit for 
damages may foliow.

JOSEPH GILLIS BIGGAR. 

Joseph Gillis Biggar, member of Parliament 
for the West Division of Cavan County, Ireland, 
and one of the leading members of the Home 
Rule Party, died yesterday of heart disease at 
Clapham, a suburb of London, in the sixty-sec- 
ond year of his age. His death was quite unex- 
pected. On Tuesday night he acted as one of 
the tellers in the House of Commons in the divi- 
sion on Mr. Parnell’s amendment to the address 
in reply to the Queen’s speech asking for the 
repeal of the Coercion act. 

In the death of Mr. Biggar the Irish party 
loses a Valuable supporter. He was a coustant 
attendant in the House, a man of rare energy 
and pluck, a favorite with even his opponents, 
and nothing pleased him more than to be in the 
midst of a row in Parliament. He was not a 


man of refinement, his education having been 
limited, but he possessed good business quali- 
ties and sound common sense. 

Mr. Biggar represented the County of Cavanin 
Parliament since 1874 and first distinguished 
himerelf on the nightof April 22,1875, when a 
coercion bill was under discussion. Mr. Par- 
nell was not then in Parliament. Mr. Butt was 
the leader of the Home Rule Party,:and having 
oceasion to leave the House asked Mr. Biggar 
to speak against time. Mr. Biggar rose at 5 
o'clock and began reading acts of Parliament 
and Biue Books to show that coercion was un- 
necessary. He closed from mere exhaustion at 
8:55, on for nearly four hours. 

This was the night in which the policy of ob- 
struction was born, and{1t was not long after 
when Mr. Parnell was elected for Meath in suc- 
cession to John Martin. Mr. Biggar got tired of 
Mr. Butt as a leader, and soon after Mr. Par- 
nell’s entrance to the House both acted as inde- 
pendent members, and with the aid occasional- 
ly of a few others, harassed the Government. 
The band was too small, however, to effect any- 
thing, and it was not until the general election 
of 1880 that the obstructionists were a major- 
ity of the Irish party. Parnell was elected 
Chairman of the party, an@ when the Coercion 
billcame on in December, 1880, it took nine 
weeks to pass it, Mr. Biggar taking a leading 
part in the fight. 

Mr. Biggar came of good Presbyterian stock 
in Belfast, but became a Roman Catholio in 
1877. Hisfatber sent him atan early age to 
the Belfast Academy, but young Biggar was 
indolent and was poor at coinposition. He had 
a good kuowledge of tigures, however, and his 
father, who wasin the provision trade, touk 
him into his office to train bim for the business. 
In 1861 Mr. Biggar became the head of the 
firm, and having acquired a competency re- 
tired from trade in 18380. 

He always took an interest in politics and was 
generally on the losing side. He was Chair- 
man of the Belfast Water Board from 1869 to 
1872. Heran in his own ward, a Tory atrong- 
hold, for the Town Council in 1870, but was 
deteated. The following year he ugain con- 
tested the seat and was returned at the heaa 
of the polls.

WILLIAM HENRY ALLEN. 

Capt. William Henry Allen died at his home, 
20 Sidney-place, Brooklyn, on Tuesday. He 
was born in Bridgeport, Conn., Sept. 4, 1804. 
At the age of sixteen years he mado his first 
voyage, in a ship commanded by his father, 
Capt. James Alien, bound for South American 
ports, His ability as a seaman soon caused his 
promotion, and about 1835 he entered the em- 
ploy of the Kermit Packet Liue, then plying be- 
tween Liverpoot and this port, as commander 
of the Virginian, 

Continuing in this service, he successively 
commanded the Waterloo, the West Point, und 


lasuy the Constellation, in the command of 
which he succeeded Capi. Luce, who later met 
his dvath on the Ul-fated steamer Arctic. When 
the packet lines Went out of existence Capt. 
Allen quit the sea and accepted the position of 
inspector for the Orlent Aluritime Insurance 
Company ef this city, a position he held tor 
twenty-one jeare. He was Vice President of 
the Marine Society of the City of New-York at 
the time of his death, aud was one ef the oldest 
‘Trustees of the Brooklyn City Hospital. 

As acommunding otlicer Capt. Allen leaves a 
reeord of having never lost » ship. While in 
command of the Waterloo in 1848 in mid-ocean 
aw September gale stripped tue sails from the 
spars, but after suffering terrible hardships 
Capt. Allen safely made port. Again, when in 
command of the West Point, two of bis wen 
wero killed by lightning, and his ship was 
struck six times within an hour during a heavy 
storm. Perbaps his mostremarkable escape oc- 
curred While be was in command of the Con- 
stellation. It was in the year 1855, during a 
homeward tripfrom Liverpool A heavy gale 


so strained the ship that she sprang a 
leak. With the water coming in faster 
than the extausted crew could pump it 


out, and with 70U passengere aboard, 1b Was an 
appalling situation. Capt. Allen organized the 
passengers, and rigging extra pumps, the ship 
Was kept afloat and fivally brought into port. 
For his work on this oocasion Capt. Alien was 
presented with asolid silver service by the 
passengers, 

In 1881 Capt. Allen retired from active life. 
The funeral services will be conducted by the 
Kev. Dr. Hall from the Church of the Moly 
Trinity, Montague and Clinton streets, Brook- 
lyn, on Friday morning, at 10 o’olovk. The 
body will be taken to Bridgeport for burial. 
Capt. Allen leaves a widow. 


PHILIP BEEKMAN VERPLANCK. 


Philip Beekman Vorplanok died of pneumonia 
at his residence in this city, 139 West Four- 
teenth-street, on Tuesday. With his brother, 
William M. Verplanck, he carried on, for 
years, @ Saddlery business at 92 Chambers- 
street under the title of Verplanck Brothers, 
and a pecullar fact is that the brothers were 
both stricken with pneumonia about the same 
time. The latitcr now lies seriously ill at his 
residence, 60 West Fiftieth-street. Philip B. 
Verplanck was the eldest son of the late Philip 
Alexander Verplanck, and was born at New- 
Windsor, on the west bank of the Hudson, near 
Newburg, N. Y., Dec. 19, 1834. He was a mem- 
ber of the well-known Verplanck family, whose 
first American ancestor, Abram Isaacsen Ver 
Planck, came to this country from Holland 
about the year 1620, when there were only 
nine white families on Manhattan [sland. The 
family seat, Plum Point, near Newburg, became 
a strategic polntin the war of the Revolution, 
and fortitications were built there by the Con- 
tinentals, under the direction of Washington. 

The late Mr, Verplanck was a Republican, but 
never took an active part in politics. Funeral 
services will be hela in St. George’s Church, 
Newburg, to-day on the arrival of the train 
leaving the Grand Central Station, this city, at 
11:50 A. M.

THE LENTEN REGULATIONS,

THEY ARE MODIFIED BY THE POPE ON 
ACCOUNT OF THE INFLUENZA. 


MONTREAL, Feb. 19.—The Lenten regulations 
issued by Archbishop Fabre for the Archdiocese 
of Montreal and published in all the churches 
last Sunday have been countermanded. Last 
evening the Archbishop received informal but 
reliable information from Rome to the effect 
that the Pope had issuod a brief in which he 
grants a genera) dispensation from the ordi- 
dinary Lenten regulations to countries uffected 
by influenza. 

Tae information reached the Archbishop late 
last evening, and an order was immediately 
sent to all the parish churches for anueunce- 
ment to-day, to the following eflect: 

Wednesdays and Fridays of each week and 
Saturday of Ember Week, as well as Holy Sat- 
urday, are days of fasting and abstinence. But 
in pluce of the ordinary fast his Holiness de- 
sires the faithrul to apply themselves with 
more zeal to works of piety, charity toward the 
poor, and frequenting churches and the sacra- 
ments. The Lepten regulations this year, 
therefore, are no wore than the ordinary regu- 
lations for Advent.

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THE NINTH WARD SCANDAL 


ANSWERS SUBMITTED BY THE 
ACCUSED TEACHERS. 
A SPECIAL COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO 
MAKE AN INVESTIGATION—TRUSTEE 
TINSDALE’S POINTED CRITICISM. 


The most notable feature of yesterday’s meet- 
ing of the Board of Education was the action 
taken on the scandal in the Ninth Ward. It was 
expected that some move in the way of an in- 
vestigation would be made. Scores of teachers 
were in attendance, but in the crowd it was im- 
possible to recognize the fdces of Principal 
Southerland, his assistant, Miss Isabella F. 
Lewis, or Trustee E. J. Tinsdale. 

Superintendent Jasper handed up his report, 
together with the statement of Trustee Tins. 
dale, which has already been printed in THE 
Times. Commissiover Gallaway, who presided, 
had no sooner asked what the board wished to 
do with the communication than Commissioner 
O’Brien asked to have it read, and added that 
he had a resolution to offer touching the case, 
The clerk read Mr, O’brien’s resolution, which 
was to the effect that the report of the City 
Superintendent and the communication from 
E. J. Tinsdale be referred to a special commit- 
tee of five, with instructions to investigate the 
allegations made and all other matters con- 
pected with the methods pursued by the School 
‘Trustees of the Ninth Ward. 

The resolution waa uvanimously adopted. 
The report and communihfation were not read. 

Then Commissioner Gallaway announced the 
receipt of written charges and speciticatious 
against Trustee Tinsdale from Miss Lewis aud 
Mr. Southerland, and asked the pleasure of the 
board. Mr. O'Brien demanded that they be 
Toad. 

Cowmissioner Gerrard moved that the two 
communications be referred to the special 
committee to be appointed without being read. 
A viva voce vote confused the temporary Presi- 
dent so that he expressed his doubt as te the sen- 
timent of the majority, and ordered a call of the 
roll. Commissioners Peaslee, Hunt, Holt, Ge- 
rard, Powell, Agnew, and Traud sald yea io the 
motion to refer withont reading, and Commis- 
siovers Devoe, Gallaway, Moriarty, Loomis, 
O’Brien, Purdy, Williams, and Sanger said nay. 
The resulution was thus lost by a vote of 8 to 7. 

Iu her communication Miss Lewis declares 
that sbe has been a teacher in the city schools 
sluce 1880. She alludes to Trustee ‘linsdale’s 
offoial connection with the schools, and 
charges: 

“That the said Tinsdale has been guilty and I 
hereby charge him with immoral anu disgraceful 
conduct in matters connected with his oiticial 
duties and Which tend to discredit bis oflice aud the 
school system, anda [ hereby specify the following: 

“ First—ihat the said Tinsdale, with malice and 
without foundation, has made and circulated false 
charges against me affectiug my character as an in- 
dividual and my usefulness as a teacher in the 
schools; that said charges would, if true, have ren- 
dered me unfit to perform the important duties in- 
trusted to me. 

* second, that at the time ef making said charges 
the said ‘tinsdale well knew notonly that { was 
iunocent thereof. Lut of the effect that their pub- 
lication would have upon me, and also upen the 
common school systom with which L have been 
connected for s0 many years. 

“third, That for the purpose of gratifying his mal- 
ice and ill will he caused, or allowed or procured to 
be published in THK NKW-YORK ‘1iMbks of the city 
ot New-York, false and scanualuus statements con- 
cerning me, Which statements also reflect upon 
the character of the VPrincipaiof the said school, 
namely, 4. D. L. Sutherland. 

“Fourth, That the effect of such publication must 
necessariiy have been kuown to him lo be Calcu- 
lated lo injure the parties more directiy concerned, 
and also to bring discredit upon the schvoois ot the 
Ninth Ward, Which it was his voflice and duty to 
serve and Lo protect from larm. 

“And | submit to your honorable body that the 
conduct of said Tinsdale should be, and I humbly 
petition that it may be, fully investigated, to the 
end that it the above cuarges be fonud to be true 
your ho. orable body shall exercise your power as it 
18 conferred upon you by law to relieve him trom 
otlice.” 

The communication was subscribed and 
sworn to vefore Richard T. Pettis, Feb. 18. 

Mr., Sutkerland’s communication set forth 
that he lives at 203 East Seventy-first-etreet, 
and has been a teacner in the public schovols for 
upward of forty-live years. Four “specitica- 
tions” similar to those in Miss Lewis's ailidavit 
ure given, together with this one: wen 

*{ further charge that said Tinsdale has on sev- 
eral occasions during the present year attempted 
to Weakon my authority asa lrincipal and to de- 
moralize my school, which conduct is unworthy of 
him a3 &@ wp anu most discreditavle to him as an 
ottiver of the schools, 1 therefore submit to your 
honorable body that the conduct of the said Hd- 
muni J. Tinsdale be fully investicated, and if tho 
charges made by me be sustained Dy proof which L 
Shalit submit, that your honurabls vody exercise the 
power conferred upon it by law and remove tho 
oaid Mr. Tinsdale from an huporable ollice which he 
has dishonored and disgraced.” 

A motion made by Commissioner O’Brien 
that both communications be referred to the 
special committes When appointed was udopted. 
Sabsequontly Commissioner Gallaway named 
this committee: Measrs. O’Brien, Hunt, Guz- 
geoheimer, Purdy, and Vermilyea. 

The special cummittes met informally and 
decided to begin the Investigation at 3.30 P. M. 
next Tuesday. Chairman O'Brien said the ses- 
sious would be public if be could persuade a 
majority of the commities to take bis view of 
the case. 

The attention of Ccmmissioner Holt and 
Superintendent Jasper was ealied to eertain 
pertinent questions about the case printed in 
‘uk ‘LIMEs, and they were asked to reply. 
Neither was anxious to undertake the taek. 





Trustee Tinsdale was asked last evening what 


he thought of the proceedings by the Board of 
Education. ‘Il am surprised,” he bald, ** that 
the case was not referred to the Committee on 
‘reachers as it was before. The special com- 
mittee is a packed one and weans another or- 
ganized attempt to remove me. O’Brien, Hunt, 
Guggenheimer, and Purdy are all agaiust me, 
and the last three no later than April 17 last 
signed a report recommending my removal. 
Tue conspiracy Was defeated in the board. 
‘Then L was oharged with sustaining Mr. South- 
erland in upbuiiding his department. They

THE DUTY ON EARTHEN WARE. 
T) the Editor of the New-York Times: 

In the’able editorial in your issue of to-day, 
headed “Iu the Hands of the Potters,” you innd- 
vertently made one error as to the rates which 
existed in the tariff prior to the one enacted in 
1883. Its correction will make the injustice of 
the McKinley bill to consumers still more giar- 
lug. White cartbenware by the act of 1883 was 
advanced from 40 per cent. to 55 per cent. and 
decorated earthenware from 40 per cent. to 60 
per cent., upon the plea of those who engincered 
the crockery clause of the Tariff bill that this 


advance only covered the reduction which the 
abrogation of duties on packing and inland 
charges produced, 

A very interesting little trick was perpe- 
trated on Congress on the last evening of that 
Memorable session which passed the tariff act 
of 1883. In those days the Trenton potters 
bad a Representative iu Congress who was him- 
sclf apotter. It will be recollected that a con- 
ference committee was appvinted on the part 
of the House and the Senate to harmonize the 
diflerences that existed between them inthe 
proposed rates on Various classes of goods, and 
ibrough the ingenuity of the Represeutative 
from Trenton he succeeded, in the confusion of 
that evening, consequent tothe desire to rush 
through the Tariff bill prior to 12 P. M., when 
that Congress expired, in having earthenware 
(both white and decorated) classified with 
white and deeorated china, thereby making 
this class of goods pay a higher duty than either 
the bill of the House or the Senate had pro- 
posed. The honorabie member from Trenton 
held up an earthen wate vase which, he claimed, 
contaiued 25 cents worth of material and 
$74 75 worth of American labor. Granting, 
tor the sake of argument, that this statement 
was true, the trickery of it would have been 
readily exposed had a member on the other 
side of the House propounded the question, 
How mapy are there produced per annum? 

It would have been ascertained that not a 
single vase was ever made for mercantile pur- 
poses and that the sample in qnestion was 
maue for the special argument on this special

BRANDED AS FALSEHOODS. 


CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSIONERS AND 
THE CHARGES. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The three Civil Service 
Commissioners, Mr. Frank Hatton, editor of 
the Washington Post, which bas made charges 
against the commission, and a number of other 
gentlemen were present when the House Com- 
mittee on Reform in the Civil Service this even- 
ing began its investigation of the commission. 

Civil Service Commissioner Lyman was the 
first witness, and in answer to the inquiries of 
Representative Ewart, who offered the resolu- 
tion under which the inquiry is proceeding, he 
testified that his brother-in-law, A. C. Camp- 
bell, was first appointed by the commission as 
a laborer, though he had passed an examina- 
tion and was on tho eligible list for appoint- 
ment as a clerk. Campbell had received sev- 
eral promotions, one of them in Apru, 1889, 
when the witness was tbe sole Commissioner. 
Campbell did not pass an examination for pro- 
motion, the commission’s clerks not being re- 
quired to do ao. 

In January or February, Commissioner Ober- 
ly had called the witness’s attention to the fact 
that examination questions were being fur- 
nished to outsiders, and the witness had suid 
that it was a serious matter aud that those who 
gave them out should ve punished. The next 
day he discovered that these questions were in 
Campbell’s handwriting, and, at the witness’s 
Suggestion, the Chief kxaminer made an in- 
Vestigation and found that the questions had 
not been used. 

Campbell acknowledged to the witness that 
he had written the papers, and said that he had 
copied them for a lady friend in the Pension 
Otiice, who had come tu him for assistance in 
passing ad examination for promotion. Cam 
bell informed the witness that he told this lady 
that he did not know of acy way to help ber, 
except that he might give her a set of 
questions, formerly used, that would embrace 
the subjects included in an examination 
for promotion. Campbell said he had given a 
copy of the questions to this lady with the un- 
derstanding that it would be destroyed. It was 
after this statement that the witness placed 
the matter in Mr. Oberly’s hands, as it would 
have been manifestly improper for the witness 
to act in tha case. Mr. Overly did not reply, 
**Lyman, I will leave you to reflect over this 
matter.” He (Lyman) regarded Campbdeil’s 
act as a serious breach of discipline, and bad 
reprimanded him. 

With respect to criticisms made growing out 
of the witness’s daughterjmaking application tu 
take # civii service examination before she had 
reached the legui axe. Mr. Lyman sald that his 
daughter had acied without consulting him. 
His daughter’s application was made before 
therule reducing the age of applicants had 
been adopted, but the examination did not take 
piace until after the ehange in the rule had 
been made. His daughter's examination was 
in conformity with the rule which allowed per- 
eons who bad made application before attain- 
ing the proper age to tuke the examinations. 

In response to a member of the committee 
Mr. Lyman said that Commissioner Oberly, 
after Investigating the charge against Camp- 
bell, stated that it was merely an offense against 
the technical discipline of the office, Involving 
bo turpitude,anud thatareprimand would besut- 
ficient punishment. Mr, Lyman said he had no 
agency whatever in Campbell’s appointment, 
that 1t had Deen made while he was out of te 
cy. 

Atthe conclusion of Mr. Lyman’s examina- 
tion several other witnesses, including ex- 
Commissioner Oberly, were called, bat did not 
respond. Mr. Ewart suid he preferred not to 
goon with the inquiry until these witnesses 
were at hand. Mr. Hatton said he proposed to 
prove by Mr. Oberly that some of the state- 
ments made by Mr. Lyman were not correct. 
It was finally decided to proceed without the 
witnesses wuose names had been Called. 

Commissioner Ruosevelt gave his testimony 
concerning the Campbell matter. He said when 
he had learned of the case through newspaper 
publications, Commissioner Thompson ana 
uuimeself had conducted ap inguiry into the mat- 
ter, and after questioning several persens and 
learning that Mr. Oberly haa continued Camp- 
bellin office they had concluded that they 
were not justified In reopening the case. 

Mr. Roosevelt caliea attention to editorials in 
the Washington / ost containing charges against 
the commission, aud said that so far as they af- 
jected the present commission they were un- 
qualified falsehoods. He complained that the 
charges were not specific, and he said be would 
luke to have the gentlemen conducting the 
prosecution make them more 80. 

Mr. Hatton said he would furnish instances 
where the commission had violated the letter 
and the spirit of the law. 

Commissioner Thompson corroborated the 
statements of Mr. Roosevelt concerning Camp- 
bell. ‘the committee then adjourned, subjéct 
Lo the call of the Chairman.

THE MURDERED MARSHAL. 





AN OFFICIAL REPORT ON THE SAUNDERS 
CASE IN FLORIDA. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The report of John 
R. Mizell, United States Marshal of Florida, in 
regard to the Saunders case, was made public 
to-day. 

He says that Feb. 12 he received a telegram 
from Deputy Marshal W. B. Saunders, at Pen- 
Bacola, saying that he would leave that night 
for Quinoy, for a prisoner in the jail there, and 
asking that the Marshal send him any help he 
might call for while there. He replied by 
telegraph that he would leave Pensacola that 
night and meet Saunders at Quinoy. Ho left 
Jacksonville on the 7:30 o’clock train on the 
night of the 12th, taking with him Special 
Deputy Langford, and they arrived at Quincy 
about 3 o’elock the next morning. He con- 
tinue s: : 

“T went to the hotel and waited for Saunders, 
who arrived on the east-bound train about 5 
o’clock. After breakfast I sent Saunders and 
Langford to make an arrest about six miles out 
in the country, and Waited at the hote) for 


their return. They returned about 1 
o'clock, having failed to find their man. 
About 10:50 A, M. William M. MoFarlin of 
Quincy called at the hotel to see Saun- 
ders. He seemed much surprised to tind 
me there, but greeted me in @ friendly manner, 
and we walked over to the Court House, where I 
went to make some inquiries about the venire 
for jurors for the United States Court, and he left 
me there. At dinner time he returned and in- 
vited me and Capt. Allison, who was. present, 
to dine with him at the hotel. We accepted the 
invitation. 

“Soon after dinner MoFarlin invited me to 
take a drive with him that evening, but I de- 
clined. We then left the hotel and on the street 
met Saunders and Langford. McFarlin urged 
Saunders to come in and dine with him, but 
Baunders replied that he had been to dinner. 
MoFarlin then said that he [Saunders] must 
take a drive with him. I called Saunders away 
aud took him to his room, where [ told him that 
I had every reason to believe that there was a 
plot to murder him, and he must pay no atten- 
tion to pretenses of frienaship, butlet these men 
alone and remain in his room until I returned, 
as I was going out into the country and would 
be absent a couple of hours. I went out to sum- 
mon some jurors, and was absent about three 
hours. 

‘“‘On my return I went to Saunders’s room, 
but he was gone. I asked Deputy Langford, 
who was there, where Saunders was, and he 
said he aid not know, but he was afraid he had 
been decoyed away, as the last he saw of him 
he was with McFarlin. 1 went over to the 
Court House, and there found the Sheriff of 
Gadsden County, who had arranged to accom- 
pany Saunders and his prisoner to Pensacola, 
and asked if he knew where Saunders was. He 
paid he did not; that Saunders told him he was 
going te take a drive into the country, and 
would be back at 4 o’olock, 

“While we were talking, 6 man named Mitchell 
drove up to the Court House with Saunders’s 
dead body in the Duggy, and turned the body 
over to the Sheriff. Saunders was shot through 
the neck, a pistol ball, probably forty-eight cali- 
bre, having entered the left side of the throat, 
near the jugular vein. and come out just 
back of the rightear. The Sheriff asked Mitch- 
ellif he killed Saunders, ana he saidno. He 
then asked him if he knew who did, and he said 
no. He would make no further statements. 
The body was taken outof the bugey aud oar- 
riedinto the Court House and Mitchell drove 
off. I learned afterward, from 4 reliable source, 
that Saunders was seen driving out of town in 
@ buggy with Mitcneil and McFarlin. I found 
in Saunders’s pocket his pistol, every barrel 
loaded, and also acard which McFarlin had 
left at the hotel for him in the afternoon. 

“The prisoner meutioned in Saunders’s tele- 
gram was a colored man, who had been arrested 
by the Sheriff of Gadsden for violation of the 
postal laws ana confined in the Quincy Jail. In 
order to shield both Saundersand myself as far 
as possible from assassination on the street after 
dark, I had arranged for the Sheriff to deliver 
the prisoner at the train which left at 5:40 
o’clock, ana for the Sheriff to accompany 
Baunders and the prisoner to Pensacola. in- 
tended to leave the train at River Junction and 
attempt to make an arrest there. After the 
murder of Saunders, I reeeived instructions 
from friendly sources that I was not safe in 
that neighborhood and it would be well for me 
to leave as quietly as possible. In view of what 
had occurred and in utter hopelessness of then 
accomplishing anything at River Junetion, I 
took the evening train for Jacksonville.” 

Attorney General Miller said to-day that no 
steps would be taken in this matter by the 
Government until atter the President’s return 
from Allegheny City. 


OPPOSING OOMPOUND LARD. 








ARGUMENTS OF THE PRODUCERS OF 
THE PURE ARTICLE. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The House Committee 

on Agriculture to-day began the hearing of per- 
_ Sons interested in the Couger and Butterworth 

bills to regulate the manufacture and sale of 

compound lard and taxing its production. 

W. W. Kimball of Boston read a statement 
showing the business of compound lard during 
the past year. The manufacturers of com- 
pound lard began to brand their entire product 
“compound lard” or “lard compound.” This 
concession, however, did not protect the pack- 
ers, because one manufacturer had declared 
that they would not observe the agreement to 
brand their product. The principal manufact- 
urer of compound lard had changed his firm 
into the Cotton Oil Trust and controlled the 
ingredients out of which the compound is pre- 
pared and fixed the prices. The people de- 
Inanded legislation onthis subject. Pure lard 
Was branded as such, and its manufacturers 
did not object to inspection, but to the taxing of 
pure lard. 

Alexander Wedderburn, representing the Na- 
tional Grange, Patrons of Husbandry, de- 
manded action for that class, inasmuch as, 
while the manufacturers received $7,000,000 
for their product, they paid the farmers a littie 
over $3,000,000. The grange and planters in 
the Svuth had declared in favor of legislation 
to prevent the adulteration of food or drugs. 
Tne farmer produced only pure tard and suf- 
fered by competition with the adulterated 
arlicle, the manufacture of which was destroy- 
ing our commerce in this article in foreign 
countries. The Conger bill would protect the 
cottonseed raisers of the South. 

Col. J. H. Brigham of Ohio, Patrons of Hus- 
bandry, and Victor B. Piollert of Pennsylvania, 
gave similar testimony. All wanted protection 
against adulterated lard. 

George H. Webster of the firm of Armour & 
Co. said that compound lard was not an 
adulteration, but an economic and meritorious 
mingling of lard with other pure substances, 
cottonseed oi] and beef stearine. Armour & Co, 
branded their compound lard, but there was not 
enough pure lard made in the United States to 
meet the demand. If the bill became a law, 
it would operate as had oleomargarine law, 
that increased the price of that articie, while 
butter was quitelow. Henry C. Butcher, rep- 
resenting the Southern Cottonseed Oil Com- 
pany, believed that such a law wouid kill the 
qaanufacture of compound lard. Such legisla- 
tion would be dangerous in its tendenoy. 








NEW-JEKSHY LEGISLATURE. 





NO INCREASE IN SALARY FOR THE VICE 
CHANCELLORS+BALLOT REFORM. 


TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 19.—The session this 
Morning was the breeziest the Assembly has 
experienced this year. The bill providing that 
all bequests to religious societies shall be exe 
cuted one month before the death of the testa- 
tor came up on the second reading. Several 
members opposed the measure upon the ground 
that it was an attack upon the Catholic Cnuroh. 
It was ordered to a third reading. 

The bill increasing the pay of the Vice 
Chancellors to $9,000 a year next came up, 


The Vice Chancellors are now paid fees which 
amountto about $7,000 ayear. Mr. Marsh of 
Union said that the bill equalized the pay of 
the Vice Chauceliors and the Justices of the 
Supreme Court. 

Mr. McCran, the workingman member from 
Passaic, opposed the bill because ** these con- 
tinual raisings of saiaries are additional nails 
in the coffins of the aown-tredden working- 
men.” 

Speaker Heppenheimer took the floor aud 
said that the bill would involve an additional 
expenditure of only $4,000 per year. He was 
attacked by Mr. MoCran for joaving the chair 
to support “a combination of high-tonéd ora- 
tors and aristocrats.” ‘The bill was finally de- 
feated by a vote of 14 to 36. 

In the Senate a bil was introducéd providing 
for the teaching of physiology and hygeia in the 
public schools with a view to showing the ef- 
fects of alcohol on the human system, and at 
the noon adjournment Miss Frances E, Willard 
addressed the committee upon the subject. 

The joint Committee on Ballot Reform met 
and adjourned te next Tuesday, when Senator 
Wertz will present the bill upon the subject 
which he was instructed to prepare,

WHEY AND SKIMMED MILA. 





INVENTIONS BY WHICH THEY CAN BE 
UTILIZED BY DAIRYMEN. 


In a room on the top floor of 35 William-street 
A. Wahlin yesterday exhibited a dairy product 
which merits attention from scientific men. It 
ie the invention of Prof. W. Rehnstrom, Dairy 
Instructor and Agricultural Engineer of Bwe- 
den. With his knowledge of milk he was well 
aware of the many valuable elewents running 
to waste, being considered worthiess. by butter- 
makers as well as cheese manufacturers. In 


huating for means of utilizing these he made 
one practical discovery which has apparently 
opened up new sources of profit for dairymen. 

The product is named lactoserin, which is de- 
rived from the Latin word d/ac—milk—and 
serum—whey. Skim milk is curdea in the same 
way as commonly used in cheese making, only 
that a larger quantity of rennet is used and at 
a higher temperature, s0 as to make the pre- 
cipitation complete. To the whey thus ob- 
tained is added an equal quantity of skim milk, 
and the bulk, through a simple process of 
evaporation, is transformed into solid, nearly 
wWater-free cakes, which are afterward cut or 
ground, and more or jess ronusted to suit what- 
ever purpose intended. These solids contain 
azotic or organic nutritious substances and 
curbo-hydrates, 

Mr. Wahlin says that lectoserin mixed with 
cotfee produces a beverage which in taste ap- 
proaches and sometimes even surpasses that of 
the best unmixed cofiee, and in nutritious 
value far surpasses the same. In salutary 
ee, ay it produces for invalids or the phys- 
ically weak a beverage where the enervating 
properties of coffee are reduced to a minimum. 
Mixed with cocoa a chocolate is produced 
whicn in nutritious qualities stands quite equal 
to the best-known and most-valued cocoa 
preparations. For household purposes, sueh as 
for thickening and flavoring soups and sauces, 
in preparing desserts and ices, it has been found 
to be of great value. Confectioners and bakers 
in the old country have found the preparations 
of great benefit in their business, As a food for 
intants and invalids lactoserin, many physi- 
cians attest, is superior to similar preparations 
of world-wide fame. 

In Germany and the northern or principal 
dairy countries of Europe the only use found 
for skim milk during certain seasons of the 
year, prior to the invention of Rebnuetrom, was 
to give it baok tothe cow orto pigs. It is the 
same in America now, and the method of util- 
ization 18 not profitable. Rehnstrom found by 
experiment that the cheesy matters in milk 
proved a very ettective ilk-producing, musele- 
forming and salutary factor in developing the 
physical character of the ¢ow’s body. As a 
Consequeneé he invented dry curds, thus dem- 
onstrating that by his system all wastes apper- 
taining to the dairy industry could be utilized 
in various practical ways. 

Dry curds are produced by pressing the 
curds remaining from the manufacture of the 
lactoserin, and putting them through a simple 
process of drying and grinding. They are 
called caseine, and containing, as they do, 
@ very high percentage of proteine, or that 
which constitutes the basis of all animal tissue, 
they are valuable as an ingredient.in feeding 
cakes for cattle, horses, dogs, poultry, and also 
in bread, biscuit, and other kinds of human food. 
This product, it is claimed, is richer in proteime 
and of greater nourishment than meat, even, 

The crude material exhibitea by the Ameri- 
can representative yesterday had the appear- 
ance of slabs of white marble. Pieces bad been 
sawed into cubes the size of dice, A lotof 
these had been roasted a rich brown. Speci- 
mens had in turn been ground coarse and fine 
Mr. Wahlin ia now engaged iu interesting dairy- 
men and scientisis andin forwing a company 
to develop the business in this country as it 
has been done in Europe.

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HUNTING FOR THE “JOKERS” 


MORE EVID#NOES OF FRAUD 
IN HUDSON OOUNTY. 
THE SECRETARY OF THE DEMOCRATIC 
COMMITTEE RELUCTANTLY CONTRA- 
DICTS SHERIFF DAVIS. 


TRENTON, N. J., Fob. 19.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Elections resumed the examination 
of the Hudson County ballot boxos at 9 o'clock 
this morning, beginning with the box from the. 
First Precinct of the Third District. They 
‘Worked until noon without discovering any 
large discrepancies. Sevon boxes were ex- 
amined and the ballots counted. All were from 
small precincts and from the central portion of 
Jersey City. 

The Senatorial vote, which is all the commit- 
tee takes notice of, was not falsified in any of 
these more than two or three, butin the Sixth 
Precinct a looker-on noticed that Grabb, for 
Governor, had 170 ballots, instead of the 164 
the official return gives him. Aside from that 
and several informalities in the poli books 
there was little to note. Some of the ballots 
had apparently not been regularly milled by 
the baliot-box apparatus, though tests of the 
apparatus of every box showed it to work per- 
fectly. But there were no “joker” ballots, and 
itissafe to say that if all the boxes wera as 
regular as these seven the ringsters would con- 
sider themselves vindicated. 

Senator Adrain, the Democratic member of 
the committee, took no part in the committee's 
workin the morning, though he was in tho 
Toom once or twice. His absence caused no 
particular remark, since it does not obstruct the 
examination, and McDonald’s interests are well 
looked after by his counsel. The Senator is ap- 
parently disposed to support the committee in 
auy Measures necessary to be taken, but the 
developments have wearied and disgusted him, 
and he prefers to spend his time otherwise than 
in watching them Inthe afternoon he was ln 
for a short time, but said he should be absent 
to-morrow. 

Interest was given the procecdings in the aft- 
ernoon by Counselor Corbin, lor the committee, 
calling a witness who plumply contradicted 
the testimony of Sheriff Robert Davis as given 
last week. This wituess was James T. Lillis, 
Doputy Surrogate of Hudsou County and rec- 
retary of the Democratic County Committee. 
He was avery unwilling witness, and tola no 
more than he was compelled to, But he is be- 
heved to have told the truth as far as he went. 

He said that on the night bevore the last elec- 
tion be was at the Democratic County Commit- 
tee rooms in Jersey City when the ballots were 
given out. Among others present were Michael 
H. O'Donnell, Chairman of the Committees; E. A. 
Dugan, Treasurer of the comwuittee, aud sherif 
Robert Davis, Chairman of tbe Executive 
Committee. Witness sat at a table and 
ealied the roll ot precinct workers. 
O'Donnell, Dugan, Davis, and one or 
two others sat avout the table, and thers were 
piles of Jarge and small ballots, pasters, and 
mouey uponit. As witness called a name the 
person he cuiledwouild come up and receive from 
O’Donneli, Dugan, and Davis ballots, pasters, 
and movey. It took ~bout two hours to com- 
plete the roll call, during which a worker from 
each of the 129 precincts In the county came 
up and took his ballots and money. Davis and 
the others staid all through the proceeding. 

Witness did not see the “joker” ballots given 
out but, saw them there ana kuew the workers 
took them. He suw them go off with thei. 
Witness himself took the ballots aud money 
for the Second Precinet of the Eighth District, 
but did not take any “jokers” because he did 
not want them. His package of money con- 
tained $25 or $30, and ho thought that was the 
a@verage sum given each precinct worker, 
though some got more than others. On elec- 
tion day witness saw two or three men in his 
precinct with “joker” bwellots, but he thought 
very few of thein got in the bux, Witness had 
been Secretary of the Democratic County Com- 
mittee about tive years, and O’Douneil, Dugan, 
aud Davis bad held their oitices in the commit- 
tee as long or lonxer. 

‘The Executive Commitieo, of which Davis tis 
Chairman, consists of one mwenider from each 
Assembly district, and the most of the members 
hold office. Davis, from the First District, is 
Sheriff; Charlies Birdsail, from the Third, is 
jail keeper; Charles Ksterbrook, froin the 
Fourth,1s clerk of the Fire Board; Michael 
Hughes, from the Seventh, is foreman of an 
engine company; Joseph Welnthal, from the 
Ninth, is factory inspector, aud simon Kelly of 
the Tenth is cattle inspectur under the Federal 
Administration and Mayor of Weebawken. The 
Chairman of the General Committee, O’Donnell, 
is Lux Commissioner, and Dugan, the Treas- 
urer, is Street and Water Commissioner of Jer- 
gey bity. 

Kesuming the examination of the bailot 
boxes, the committee found but smail discrep- 
ancies in the Eighth, Ninth, and Tenth Pre- 
cinets, In the Eleventh Vrecinct the first 
strong evidences of fraud in tne Third Distrivt 
appeared. The box contained forty-four ballots 
on very thin paper, resembling the * jokers’ in 
ull respects, exvept that they were a little 
jarger. They were not stamped nor milled, and 
appear to have gene into the box inside other 
ballots or severalina buueh, The recount gave 
McDonald 185, instead of 192, asin the official 
return, and gave Stuhr 102, instead of 100, asin 
the official return. ‘The name of Grubb ior Gov- 
_ ernor, Was on 95 ballots, though the oflicial re- 
turn gives him but 91. 

The recount of the ballots from the Twelfth 
and Thirteenth Precineta did not change the 
ee ‘rhe leck of the box trom the 
Vhirtecuth Precinct had to be brokgn, but oth- 
erwise appeared to be in good order. in the 
box from the Fourteenth Precinct were found 
mauy bDallots printed on very thin paper which 
were not visibly marked. it was concluded 
that they must bave gone into the box folded 
inside of otber ballots. The recount did not 
change the figures on Senator, but Gruvp had 
70 ballots for Governor, though credited with 
only 68. 

The box from the Vifteenth Precinct showsd 
many indications of fraud. The poll book was 
written up as neatly asa writing master could 
doit, and there was not aspotonit. but the 
ballots were Very dirty. About half the ballots 
in the box seamed never to have gone through 
the apparatus of the box. ‘There were forty- 
five ‘joker’ ballots, the first tbat had ap- 
peared in the Third District. The recount 
ndded two to McDonald aud took one from 
Btubr, but Grub) seemed to have been robbed 
of three votes. The election officers in this pre- 
cinet who appeared tu deserve attention trom 
the authoritics were Richard Whalen, judgo; 
James Connell and Thomas Burt, inspeciors, 
and Frank L. Herrick, clerk. 

The Sixteenth Precinct showed false count- 
ing a3 Well as fraud. ‘tbe official return gives 
McDonald 183, but the recount sbows that he 
has but 157 ballotsin the box, of which 18 are 
“jokers.” The official return gives Stuhr 72, 
but the recount shows that he has 98 in tho 
box. About one-third of the ballots in the box 
showed no marks of the apparatus, and some of 
them scemed never to have been folded. The 
election officers were Patrick Reilly, judge; 
Francis Mahone and James Kearney, inspect- 
ors, and Albert Youmans, clerk. 

The aggregate result of the recount in the 
Third District is to take 19 from McDonald 
and add 25 to Stuhr’s count. The whole num- 
ber of the familiar “joker” ballots was G3, 
besides 44 ballots of a similar character, buta 
littie larger size. It appeared to be the opinion 
of the committeemen that u considerable num- 
ber of other ballots in the district should be 
thrown out because of evidence of fraud. Me- 
Donald carried that district, according to the 
official count, by 355 piurality.

Rowan, removed, 
as a driver at $600 a year.

Sergt. Golden of the Tenth Precinct neglected 
to make areporton the precinct returns of an 
accident and the removal of the patient to a 
hospital. In his defense the Sergeant pleaded 
that he had overlooked the entry in the press 
of business.

JAMES. WOOD'S MILLIONS. 


BROOKLYN HAS A CLAIMANT TO AN ENG- 
_ LISH ESTATE WORTH $25,000,000. 
Here is another story about an immense fort- 

une—millions and millions of dollars—lying 

peacefully in that great British institution, the 

Bank of England, anxiously waiting for some 

one to come along and claimit. Away back 

toward the beginning of the present century— 





England, a worthy old gentleman, James Wood, 
who left alarge estate to his prother, Samuel, 
providing that in the event of the latter’s leav- 


heirs atlaw of the testator. 

Samuel died without issue, and since then 
there seems never to have turned up an heir at 
law who could prove his claim. So the estate 
went on accumulating until ten years ago, 
when the last of the executors died, and then 


the city of Gloucester took the matter in hand 
and sold the estate, real estate, and other prop- 
erties. The enormous sum total of 25,000,000 
was realized and was promptly deposited in 
the Bank of England. 

Over in Brooklyn is an old gentlemen named 
William ©. Spear. He lives at_ 183 Patchen- 
avenue, is comfortab’y well off, and has an 
aged brother, Lemuel, in Jersey City, and an 
aged sister in Boston. Mr. Spear claims to be 
an heir atjaw of James Wood. and to be en- 
titled to a share in his immense estate. He 
says that Jethro Wood, a * collateral ancestor” 
of James Wood, came to this country many, 
many years ago, and that his descendants inter- 
warried with the Spear family of which he, his 
brother, and his sister are members. Thus 
the basis of the claim, and Mr. Spear has docu- 
mentary evidence, he says, to prove it. 

Mr. Spear made an attempt once to get a por- 
tion of the Wood estate. 6 sent an attorncy 
to England with some of the proots he pos- 
sessed, Dut the attorney played him false and 
never came back to America. Now, it is claimed, 
the Bank of England has begun a search for the 
rightful heirs and has an agent 1n America who 
is trying to hunt them up. Mr. Spear and his 
relatives are contident that they can prove 
their claim, and at all events will made a strong 
elfort to get possession of some of the money.

QUEER STORY OF A MAN WHO ES- 
CAPKD PUNISHMENT ON A SENTENCE, 


A queer state of things was developed yester- 
day in the Tombs Police Court. Thomas Keiley, 
@ habitually-intoxicate1 janitor at 7 Wuarren- 
street, With a fondness for beating his wife, 
was arraigned there bsfore Justice Gorman on 
the charge of beating his sister-in-law, Kate 
Gounod. This woman, when the fellow was ar- 
raigned, rehearsed the story of his wickedness, 
and then declared that only a month before 
Keiley had been hauled up in the same court 
for beating his wife, and had been sentenced to 
six months’ imprisonment on Blackwell's Isl- 
and. Mrs. Keiley, satistied with the disposition 
mmade of her husband and assured of six 
mouths’ peace at least, Wwenthome, aud the first 
humau being she saw there was the gentioman 
who an hour before had been sentenced to a 
loug term on *‘the Isiand.” How he got home 
and why he did not serve his time remained to 
her a wystery. 

The woman’s story was investigated, and, so 
so lar a8 the police court record could show, 
was found to be true. ‘thomas Keiley had in 
January been sentenced as she had said. The 
Justice asked him how he bad managed to 
escupe, and he said that ‘he just walked out of 
the court—in fact, was pushed out.” ‘That was 
all the explanation he gave, and Justice Gor- 
man held him on the lust charge against him to 
await trial, at which time he will also have to 
answer for the assault on his wife, punisument 
tor which be escaped. ‘ 

It 1s suggested in a Vague way by the officials 
as ap explanation of Keiley’s previous escape 
that he owed that escape to some clerical error 
which, in the usual document made out in tbe 
case of a prisoner Which has beep disposed of, 
either released him or otherwise made it possi- 
bie tor him to get out of the court room. ‘The 
fact remains that the wan got away, but how 
it occurred people can only guess at.

TRAINS ON A VIADUCT. 





THE SCHEME OF THE PEOPLE’S 
TRANSIT COMPANY. 


The People’s Rapid Transit Company will ap- 
pear to-dayin the Supreme Court, Chambers, 
and ask Judge Patterson for the appointment 
of Commissioners of Condemnation. 

This company was incorporated on Sept. 11, 
1888. It has filed its maps for a line from the 
Battery to Tarrytown. Its stockholders have 
made subscriptions equivalent to $10,000 per 
mile for the length of the roud, thus secur- 
ing the authority of the law to commence con-+ 
siruction, Tne company has taken no part in 
the controversy over specialrapid transit acts, 


but relies on the general railroad law. In out- 
liniug its plan of construction the company 
says: 


** Your railroad will have four tracks, two central, 
for express trains, 10 be raised above the two ex- 
terior tracks for lucal trains, sutiiclently to segre- 
gale Lhe express from the local passenger traitic. 
The tracks will be carried upon ao Viaduct, formed 
by connected arches of masuury, which at the elec 
tiou of vhe property owner, by guarantee to the 
company of a permanent right of way, may be in- 
corporated Jnto the Walls of new buildings. 

The elevation of the lower tracks, Varying with 
the topography, will be from sixty to seventy feet 
above the surface, leaving room veneath for four 
or livé stories or Heors. Lhe whole ground space, 
with openings tor light and air, to the height of 
these four or tive sturies, will be finished in the 
must substantial manner into fire-proof tenements, 
best suited to their prospective use in the different 
localities of all kinds, from storehouses to apart- 
ments of the first-class. ‘These tenements will be 
provided with steam elevators and all modern con- 
veniences. 

“ Below the tracks and above the tencments will, 
be interposed arches and concrete, broken stone- 
and other materials found by long use and experi 
ment to be effectual to cut off the sound and jar, 
aud remove all the incouvenlence of passing trains.”

HUGH WALDRON DEAD. 





THE WELL-KNOWN CIGAR MAN OF THE 
ASTOR HOUSE PASSES AWAY. 


Hugh Waldron, a familiar figure about the 
Astor House and Hoffman House for many 
years, aud one of the most widely-acquainted 
men of this city, dled yesterday morning in St. 
Vincent’s Hospital, of pneumonia, in the fifty- 
seventh year of his age. He was a native of 
Howth, near Dublin, [reland, but came to this 
country in his chilabood, locating in the South. 
He was married at Charleston and came North 
with his family when the war broke out For 
several years he was a salesman at the cigar 
stand in the Astor House rotunda, but succeed- 
ed to the proprietorship when the hotel passed 


into the ownership of Messrs. Allen & Dam in 
1876. He was also one of the proprietors of the 
cigar stand tn the Hoffman House. 

Few persons in this city 1ncluded a larger or 
more distinguished number of persons among 
their acquaintances, and his friendships wero 
of almost equal extent. He was foreman of the 
jury that,sent James D. Fish to State prison 
tor wreoking the Marine Bank. On Sunday 
last he was taken ill, and retired to his room in 
the Astor House. His illuess took a sorious 
form, aud on Monday he was transferred to St. 
Vincent’s Hospital, where he died, as stated. 

He leaves six children, the youngest of whom 
is alittle girl of ten years, who, witb her sis- 
ter, isa pupilin the Sacred Heart Academy at 
Kenwoou, near Albany. Three of Mr. Wal- 
dron’s sous were with him when he died. The 
tuneral will take place to-morrow at 10 o’clock 
from St. Patrick’s Cathedral.

The franchise bas twice 
been so!4 and the sale has twice been declared 
nullified because the purchaser failed to con- 
summate it by filing a bond. The two compet- 
ing companies oftered 100 per cent. of their 
gross earnings, but did aot carry out their in- 
tentions.

A FINE DISPLAY ATTRACTS A CROWD 
TO THE EDEN MUSEE. 


The orchja show whieh opened yesterday 
transformed the Eden Musée into a floral 
bower. Naturally many people went to see it, 
80 mary as to keep the spacious music hall in 
which the show is set rather more than com- 
fortably filled all day. The visitors included 
some of the most ardent admirers of this para- 
gon of flowers. Everybody at all informed in 
such watters knows about the orchid enthu- 
siast. Orchids, in hisor her opinion, are like 
diamonds, in that they have a cash convertible 
value at all times, always equal at least to the 
first cost. The difterence between orchids and 


diamonds, however, is important. People will 
part with their diamonds, but with their orchids 
never. 

That was the kind of company at the show 
yesterday. Perhaps the total of admissions 
was not as large as the casual visitor might 
have supposed, for orchid lovers do not believe 
in hasty surveys of their favorites. They like 
to linger over each particular plant, to study 
the infinite varieties of structure, and to search 
out the wonderful contrasts of color which 
some of the specimens more or less grudgingly 
display. Having exhausted the charms of one 
specimen, it is left with a sigh in which satis- 
faction and regret are coupled, and the same 
process is begun again with another. At the 
rete at which some of the examinations went 
on yesterday this would seem to be vacation 
time for visitors, whose only foar must be lest 
they may be unable to get all around the room 
witnin the ten days tor which the show is an- 
nounced. 

Lhe orchids are very prettily arranged, 
like gems in a setting. Ropes of ever- 
greeD span the room overhead. Along 
the galleries are strung festoons of green. 
Towering palms fill the space in midair. There 
are stands and benches gracefully placed 
about the rooms. Climbing vines, ferns, and 
moss trailfrom thom to the floor, presenting 
easily the tmpression of verdure-clad rocks iu 
a@ tropical forest. On tup of these stands are 
banked the orchids iu that arti!essness of con- 
fusion which 1s art’s chief charm. The effect 
of this arrangement of seeming carolessness is 
to reward the eye with fresh surprises at every 
turn. Of course, this delighted ibe visitors, 

Hardly the most conspicuous, but perhaps 
the most valuable specimen of orchid in the 
show is an example of Cattleya (riune from the 
De Forest collection at Sumwit, N. J. The 
flowers rear themselves like Easter lilies, which 
they resemble somewhat. A dash of yellow 
softens the glare within,,but thergis no trace 
of pink. Pink being the prevailing color in the 
species, its abscuce in this case makes the spec- 
imenrare. A Cattleya triane may be bouxht of 
almost any florist at an ordinary price for 
orchids, very good specimens bringing only 
about $15 per buuoch., The De Forest exhibit is 
not on sale, but orchidists say 1t would be 
snapped up at $1,000 if iis owner would part 
with it, 

W. 8. Kimball, the Rochester cigarette maker, 
is a great admirer of orculds. He has sent speci- 
mens to the show from his collection. They till 
a large stand and atable. Some of them are 
very beautitul, the collection being both varied 
and choice. His display of the pretty siippered 
orchid known as Cypripedium was especially 
attractive. Jt contains specimens that orig- 
inated with Mr. Kimball. He has honored his 
orchid-loving friends by Lativizing their names 
and calling the plants after them, ‘The other 
exhibitors include John Eyermano of Easton, 
Mrs. Fred Goodrich of Riverdale, the Dinsmore 
cojlection, Erastus Corning, M. Schusartt, and 
Siebrecht & Wadley. ‘I'be firm of florists last 
named also contribute some striking Specimens 
of Anthuriwn andreanum, of bybvrid amaryliis, 
of rare ferns, and a bird’s-nest fern, which 1s 
conspicuous equally for-its abundant foliage 
and 116 perfection of form.

MONEY NEEDED BY THE STATE CHABRI- 
TIES AID ASSOCIATION. 


Tho State Charities Aid Association makes an 
appeal to the public for money to carry on its 
laudable work. The association was organized 
in 1872 for the purpose of effecting much-need- 
ed reforms in the public charitable institutions 
of this State, and securing improved methods in 
the administration of poor relief. No other 
voluntary organization has devote itself to 
this field. Its work is carried on by visiting 
committees in fifty-one of the sixty counties of 
the State. These committees report to the 
central association in this city, which gives 
careful study to the subject of poor relief, to 
collecting and circulating information, to de- 
vising reme lies for evils and abuses reported, 


and securing their adoption by ‘éxislation or 
otherwise, 

The present membership of the association is 
about 1,100, and among the prominent men 
who have actively participated in its work are 
Bishop Henry ©. Potter, John Jay. Theodore 
W. Dwight, Dr. W. Gill Wylie, Thomas L. 
James, Theodore Roosevelt, Joseph H. Choate, 
Howard Potter, Dr. Stephen Smith, Dr. A. 
Jacobi, D. Willis James, Frederick L. Olmstead, 
D. B. Eaton, Horace White, F. A. Stout, and 
‘Anson Phelps Stokes. 

The appeal of the association says: 


“The influence for good of the association has 
Deen plainly shown in the general improvement of 
the State charitable institutions and in the greater 
etlicioncy of the administration of the poor laws. 
Among the special results of its efforts may be 
mentioned the establishment of the Training School 
for Nurses, of the Society for Instruction in First 
Aid to the Injured, the paneage of the Tramp 
act, the system of supplying asylums, poorhouses, 
prisons, life-saving stations, &., with books and 
hewspapers, the initiation of the movement for 
tenement hous» reform, the establishment of work- 
ing girls’ clubs, the a gee of the passage of 
the ‘Children’s law’ of 1875, by which dependent 
children are excluded from poorhouses and 
from association with paupers; the endeavor to 
procure at present the adoption of legislative 
measures providing for the imposition of indeter- 
minate and cumulative sentences in commitments 
to the workhouse; also providing for the transfer 
of all the pauper and indigent insane from county 
poorhouses tu State asylums, and other useful and 
needed measures, In view of these practical re- 
sults already achieved, and the record of its work 
tending to diminish panperism and crime, no leas 
important surely than efforts designed for the act- 
ual relief of distress, the State Charities Aid Asso- 
ciation earnestly appeals to its former members 
and to the public oe, for the support needed 
to continue a work which should be constant in or- 
der to be effective, and which, properly aided, can- 
not fail to be of great benetit to the community.”

BROOKLYN RAPID TRANSIT. 





THE ATLANTIC-AVENUE QUESTION — A 
ROAD TO FORT HAMILTON, 


Tho Atlantic-Avenue Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion of Brooklyn met again yesterday and 
heard further arguments in favor of a de- 
pressed road on that thoroughfare. John 8. 
Frost mado the main address, and by his posi- 
tive manner brought out the fact that at least 


some of the Commissioners favor an elevated 
structure. 

Gen. Wingate, counsel to the Commissioners, 
showed Mr. Frost plans for a two-track struct- 
ure and plans for a four-track road, but Mr. 
Frost declared them all to bo “heavy, cum- 
brous, and unsightly.”” The fact of the Com- 
missioners having plans for an elevated road 
made considerable comment. Before adjoarn- 
ing the Commissioners directed Gen. Wingate 
to prepare a statement of the rights of the 
Long Island and the Atlantic-Avenue Railroad 
Companies in regard to their franchises for At- 
lantic-avenue. This opinton will be ready in a 
tew days. 

What has always been known as the Eighth 
Rapid Transit Commission, appointed to ascer- 
tain tho necessity of an elevated road from 


Greenwood to Fort Hamilton, met yesterday: 
and adopted resolutions providing that a road 
should be built from the present terminus of 
the Union Elevated Road at Fifth-avenue and 
Thirty-seventh-street, across private property 
to Thirty-eighth-street. down that street to 
Third-avenue, and thence out to the city line. 
The manner of extending the road beyond the 
city line was left for decision to-morrow night. 

The commission also decided that the com- 
pany should be permitted to construct terminal 
facilities at the Brooklyn Bridge in High and 
Washington streets and on private property, 
but that it should make arrangements with the 
Union Elevated Road to carry passengers over 
its tracks without extra charge.

“Oh, about twenty-five or thirty years,” an- 
swered Daggett. 

Then Col. Bacon wanted to know about cam- 
paign committees and what their duties were. 
Dagget waa just the person to give this infor- 
mation in an interesting way, but Lawyer Gay, 
of counsel for the Republican League, came in 
with an objection. 

**There is no use in asking such general ques- 
tions as that,” said he, 

“ Did W. W. Dudley act as Chairman of the 
Campaign Committee?” asked Col. Bacon, 
‘“‘and act 80 openly that all the persons dealing 
with him knew him to be the Chairman ?” 

Daggott did the work for Dudley here, and 
Mr. Gay came in with another objection, which 
Referee L. C. Raegener sustained. Then Col. 
Bacon asked Daggett: 

‘“‘What did Dudley doin connection with the 
Campaign Committee t” 

“Well,” said Dagectt, “he submitted different 
reports and forms which he had directed me te 
prepare.”’

“Ton.” 

““What did he say when yoa had done it?”

When the Brookiyn man had finished, Plaintiff 
Martin was further examined, and tnen Lawyer 
Gay said that he wanted timeto prepare his 
argument asking fora dismissal of the com- 
plaint.

SUICIDE OR HEART DISEASE, 





AN OLD FARMER WHO HAD BEEN VIC- 
TIMIZED DIES SUDDENLY. 


The dsad body of John R. Winterton, a 
wealthy farmer, was found alongsiae of the 
railroad track, near his home, not far from Key- 
port, N. J., on Tuesday night. He had beenin 
this city during the day in consultation with 
his son, Clarence E. Winterton, who keeps a 
fruit and produce store at 95 Park-place. He 
left the store about 3 o’clock to return to his 
home. At Keyport his death was attributed to 
suicide, from despondency oecasioned by the 
loss of $975 through forgeries of his son’s ex- 
bookkeeper, Henry J. Meyer. 

Charles E. Winterton, after attending a hear- 
ing of Meyer's case in the Adame-Street Police 
Court, Brooklyn, yesterday morning, went to 


Keyport to investigate his father’s death. His 
clerks said that he scouted the suggestion of 
suicide, but attriputed his father’s death to 
heart disease. The elder Winterton, they said, 
had been a sufferer from heart disease for years. 
When he left the store on fuesday afternoon he 
was apparently in good health and spirits. 
During the afternoon he had been witn his son 
in consultation with the officers of the New- 
Yors National Exchange Bank, presumably in 
regard to Meyer’s forgeries. Charies E. Winter- 
ton was Informed of his father’s death by a tele- 
gram received at 10 o’clock on Tuesday night, 
but had to remain in the city to be present at 
the examination of Meyer yesterday morning. 
‘The father was not a partner in the son’s busi- 
ness. ; 

Moyer was bookkeeper for Winterton up to 
Jan. 25 last, when he was transferred to the 
position of traveling salesman. A short time 
afterward Winterton discovered that he had 
forged thirteen checks aggregating $975, which 
had been cashed by Goetz Brothers, musical 
instrument dealers of Court-street, Brooklyn, 
and paid by the bank. He was arrested on the 
11th instant and his examination set down for 
yesterday.

KLECIRIO ROADS AND CARS. 





A $2,000,000 conTRACT FOR 200 MILES 
OF ROAD AND 200 CARs. 


What is perhaps the biggest contract ever en- 
tered into for the equipment of any street rail- 
Way system was signed in the office of the 
Sprague Electric Railway and Motor Company, 
at 18 Broad-street, yesterday morning by John 
Muir, General Manager of that corporation, 
and Thomas Lowry, President of the Minneap- 
olis and St. Paul Railway system. The agree- 
ment covers the equipment of 200 miles of 
road, the supplying of 200 cars with their mo- 
tors, and, im fact, a complete fitting out of Min- 
neapoiis, St, Paul, and the strip of road be- 
tween the cities on the Sprague plan. The 
amount of money to be paid on this initial 
equipment alone is $2,000,000, and in order to 
enter into the contract the Minneapolis and 8t. 
Paul system discards its old cable plants and 
countermands orders for cable equipment to 
the amonnt of $700,000. 

The Edison as well as the Sprague patents 
are used by Mr. Muir’s company. An overhead 
wire carries a continuous current of from 400 
to 500 volts. A big dynamo in a single station 
furnishes the main current. Under Edison pat- 
ents, however, this is reinforced by stations 
along the line, which serve the purpose of relay 
batteries.

THE MEYER BROTHERS. 
PHILIP GOT SECURITIES AND ALBERT 
CasH, BUT NEITHER KNEW WHERE 

¢ THE SECURITIES CAME FROM. 


fiegmund T. Meyer evidently out out the 
wrong defense for the family in the Sixth 
National Bank case on Monday. His frantic 
efforts by wholesale swearing to clear his boys 
as well as himself from the imputation of com- 
plicity in wrecking the Sixth National were 
yesterday ilatly repudiated by his sons, and 
thelr testimony isin many respects a contra- 
diction of the testimony ef the father. Sieg- 
mund had made out a rather bad showing for 
his sons,and in his excess of zeal for the 
family had testified to things which he might 
have wished to betrue, but which were vevi- 
flently not true. The boys saw plainly that he 
had made a mess of it, and, having compared 
hotes, were able to present a more consistent 
story for themselves yesterday. They con- 
Btracted a species of defense which they evi- 
dently thought satisfactory, but in so doing 
they pretty effectually demolished the story 
their father had told on Monday. 

At the same time they confeSsed themselves 
willing and submissive tools of the conspirators 
who nearly wrought the ruin of the three 
banks, while earnestly desiring not to be con- 
Bidered among the “‘ head devils’ in the affair. 
Albert L. Meyer was the tirst of the sons to 
testify. He said he was a member of the firm 
of Siegmund F. Meyer & Son andof Meyer, 
Moore & Co., who, by his testimony, became 
champagne importers. He testified that the 
indorsement of the eashier’a check on the Sixth 
National for $60,000 to Pell, Wallack & Co. was 
the indorsement of Siegmund T. Meyer & Son, 
and that he had placed it there. Theodore W. 
Myers & Co.’s check for $50,000 and E. K. Wil- 
lard & Co.’s check for $56,000 to Siegmund T. 
Meyer & Son he had also indorsed. All of these 
checks were brought to him by his brother, 
Philip L. Meyer, and he bad indorsed them at 


his brother’s request and got them cashed at 
the Wesiern Natioual bank and given the pro- 
ceeds to his brother. He received tre first 
check, that for $60,000, from his brother Jan. 
22, aud went to the Western National Bank, 
where he saw either Mr. Jordan or Mr. Canda 
and had him eash the check for a consideration 
of 6 per cent. interest per annum tor oue day. 
He received six twn-thousand-dollar bills and 
gave them to his brother. 

The next day Theodore W. Myers & Co.’s 
check tur $50,000 and E. K. Willard & Co.’s 
check for $56,000 were cashed by the Western 
National Bank for him in the sume way. He 
received ten teu-thousand-doliar bills, ove of 
$5,000 and one of $1,000, and these he gave to 
his brother. For procuring the casp on these 
checks he only charged his brother ‘*$1 and af- 
fection.” : 

The twenty-thousand-dollar check of Theo- 
dore W. & Co. to bdiegmund T. 
Meyer & tne firm's indorse- 
meot, he said, in tne handwriting of his 
brother. Philip told him he had indorsed a 
check with the firm’s name, and he told him 
thatit was ail rigut ‘he final check which 
Theodore W. Myers & Co. had sent in settie- 
ment of the general account of Siegmund T. 
Meyer & Son, for $5,891 45, De took, \ogether 
Wii the statement, to Conrad N. Jordan and 
told him the firm had nothing to do with the 
stolen securities. He asked Mr. Jordan to take 
the check to T. W. Myers & Co. and straighten 
itout Mr. Jordan said, ‘* Weil, you indorse it,” 
and he indorsed the check. é 

The check for $56,000 from E. K. Willard & 
Co. be had himself received from that tirm. 
His brother telephoned for him Jan. 23 to meet 
him in front of 60 Broadway. He went there 
und met his brother Puilip, and they went to- 
gether into the office of J. F. Mead & Co. at 
that number, where his brother produced and 
handed to him some bonds and asked him to 
get the money on them. His brother did no: 
have the bends on his person when they meu, 
but got them from somebody somewhere in the 
otlice, Who or where he did not know. He 
took the bonds, which were inclosed in a 
newspaper package, over to E K. Willard 
& Cv.’s, where he unrolled the package and 
counted them, and ob.ained a check tor 
$56,000 on them. He bad no previous knowl- 
edge of the bonds. His firm hud nothing to ao 
with the sale of the bonus; they kept no ac- 
count with Tueodure W. Myers & Co. for the 
bonds and did not enter the checks which he 
had procured to be cashed :or his prother upou 
the firm books. He had acted in the matter 
Sluply to accommodate his brother Philip. 

Geurge RK. Sheldon of William C. Sneidon & 
Co. testified that on Jan. 23 his firm received 
$115,000 face value in bonds for sale from 
Philip L. Meyer, upon which they gave him 
their check to his order for $110,000, On Jan, 
28 they gave him another check for $3,420. 
Both checks were indorsed “P. L. Meyer’ and 
‘George H. Pell, Agent.” As soon as he had 
any idea that the bouds were of the lot taken 
from the Sixth National Bank, and knowing 
that Conrad N. Jordan was looking for these 
bonds, be told Mr. Jordan that he had $22,0V00 
face value of the bonds unsold, against which 
there was @ debit balance of $18,937. Mr, Jor- 
fan paid this balaoce, and he delivered to 
him the bonds. Afterward he found out that 
Jordan had paid them $1,263 33 too much, and 
he returued this to him. 

John Satterlee, a massive, florid, white-haired 
old man, who had to use an eur trumpet, ap- 
peared long enough to say that he and James 
A. Simmons com posed the firm of John Satter- 
lee & Co., Harlem River contractora, He at- 
tended to the practical part of the work andsim- 
mons minded the finances. He keptthe working 
bovks at the King’s Bridge ottice and Simmons 
kept the rest at 45 Broadway. Cashier Col- 
s0n’s caeck for $6V0,00U to John Satterlee & Co. 
pnd the note of John Satterlee & Co, to the 
Sixth National Bank were shown to witness. 
He had never seen either of them before and 
could not recognize the hand in which the 
firm name was signed. He did not goto Sim- 
mone’s oflice once in three months, 

Philip L. Meyer’s examination was begun but 
not concluded yesterday. He testified that he 
dealt in real estate, handled stocks ana bonds 
in the Sireet, and was more or less interested 
in steamboat and railroad enterprises. He was 
not now a member of the firm of 8, T. Meyer & 
Son—had not been for six or seven years. His 
only ottice was at 7 Broadway. He knew 
Cjaassen, Simmons, Pell, and all the rest of the 
combine. Had helped Pell, Simmons, and 
Courter to organize the Equitable Bank, in 
which be was and is still a stockholder. He 
heard somewhere, somehow, from somebody, he 
*could not say” where or when or from whom, 
that the Lenox Hill Bank was tor sale, 
and had mentioned the fact to Simmous and 
Pell. He met tbem at 45 Broadway, where he 
went to hold business tulks with simmons. 
one didn’t know they wanted to buy a bank, 

ut imagined they might. He had no talk with 
them about buying the Sixth National Bank, 
and did not know until two days before the 
transfer took piace that it was to occur. Then 
Pell told him “some gentlemen” had purchased 
it. He didn’t know but rather imagined who 
they were. He didn’t know until after their 
sale that he had been handling the securities 
belonging to that bank. 

At thjs point the examination was suspended 
to go on to-day. A meeting of the depositors of 
the Lenox Hall Bank will be held this evening 
at Lenox Hill, at which Mr. Conrad N. Jordan 
will be present and have something to say. 

Mr. Jordan has been so busy lately in re- 

ponding to the calls made on his ingenuity in 
straightening out the affairs of the crippled banks 
that he has been obliged to neglect at least one 
of the cails made on him asa citizen. Mr. Jor- 
dan was summoned to appear before Judge 
Beach in the Supreme Court for jury duty. He 


failed to appear, aud yesterday Judge Beach 
fined him $100 for his neglect. 








RELEASED AFTER TWENTY YEARS. 

SEATTLE, Washington, Feb. 19.—A jury in the 
Probate Court here has decided that Homer C. 
Brown is sane, and he has been granted his lib- 
erty. Mr. Brown is sixty years old, and for the 
last twenty years he bas been confined in dif- 
ferent asylums in this county. 

For the last eight years he has been in the 
custody of his brother, Wilson H. Brown, now 
of this city, who sought to have him again con- 


fined in an asylum here, and it was his efturts 
to do so that brought about the trial ana 
Brown's release.

DR. DIX PLEADS FOR SINCERE AND 


EARNEST LENTEN OBSERVANCE. 


A penitential service ushered in the begin- 
ning of Lent at Trinity Church. The customary 
brilliant musical service gave way to plain 
song responses and Gregorian tones, the 
““Miserere” was sung instead of the “‘Ascription” 
at the conclusion of the sermon, and in place of 
the ‘“‘Gloria in Excelsis” the familiar hymn 
“Rock of Ages.” At the celebration of the 
holy communion the rector was assisted by the 
Rev. Mr. Odell, the Rev. Mr. Still, and the Rev. 
Mr. Magill. 

In the course of the first of his series of 
Lenten discourses, which was foanded upon the 
words of Hosea, ‘Come, let us return unto the 
Lord,” the Rev. Dr. Dix said: 

“Lent bas a double aspect: one way it looks 
to ths world and one way it looks toward the 
sanctuary of the Lord. To the world it speaks 
ln Warning tone of judgment to come, of time 
passing without improvement, of tuat wrath of 
God which is to burn His enemies when tie 
hour shail arrive for a full and final overturow. 
Lent is a silent witness ayainst tne manners of 
the age and the godlessness O/ wreat numbers of 
men, leaving them witunuut excuse who will not 
listen and taark what is now said to them in the 
name of the Lord, 

“ But, on the other hand, Lent comes to the 
children of the kingdom with a voive of re- 
Monstrapnce and pieading—to remind, to per- 
suade, to sofen hearts, and draw back to the 
paths which lead to rest and peace. Our way 
through iife is not direct; were wo to mark it 
On ® track chart, and note its windings and 
twistings and turnings, we might fail to see that 
any progress had been made. Christ is in front; 
He leads us in the way; we never quite lose 
sight of that figure in front, nor do we lag be- 
hind so far but we can bear tne voice calling us 
to come on. But what a miserable tollowing 
it is! How slow, how paintul! 
heart in it, how little love! How many 
temptations to stop, to rest awhile, to 
sun one's self by the wayside; to go, like Sr. 
Peter, aud warm one’s self at the fire, Where we 
seo others warming themselves. We struggie 
from the path; we give chase to one thing on 
this side and to two on that; we do not mean to 
do wrong, but we do not work hard to do right. 
A word, iovingly spoken and willingly hearu, 
may change all this; the call of a well-remem- 
bered voice, the thought of better duys, may 
draw Us to arenewal of our vows and a fresh 
beginning in the service of Him who loved us 
and bought us with his precious blood. 

**And 80 Lent, in its sweet and satisfying as- 
pect, is for Christ's own. Toa desperute trans- 
xressor, t0 ® Man in Datal sin, there is no dear 
Lententide; any time is,in his case, the time 
for repentance; ali times are the same to one 
whose time is a continuance of rebellion to 
one who at no time regards or fears Almighty 
God. But with the faithful—for so they are sv 
described, although so far below their standard 
—itisnotso. They have times and seasous and 
days and years inthe life of grace, times not 
intended for the world, which merely lieth in 
wickeauess. Each year we have a season of 
revival; we are invited to go into retreat; we 
have our quiet weeks when we must return to 
the Lord. It is an ancient order, as old or 
nearly as old as Christianity, most excellently 
fitted to our actual state, most necessary, and 
expressive of the patience, the forDearance, the 
loug-sulferiug of the Saviour. 

**Many conform to tue vsage of the season 
from low motives, because it is the custom of 
society, because the need of physical rest is 
felt, because toey think itright to pay respect 
to the Church, while their hearts are not in it 
and they wish it were over, and they must in-

AN SWINDLER. 


HERE’S A MAN WHO HAS BEEN SUCCESS- 
FULLY AT WORK FOR YEARS. 


Thers isa gentleman with a unique concep- 
tion of honesty abroad in the land. For about 
twelve years he bas been deriving what must 
be a considerable income by his swindling prac- 
tices, and ali efforts to catch him have been 
conspicuous by their lack of success, 

For almost twelve years past the officers of 
the New- York News Company, whose olfices are 
at 20 Beekman-street, have at intervals received 
letters from persons in various parts of the 
United States complaining that books avd peri- 
odicals handled by the company, the subscrip- 
tions to which they had paid, had failed to reach 
them. Inveatigation invariably developed the 
fact that such subscriptions had been paid toa 
man who represented himself as an agent of 
the news company, who supplied what looked 
like genuine subscription blanks, but who had 
no connection with the company at ail. He was 
a swindler, and his methods were and are siu- 
ple but effective. 

It has apparently been his scheme tofinvade 
some littie village, sell or try to seil, as an 
agent for tue New-York News Company, sub- 
scriptions to all sorts of publications, culiecting 
a deposit in auvauce. Two or three days in one 
place prove sutticient for his needs, and then he 
goes on tosome other place and renews his 
operations. As the company employs no agents 
out of the city the bouks which this interesting 
person gelis are never received. » ; 

The blanks used by this person, some ef which 
nave been sent to the news compavy which he 
claimed tv represent, bear the name ot the 
New-York News Company, 346 Sixth-avenue. 
At that address nothing seems to be known of 
the man or his business. ‘he company has no 
ottice tuere. A few weeks ngo proof sheets of 
one of these blanks came by mistake in a mys- 
terious manner to Manager Rhodes or the New- 
York News Company, and that gentleman has 
been trying ever since to locate the printer 
through whom the swindler might be lientified, 
but thua far without success. ‘he matter has 
finally been put into th» hands of Superintend- 
ent Murray, and the police are now engaged In 
an industrious effort to ferret out this enter- 
prising scoundrel. Recentiy he has been oper- 
ating fo this city, and his boidness may result 
disastrously to himeelf. 








THE MEDICAL SOOIETY VINDICATED. 

Three. suits for damages which Dr. Charles F. 
Kreizer had brought against the counsel and 
agent of the Medical Society of the County of 
New-York have been discontinued at the re- 
quest of the plaintiff. Two of these actions— 
tor false imprisonment—were brought in the 
Supreme Court, and one for malicious prose- 
oution was brought in the Superior Court, and 
in them Dr. Kreizer sought an aggregate of 
$30,000 damages. 

Dr. Kreizer was arrested upon a charge of 
felony under the Medical act, in advertising 
under the falee name of Kriger. He was in- 
dicted on this charge, but claimed tnat he did 
not intentionally use the false name, and that it 
was a misprint which, after vainly endeavoring 
to correct, he finally accepted. The society 
faye him the benefit of the doubt and consented

OF THE TEUTONIC ORDER 


A RELIO OF THE WARS WITH 
THE MOSLEM. 
MODE OF INITIATION AND THE SEVERE 
QUALIFICATIONS—ITS ANCIENT HIS- 
TORY—OTHER ORDERS. 


VirENNA, Feb. 2.—One of those picturesque 
medizval ceremonies which in this prosaic 
nineteenth century are only to be witnessed in 
all their pristine splendor either at Vienna or 
Madrid, and which would appear stagey and 
even ridiculous anywhere else, took place 
last Saturday at the church of the Teutonic 
Order in the Singer Strasse. A crowd com- 
posed of the very ‘‘fine fleur’ of the Austrian 
and Hungarian aristocracy was assembled in 
the sacred editice to witness the strange 
spectacle, and the exquisite costumes of the 
ladies and the brilliant uniforms of the men 
were set off to perfection by the ancient walls, 
hoary with age, and balf hidden by the 
battered and faded banners, the monuments, 
and the armorial bearings of defunct Knights 
of the order. 

The latter was instituted after the siege of 
Acre in 1192 by the Crusader King Henry of 
Jerusalem and Emperor Henry VI. of Germany. 
The statutes were framed on the mode! of the 
Hospitalliers and Templars, and the Knights 
were to be exclusively ofthe Teutonic or Ger- 
moan Nation, which had sustained great losses at 
the siege of Acre. Pope Celeste IIL com- 
manded that they should be styled Knights of 
St. Mary or of Our Lady of Mount Zion, and that 
they should be clad in white and weara black 
cross, in the form of that of 8t. John of Jeru- 


salem, on their habits, standards, and arms. 
Their first stution was Acre, After the fall of 
Jerusalem they moved to Venice, and. from 
there tou Germany. 

‘Lhe order was abolished in 1809 after the 
battla of Austeriitz by Napoleon, but was re- 
called to life in 1834 by Emperor Ferdinand of 
Austria. The preseut Grand Master is Arch- 
duke William, tue most gay and cheery mem- 
ber of the imperial family, whose vows of 
celibacy do nvt prevent him figuring as the 
hero of innumerable adventures. 

Perhaps the wost laugbhapie incident in con- 
nection therewith is the ove which happened a 
few years ago. The Archduke was calipg upon 
a lady of rank but of er ee ee 
repuie, and with a view of avoidins public 
recognition had dispensed with his carriage and 
liveried servants In tavor of what they cail here 
ab “‘unnuwerierter,” a sort of private cav 
wiich he was wont to use for expeditions of 
this nature. At 10 o’clock the janitor was 
about to close the doors of the house, when be 
caught sight of the cab in the court yard. 
He immediately called upon the driver to 
xO and take up ohis_ station outside in 
the Btreet, This the cabby absulutely refused 
to do. A Vivient altercation ensued between 
the two men on the subject, and the janitor 
Was just on the point of summoning the pulice 
to heip him eject the cab from the premises, 
when the driver in despair caught boid of him 
by his coat talland whispered into lis ear: 

“tis the Arcuduke Wiiliam who is up stairs, 
and I have got to wait for him right here!” 

“Himmel! you don't say so!” replied the 
janitor in awestricken tones, “The Archduke, 
Wuy didn’t you say so at once? Of course it’s 
allright. Don’t sur! Iwiilsit up toopen the 
doors for you When he gets ready to go.” 
Unable, however, to keep Sv importanta secret 
locked up in his heart, and elated beyond de- 
sc1ipuion at the honor conferred upon the house 
by the presence of 80 iliustrious a visitor, the 
janitor summoned several of his friends from & 
neighbering café and informed them that the 
Archduke was up stairs. The news quickly 
spread in the whole block, aud when his im- 
periail Highness issued forth from the house a 
little before midnight, he found the street 
alwost blocked by a dense crowd, who intoned 
the national anthem of Austria in his honor 
and greeted him with demonstrations of the 
most exuberant loyalty. 

Gay and trivolous as he is in private life, his 
tall figure looked singularly siately and im- 
posipg as be entered tue church arrayed in tne 
tull robes of the order at 1V o’clock, preceded 
and followed by the Knights of yurious degree 
and by the clergy. Having seated himseli on 
the tarone which had been prepared for him 
on the Gospel side of the altar, the Chevaliers 
ot Justice of the order touk their places on 
the opposite side of the ohancel, while the 
Papal Nunecio and the chaplains remained 
standing in a semi-circle on the steps iead- 
ing uy to the Holy Table. Then again the 
organ pealed forth the grand march from “The 
Prophet,” and the processivn of candidates for 
the honor of knoighthood entered from the 
sacristy accompanied by their sponsors and es- 
quires. The neuphytes were Count von Sturgh 
aud Baron von Seeberg, both ollivers of crack 
regiments in the army, and men who had fur- 
nished satisfactory proof that thelr ancestry 
Was untarpvished by any bourgeois strain for 
sixteen xenerations On the paternal side and for 
eight on that of the mother, ... - 

Tney were arrayed iike the knights of olden 
time, in complete suits of cham armor, but 
without either swords or spurs. Each bore a 
rosary inthe hand, and during the high mass 
which followea remained standing on white and 
black manties which bad beep spread out on 
the ground in front of the altar for the purpose. 
Just befure the benediction Was pronounced by 
the Nunoio, they were girded with swords by 
their esquires, and the visors of their helmets 
were lowered over their faces. The Archduke 
now stepped down frow bis throne and ordered 
them to kneel before him. Grasping the sword 
of euch of the candidates ip turn, he struck him 
therewith thrice on the left shoulder, excluim- 
ing: ‘In honor of God! of Our Lady! and of 
Saint George! Bear this, but nothing wore! 
Better knight than squire.” 

Everybody then turned toward the altar 
while a litany wus chanted. The two novices 
remaining kneeling on the ground, their faces 
almost touching the altar steps. At the con- 
clusion their mantles were raised from the 
gcouud and solemnly blessed by the Chaplain 
of the order. Goiden spurs were aftixed to 
their heels, und the Jewel or cross of the order 
was placed around their necks by the Grand 
Prior, A Te Deum was then performed, atter 
which the new knights, having raised their 
visors, approached the Arcuduke’s throne, and 
bending low beiore him, Kissed bis hand— 
a salute which he returned by kissing them on 
the cheek. ‘Lhey then received the accolude, or 
fraternal kiss, of every knight and priest o. the 
order, and finally took ther places at the head 
of the procession as it left the church for the 
Hall of Assembly, where a chapter was held for 
the inscription of the names 0: the new knights 
upon the roster, At 5 o’clock in the evening a 
grand banquet in the palace of the order, which 
was presided over by the Archduke and at- 
tended by alithe knights present in the city, 
brought these strange aud medizxval cere- 
wonies to a close. 

Although tue Teutonic order is reserved only 
for the male sex, there are several kindred 
orders in Germany for ladies. ‘the Grand 
Mistresses of these who are ordinarily Prin- 
cesses of imperial or royal rank, bear tue tile 
of Abbess, while the lady members are desig- 
nated as Canonesses. The Canoness is not 
necessarily a celibate, but is called upon to fur- 
nish genealogical qualifications for admission 
to the orders, almost as exacting as those of the 
Teutonic knights. Besides admission to the 
continental Courts the membership of one of 
these female orders confers upon its holder the 
right of being addressed as Madawe instead of 
Miss, and in fact all the social status, inde- 
pendence, and immuuity from contro! of a mar- 
ried woman, 

The principal of all these orders is that of the 
Imperial Chapter of Prague, which was founded 
by the Empress Maria Theresa, and which has 
its headquarters ut the Hadrashin, or Royal 
Palace, in the Bohemian capital. The present 
Abbess is the Archduchess Marguerite Sopnie, 
a niece of the Emperor, who succeeded the 
Archduchess Christina when the latter became 
Queen of Spain. The costume of tbe order, 
whiob 1s always worn at ail Court ceremonies, 
is black, similar to that of Queen Marie Staurt 
of Scotland, and has a Mediel ruff or collar. 
The Abbess moreover, wears a gold crown of 
peculiar shape and design, and bears in her 
hand a long ebony wand of Oliice, inlaid with 
gold and precious stones. 

Auvuother order is that of the Ducal Chapter of 
Savoy, which was founded two centuries ago 
by rince Eugene for poor nodlewomen. 
The Abbess 1s the Countess von  Ffiinfkie- 
chen, and each Canoness has a carriage 
and uw magnilicently-furnished suite of apart- 
wente placed at ber disposal !ree of cost 
by the assuciation. Besiaes those are the orders 
of &t. Therese in Bavaria, of st. Elizabeth of 
Gonzaga, of St. Ann, and of St. Maria-Schul. 
Proofa of noble and unblemished ancestry tor 
many geuerations is required by each one of 
these orders, which likewise exacts an 
initiation fee of about $400. Many French, 
Spanish, and Italian ladies of rank belong to 
one or the other of the chapters. ‘he insigaia 
varies, but generally consists of & star worn on 
the left breast, with a broad ribbon passing 
from the right shou:ider to the ieft hip, where 
it is fastened by the medallion or jewel ot the 
association. In some cases the jewel is worn 
fastened to a bow of broad ribbon on the right 
shoulder. 








POULTRY AND PIGEONS. 

The first annual exhibition of poultry and 
pigeons under the auspices of the New-York 
Poultry and Pigeon Association (Limited) will 
begin this morning at the American Institute 
Building, Third-avenue and Sixty-third-street. 
The arrangements for the show, which un- 
doubtedly will be an interesting one, were all 
completed yesterday. Almost all the fowls and 
birds were in their places last night, and noth- 
ing remained to be done then but wait for the 
Moro of the show and the coming of the 
public, 

There are over 3,000 bipeds on exhibition, 
and they come from various parts of the world. 
Domestio farms and breeding yards are, of 
course, largely represented, and there are also 
birds and fowls from Seotland, England, and 
Canada. Many prizes have Deen offered for the 
best exhibits the various classes, and there 
are also a lot of special prizes. The work of 
making the awards will begin to-day immedi- 
ately after the opening of the show. 
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REFEREE TRACEY TAKES TESTIMONY 
ABOUT MR. KENT’S COMPANY. 


In the investigation of the affairs of the Mut- 
ual Benefit Life Assoolation yesterday, before 
Referee Trucoy, at the offices of the association, 
14 East Forty-second-street, Mr. Michael Shan- 
non, Chief Examiner of the State Insurance 
Department, was examined by Mr. Poste as to 
statements made by President Kent in his 
testimony. The witness said that he had dis- 
covered a deficiency in the mortuary account 
of the association, but he denied, as stated by 
President Kent, that he had said to him that 
everything was all right. 

*““When I began my examination of the books 


of the assoeiation,” continued Mr. Shannon, 
“Mr, Kent seemed very nervous. He wassick, 
and to allay his nervousness [ told him I thought 
there was no ocoasion for alarm. At this time, 
bowever, I b not disvovered that the mortu- 
ary rund had been drawn on to pay expenses.” 

Mr, Shannon went on to say that he compared 
the vouchers with the items in the books; that 
he found no vouchers for items charged against 
the security fund, but that be fuund vouchers 
ior all payments made from the mortuary fund 
to individuals. He said at the end of each year 
the books showed correctly the state of the 
mortuary fund and of Mr. Kent’s account. He 
also said that the state of the accounts and of 
the mortuary fund could have been ascertained 
at any specitic time from the books, 

Gen. Clinton B. Fisk gave some interesting 
testimony relative to the mortgage of $13,500 
which President Kent made to secure his deti- 
ciency aud overdrafts, and toaloanof $34,000 
that Mr. Kent negotiated with the Columbia 
Bank, The loan was obtuined by Kent ‘0 tide 
over the tivancial difficulties of the association, 
and in his testimony he swore that 1t was mae 
with the full knowledwe and consent of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. To contradict Mr. Kent’s 
testimony Mr. Poste submitted in evidence a 
letter written io him by Gen, Fisk, a member of 
the Executive Committee, protesting against 
the loan. This letter Gen. Fisk identified. 

In contradiction of Frederick H. Calkins, who 
had testitied that all the literature and reports 
of the association nad been prepured by Mr. 
Kent pw#rsonully, Gen. Fisk identified the 
manuscript of the annual report of 1888, and 
swore thata great portion of 1t was prepared 
by him, and was in his handwriting. 

Hiram Calkios, auother member of the Ex- 
ecutive Commitiee, testified that President 
Kent knew in September, 1887, that the mortu- 
ary fund was beliag used to Ray expenses. He 
then heard the cashier tell Mr. Kent that his 
own overdratt outof that fund reached $8,000. 
The witness also testified that it was at Presi- 
dent Kent's advice and suggestion that the 
salaries of the employes had been increased. 

“Mr. Kent said,” continued Mr. Calkins, 
*“* that according to the by-laws any surplus ia 
the expense account must be divided among 
the policy holders, and tbat as there might be 
some trouble in doing it he didn’t want any sur- 
plus to appear.” 

Frederick H. Calkins testified to having pre- 
pared the financial reports of 1887 and 1888, 
and that he knew them to becorrect. ‘he au- 
thorization for the withdrawal of money from 
the Columbia Bank, containing the signatures 
of the officers of the association, was then put 
in evidence, and the signatures of Clinton B. 
Fisk and Cnaries B. Bostwick, Vice Presidents, 
were found to have been cut from letters of 
theirs and pasted on the document.

head cheese, six lemons, and a bottle of milk. 
He sent with these delicacies a caustic note 
telling her to use them sparingly. She said that 
after she had been induced by misrepresenta- 
tion to transfer her house and home to Maltby 
G. Lane, she found it necessary to ask help of 
him for her children, but he harshly told ber 
she could go to work. The old man’s character 
is well shown by the following letter putin as 
evidence:

MES. KEALERS SUIT. 





MRS. HASSETT TAKES THE STAND IN 
HER OWN BEHALF, 
The progress of the trial of Mra. Mary §8. 


Keeler’s suit for $50,000 damages from Mra. 
Sarah J. Gassett, for alienating the affections 
of her hus!and, William A. Keeler, was watched 
by many interested spectators yesterday in the 
Superior Court, before Judge Truax. Joseph 
Zotarelli, an Italian who used to be a clerk for 
Keeler, gave by far the most dameging testi 
mony against Mrs. Hassett, but he had taken 
pains to make it much stronger than that given 
at the first trial. Zotarelli is an important wit- 
ness, a8 he is the only one who testifies to im- 
proper relations between Mra. Hassett and 
Keeler. 

R. H. Racey, a lawyer, who married Keeler’s 
Bister, testified that in the office “ Billy” used 
to speak to the defendant as *‘ Mrs, Harsett,” 
but that in otner places he frequently called 
her “Sarah J.” Mrs. Hassett’s face expressed 
contending emotions at this testimony. Mr. 
Racey continued that Mrs. Hassett had once 
ceclared that Mre, Keeler should have none of 
‘“‘Billy’s’” money, and ought to go to work for 
herself. f 

Mrs. Hassett was put on the stand as the first 
witness for tho defense, and denied as much of 
the testimony that had been given against her 
as she had time to deny before the hour of ad- 
journment. She said she had first met Keeler 
through Police Justice Duffy, at atime when 
she wanted a lawyer to straighten out the 
affairs of an aunt of hers who was over one 
hundred yeara old, and who had conveyed all 
her property toa lawyer for the consideration 
of $1. Keeler took hold of the case and car- 
ried it on satisfactorily.

TRAVELERS’ EXOHANGE 

JN DIFFICULTIES, 

THE TRUNK LINES DECLINKD TO ALLOW 
IT TO HAVE THE JOINT TICKET 
AGENCY IT APPLIED FOR. 


The Travelers’ Exchange, which was started 
with many promises of success about fourteen 
months ago, is just nowin a condition which 
makes it necessary that areceiver shall be ap- 
pointed. The railway companies caused the 
present state of things because they declined 
at a meeting of the trunk lines on Tuesday to 
establish a joint ticket agency in the building 
at 30 Union-square occupied by the Exchange, 

The Exchange was the outcome of consider- 
able discussion in the Hotel Men’s Association 
concerning the demand for some central agency 
up town where the hotel men could attend to 
guests’ wishes tor railway tickets, particularly 
those who wished to xo on extended tours. It 
was to be a headquarters for tourists, and its 
wain feature was to be its railway and steam- 
ship department, at which tickets could be se- 
cured to any part of the United States or 
Europe, with staterooms, berths, parlor car ac- 
cOmmodations, and all the luxuries of travel- 
ing securec in advance. A banking department 
which would issue letters of credit, buy and sell 
foreign money, &c., Was w part of the organiza- 
tion, as were other brauches which Wwouid se- 
cure passports for subscribers and conduct a 
regularly-established telegraph and cable busi- 
hess a8 au agency or the existing telegraph and 
cable com pauies. 

fhe compuny was finally incorporated by 
many of the members of the Hotel Men’s Associa- 
tion, these gentiemen becoming Trustees: James 
H. Breslin of the Gilsey House, D. 8. Hammond 
of the Murray Hiil Hotei, W. D. Garrison of the 
Grand Union Hotel, H. H. Brockway of the 
Ashiand House, A. L. Ashman of the Sioclair 
House, P. fT. Wail, W. L. Jaques, J. H. Roagers 
of the Coleman House, and H. A. Hayden. 
‘then theese officers were elected: President — 
Mr. Breslin; Vice President—Mr. Wall; Treas- 
urer—Mr. Jaques; Secretary—E. F. Phiilips. 
Mr. Hayden was general Mauager. The capital- 
ization Was $100,000, aud the five-storied iron 
building at 30 Uniou-square was leased and 
fitted up very elavorate:y, a printing plant 
eosting Dearly $60,000 being placed in the 
building tor the purpose or getting oui the Hotel 
Red book and two periodicals devoted to tue 
interests of the hotel men. 

When the scheme was put into working or- 
der it was understood that the trank line mwan- 
agers Would be in favor of establishing a joint 
ticket office in the Exchange. The estabiish- 
ment of this woula by reason of the practical 
usefulness Of such an oftice to the up-iown bo- 
lels uSsure the success of the Exchange. 

But tor some reason tne other departments of 
the Exchanec did not sesm popular with the 
traveling public, while the stockhoiders were 
anxiously waiting for the authorization of the 
Juint ticket agency. During tbe centennial 
celebration of last Spring the Exchange was 
made the headquarters of a Bureau of Interma- 
tion for travelers, and after considerable 
difficulty a list of rooms in the city availabie 
as lodgings for strangers Was prepared, includ- 
ing, 16 was said, nearly titty thousand apart- 
ments. This enterprise gave the Exchange a 
little boow, but it died ont with the excite- 
ments of the celebrativa. Everything now de- 
pended upon the joint ticket ottice, and the 
stockholders exerted all their influence to se- 
cure it. Tuose interested in the scheme say 
that the majority of the railway managers had 
time and again promised to give their voies in 
favor of the joint office, but this the railroad 
wen deny. On Tuesduy a motion to establish 
the ageucy was lust. The passing of the enter- 
prise into @ receiver’s Lands was therefore in- 
evitable, 

Mr. Ashman, one of the Trustees, said last 
night: “ ‘due failure of the Exchange is due to 
mismanagement and our failure to obtaim the 
joint ticket office. I do not think that the loss to 
the stockholders will be large, the printing 
plantin the Exchange building representing 
something like one-half of the capital, The 
afiairs of the company will be wound up as 
soonas practicable. Had the trunk lines given 
the desired permission the Exchange wouid 
yeh ,been continued with certain modifica- 
tions.

THE OITY OF KINGSTON SAFE, 


SHE ARRIVES AT SEATTLE AFTER A PAS- 
SAGE OF NINETY-TWO Days. 


SEATTLE, Washington, Feb. 19.—The steamer 
City of Kingston, supposed to have been lost 
during the trip from New-York, arrived here 
yesterday after an uneventful trip of 92 days, 








The City of Kingston is a steel-hulled screw 
steamer capable of steaming 17 Knots an hour 
under pressure. She is 259 feet in length over 
all, 40 feet beam with guards and 34 feet with- 
out guards, and 16 feet depth. Four or tive 
years ago she was built for the Cornell Steam- 
boat Company as a river boat, and last Autumn 
was sold to the Puget Sound anu Alaska Steam- 
ship Vompanyr, which had her refitted witha 
view to making the voyaxe around the Horn. 

The compuny had boen upubie to buy or have 
built on the Pavitic coast such a boat as it Waut- 
ed for its Puget Sound traific. Shipbuilders 
and shipowners watched with much interest 
the Process of refitting a river boat for this 
long Ovean voyage. Temporary masts were 
put in, and so far as possible shrouds were uced 
to brace the vessel's structure. 

Then the steel beams or knees supporting the 
guards were slatted over with oak to break the 
force of the seas, and, More important than all, 
a battery or inner bull was puilt above the 
main deck. Beiow the deck the steel hull was 
thought to be strong enouxh. The en,ine reomsa 
were protected by a second inner hull, 

With these changes, all of which will pow be 
removed except the siatting ofthe guard kiees, 
the City of Kingston suiled from this port Nov. 
23. She had acrew of about thirty men, a big 
load of coal and provisions tor the voyage, and 
a little package freight. Two days out she 
struck a gale which lasted for a week. About 
$150 damage was done, which was repairnd at 
tbe Barbadves. The next stop wus at Rio ior 
water. After passing through the Straits of 
Magellan the City of Kingston putin at Valpa- 
raiso, and the trip from there to Port Town- 
shend was made without stop. 

Early in December the discovery ofa lot of 
wreckage, at first thought to belong to this ves- 
sel, led to the fear that she had been lost, 
which her owners say they never shared. 

Cc. W. Wetmore of the tirm of Barlow & Wet- 
more of this city is counsel for tue purchasers 
and present owners of the City of Kingston. He 
is also Assistaut Secretary of their company. 
Toa TimMEs reporter he said yesterday alter- 
noon: *“ There never was any good reason for 
believing that the vessel had been wrecked. 80 
far as my dispatches inform we, I find no 
reason to believe that the trip Das injured the 
City of Kingston in the least. She made it in 
much less time than we had expected, burned 
only an average Of twelve tons of coal per day, 
and, after the necessary changes in equipment 
have Deen mate, Will at once be put on the 
Puget Sound Line, connecting Tacoma, Seattle, 
and Victoria.”

THE STRUGGLE AT THE WILKES BUILD- 
ING—CLOAKMAKERS GO OUT. 


Both parties to the strike at the Wilkes 
Building continued their fight yesterday. A 
large number of men who had been called out 
of Morton & Chesley’sa up-town buildings cate 
down town and stood watching the Wilkes 
Building. Walking Delegates Farrell and 
Beatty asked Mr. Chesley to make a settlement. 
To this Mr. Chesley replied that he was paying 
the men who were working for him union 
wages, andifany more union men wanted to 
go into the building and work they could do so, 
But he would not, under any circumstances, 
discharge those who were now in his employ. 
The delegates, however, insisted on the dis- 
charge of the men. 

The wen who struck atthe Brown Brothers’ 
pbuilding, at Wall and Hanover streets, with tne 
exception of the carpenters, will return to 
work this morning. The unions found that the 
strike at this building was hurting the other 
contractors more than it did the firm of Morton 
& Chesley. The union men claim to have come 
to an understanding with the bead contractor 
that Morton & Chesley’s carpenters should not 
be allowed to workin the building while the 
other union workmen are engaged there, but 
Mr. Chesley’s son said tbat the firm would keep 
on working in that building too. 


It was reported yesterday that two other 
strikes had been ordered by the Cloakmakers’ 
Union, one at the shop of Rothschild & Co., at 


Canal-street and Broadway, where 400 hands 
were said to have gone out, and another at the 
shop of Goldsmith & Co. of 472 Broadway, 
where 200 operatives struck. An advance of 
waxes was demanded and refused, and the or- 
der to strike followed. 


The plasterers have decided to be the pioneers 
in the eight-hour movement. Although they 
aro not associated with any other unions, they 


have determined that after March 23 their 
working day shall consist of eight hours, Their 
wages at present are $4 50 a day, and they will 
agree to work for $4 a day. 





REDUOTION IN MILE. 

Ata meeting of the Board of Directors of the 
Milk Exchange, held last Tuesday, it was re- 
solved to lower the price of milk one quarter of 
acent per quart. The reduction goes into effect 
to-day. The Exchange price is now $1 57 per 
can of sony quarts, less railroad Fane ym 
against $1 67, the selling price last month. The 
reduction is due to the increase in the eapply. 
While the Miik Exchange represents lose than 
twenty-five per cent. of the dealers bringing 
milk into the city, its prices are generally ac- 
cepted by all the dealers.

A WUNDERFUL SNOW PLOW. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE MACHINE WHICH 
RAISED THE OREGON BLOCKADE, 


That particular machine which has worked a 
revolution in the theury of snow-plow build- 
ing, and which broke up the recent great snow 
blockade on the Union Pacific tracks in Oregon, 
is the Jull centrifugal snow excavator—an in- 
vention only a year old. The first machine of 
this kind ever built was tried for the first time 
on March 6, 1889, on the Rome, Watertown and 
Oxdenebureg Railroad at Oswego. At that point 
the tracks of the road were covered for a dis- 
tance of 750 feet witn hard, frozen snow, which 
had lain there allthe Winter, to the depth of 


from two to seven feet. The Jull machine made 
its tnitial bow to this mass and went through It 
hike a shot. 

The Union Pacific Railroad bought the ma- 
chine alter two other successful tests of its 
power had been made und sentit to Omaha on 
its Kansas Division. There it laid unused until 
the blockade ou the short line lust January 
bafiled the attempts of the company’s other 
plows, and then it was sent there 10 see what 
itcould do, It arrived at Baker City—one end 
of the blockade—on Jun. 18, and at once began 
work on the great mass of snow that blocked 
the tracks trom that place to La Grande. Other 
piows had been at work On the thing, but had 
ialled to do any good. The Ju.) machine start- 
ed in and weut steadily on, going through the 
show With twu powerlul eugines behind it at 
the rate of about eixht miles an hour. On Jan. 
20 the machine cut its way through to La 
Grande and the blockade was at an end. 

Mr. Orunge Jull, who invented the first ro- 
tary or Lesile snow plow, is the inventor of 
this machine. itis about tifty teet long with- 
out the tender, which isa little smaller than 
those used On ordivary locomvtives. A boiler 
containing 220 two-inch ftiues, and having a 
capacity of 8UO horse power, furnishes steam 
for the engines which work the excavator. On 
the front of the machine is tne excavator 
which performs the work. It presents cutting 
edges of heavy steel plate on the sides and 
bottom, while in the centre is the centrifugal 
sphervid—resembling nearer than anything 
e186 @ huge auger—eight feet wide at the base 
and tapering Gown to a point with the 
apex ou one side, while the base extends 
trom side to side. This “cone,” as itis called, 
ls fitted with wings or curved blades of steel, 
two feet wide at the base ani tapering to the 
apex. The width of the machiue or the space it 
clears over all is just eleven feet. Its weigh. is 
Sixvy-live tons, wud everything aboutit is of the 
mnost substantial build, The machinery ts very 
heavy, and when running at full speed the en- 
gines revolve 320 times a minute, while the 
“cone” makes 300 revolutions. It is titted 
with Westingbouse air brakes. 

The new machine works upun an entirely dif- 
fereut principle from the old rotary plow, ex- 
cept in this, that the end of both plows is to 
geuerate a high centrifugal forcein the snow 
vy the exertion of great power, and throw it 
Out in a suiid stream to a considerabie distance 
from the track, The original rotary separaies 
this process into two parts, however—knives to 
Cut the snow and throw it backward on the 
fans, and a fan-wneel used pureiy to generate 
ceuirifugal force. The new centrifugal plow 
combines these two processes In one; the front 
of the plow 1s entirely open, and in a square 
box works—entiely exposed to view and 
to. contact with the snow—the immense 
oblique gimlet-point auger, revolving at high 
velocity, Which by the same operation catenes 
the snow in situ after the iower plate has cut 
under It, puskés it rapidly backward, and so 
cuts it apart, and at the same time gradually 
generates the required centrifugal force, The 
screw always turns in the same uirection, and 
the direction of the jet of the discharge is regu- 
lated merely by the openings in the top case. 

ne Cove itself is a very heavy affair, weigh- 
ing alone some six tons. Itis built entirely of 
tive-eigith-inch steel, eight feet in diameter at 
the base, and consists entirely of warped sur- 
faces for which formers had to be made. The 
interior of the blades are of somewhat less than 
semi-circular secon, and they are reinforced 
on the outside by a quadrant brace plate, also 
of five-eighth-inch steel, giving the section of 
the blade an inverted x form, except that the 
lines are curved and not straight. The viades 
are two feet deep at the base, tapering down to 
almoss nothing at the point 

The plow which did such good work last 
month is the only one now in existence, but 
two others are veing Duilt at the company’s 
works at Paterson, N. J.. one for the Union 
Pacific and the other for the Pennsy)vania

ME KOUT’S INJUNCTION. 


IT STOPS THE AWARD OF THE SUBWAY 
CONTRACT. 


The Board of Electrical Control will have to 


go through a legal battle before it can make a 
contract with the Standard Electrical Subway 
Company for the construction of electric light 
and power subways. At its meeting on Monday 
the board agreed to enter into such a contract 
with the Standard, aud the hearing yesterday 
was for the purpose of listening to the argu- 
ments of the lawyers of the electric light com- 
panies which oppose the award of the contract, 
and to amendments to tne form of contract pro- 
posed. These companies are the East River, 
the Manhattan, the North River, the Mount 
Morris, aud others embraced in the Thomson- 
Houston interests. 

Elihu Root, representing the Manhattan Com- 
pany, calied a hult on the board and put a stop 
to the completion of the contract, at least tor 
the present. He had obtained a temporary in- 
junction from Judge Patterson eujuining any 
award of coutracts untii the matter could be 
discussed in the Supreme Court. The date tixed 
tor the hearing is Feb. 26. 

Mr. Root disagrees with the Corporation 
Counsel's opinion that the board has tue right 
to make a contract of this sort with the Staud- 
ard Company, in view of the contract already 
existing tetween it and the Consolidated Sub- 
way Company, The Standard is to acquire by 
purcbase the larger part of tue rights now neid 
by the Consolidated Company. Then Mr. Root 
Opposes the contract because the Standard, 
which is a Westinghouse corporation, is cun- 
trolied by the same interests that control the 
Untied States aud Brush Eleciric Light Com- 
panies. The contract would probably have 
been completed yesterday but fer the injunc- 
lion, but Mr. Root’s move did not prevent the 
board ygeinpg abead and hearing the amend- 
ments that the lawyers had tv otier to the 
coutract. This dovument was for the most part 
a copy of the original contract with the Con- 
solidated Company. 

There was considerable wrangling between 
the lawyers representing the Thumaon-Hous- 
ton system, Mayor Grant, Commissiouers Hess 
and Moss, and Wheeler H. Peckham, who repre- 
sents the Standard Company. Tne sections of 
the contract whlch might give more of a mo- 
nopoly to the Standard than its opponents want 
were fought over at length, 

Mayor Grant said that he didn’t propose to 
mage the contract exclusive or to cut the board 
off [rom the power to give others the right to 
build extra subways, but the injunction, he 
said, put the board in a position that was 
simply short of disheartening. ‘“‘ We must get 
sOwething done pretty soon,” said he. 

The important amendment maie al ows t!e 
contracts for the rentals to be approved vy the 
board. ‘he contract, as a whole, was also ap- 
proved. 

The board adopted the new rules for the gov- 
ernment of electric-licht cumpanuies in the ar- 
rangement of their poles and wires. 

Commissioner of Public Works Gilroy says 
that the delay caused by the injunction will be 
very serious so far as the paving of the streets 
is concerned. “I cannot go ahead until it is 
settled what streets shall be torn up for the 
subways. When this is tinally decided it will 
be a mouth before ths contracis fur paving are 
ready.’ He feara that he will not be abie to 
complete the paving work laid out for this year. 














SAILING FUR EUROP%.

Haye’s party from Kansas City who are to visit 
Egyptand the Holy Land under the direction 
of Henry Gaze & Son sailed early yesterday 
morning on the steamship Britaunic of the 
White Star Line. As the vessel was advertised 
to leave her dock at 5 o’clock in the morning, 
nearly all of the party went ou board on Tues- 
day evening. Among the other passengers of 
the Britannic were the Hon. E. P. Price, Sidney 
Cuthbertson, Gavin Dykes, Edward C. Post, 
and W. J. Squires.

feared he could not come. Congressman Bou- 
teile, Chairman of the House Naval Committee, 
will be there in Secretary Tracy’* place, and 
others who have accepted the invitations are 
Fitzhugh Lee of Virginia, Gen. O. O. Howard, 
Speaker Husted, ex-Collector Robertson, and 
Stephen B. Eikins. 





SAFER SCAFFOLDS WANTED. 

The Operative Painters of New-York, with a 
view to the better preservation of the lives and 
limbs of their members, have appointea a com- 
mittee to draft a bill and present it to the Legis- 
lature requiring employing or “boss” painters 
to provide swing scaffolds with guard raile or 
ropes around trem. Tbe painters assert that 
more lives are lost onnually in this city by 
falls from painters’ scaffolds than by defective 
electric wires, yet the subject attracts mitch 
less public attention. The committee which 
will prepare the bill and go to Albany and 
urge its passage consists of R. P. Davis and 
C. H. Beadles. » 





FISHING CLUBS TAKEN IN 


LEASES OF CANADIAN RIVERS 
DEOLARED VUID. 
THE QUEBEC OFFICIALS’ ACTION MADE 
TO LOOK VERY MUCH LIKE A CON- 
FIDENCE GAME. 


The Provincial Government of Quebec on 
Jan. 10 sold to the highest bidder among rep- 
resentatives of the several score of sporting 
clubs who attended the auction the rights to 
fish in certain streams and Jakes within its ter- 
ritory for various terms of years, the rights of 
the purchasers being assured py the formal 
leasing by the Government to them of the 
waters in question. Among the clubs were 
many whose membership was largely composed 
of American citizens. Tbe majority belonged 
either in this city or in Boston, and severai of 
the ciubs owned cottases, very substantial 
camps, or handsome lodges on the land which 


they had previously occupied and which they 
rerented. At present the gentlemen who re- 
lied upon the assurances of the Provincial at- 
thorities that the latter hada right to dispose 
of this property have every reason to charge 
them with bad taith. 

Among the purchasers of rights in this region 
was the St. Marguerite Salmon Ciub, which for 
@ number of years has controlled the St. Mar- 
guerite River and owns a long stretch of shore 
along the stream. Among its members are 
Jamos Grant, F, Wilson, A. F. Barney, Dr. H. 
Asuton, and Walter H. Gurnee of this city. A 
few days ago Mr. Grant received this letter, 
which explains the position now occupied by 
the American sportsmen: 

“I beg leave to inform you that I have received 
instructious from the Hop. Charles H. Tapper, 
Minister 0: Marine and Fisheries of Canada, to for- 
ward to every purchaser or lessee of fishing rights 
and privileges in those rivers and lakes in the Prov- 
ince of Quebec aiivertised for sasle on the Yth and 
10th of January last (18¥0) by the Hon. George 
Duhamel, Comwmissioner of Crown Lands for the 
Province of Quebec, in the Quebec Oficial Gaze te, 
on or about the 1l3tu day of November last, (1859,) 
and also ihe purchasers or lessees of similiar rights 
aud privileges purchased or leased since the said 
public sale by private agreement, a certified copy, 
under my sigoature and seal of office, of the protest 
which tne said the Hon. Charies H. Tupper as 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries for Canada caused 
to be served upon the said Commissioner of Crown 
Lands on the 8th day of January, 1890. 

‘*‘As | have been given to understand that you 
nave in your name or as the attorney for other par- 
ties, viz., the st. Marguerite Saimon Ciub, pur- 
chased or leased certain tishing rights and privi- 
leges in the rivers and lakes herein referred to, [ 
have the honor of inclosing toyour address for your 
intormation and for that of your principals, aduly 
certitied copy of the above-mentioned protest. 
~ “ Before closing this ietter 1 shail take the liberty 
of caliing your attention to the fact that by this 
protest the Minister of Marine and Fisheries, for 
the reasons therelu mentioned and detailed, claims 
that all such sales of fishing rights and priviieges 
are illegal and contrary to law, and will not convey 
any ltitie to the purchaser therevf; you are therefore 
reqaestei to take notice of the said protest and to 
govern yourself accordingly.” 


This signiticant document is signed by J. A. 
Chariebuisa, notary public, Quebec, Canada. 
The protestis a paper of considerable lengtn 
and recites that Notary Charlevois had ap- 
peared before Commissioner Duhamel and 
through Assistant Commissioner Taoné bad 
protested in behalf of the Dominion Govern< 
ment against any sale of the rivers and lakes 
which were advertised by Duhamel for sale on 
these grounds: That the rivers mentioned, so 
far as they were unxranted at the date of the 
passing of the British North America act, be- 
came by the express provision of that act the 
property of Canada, and the Province of 
Quebec has no rights or interest in such 
rivers which 16 can sell or transfer; 
that the sale or other transfer of fishery 
rights in the seacoast and inland fisheries ap- 
pertains to the Government of Canada alone, 
und the Government of a province cannot in- 
terfere with that power; that more particularly 
the inten (ed lease of the River Patapéitia is ia 
any event an interference with the power of 
the Government of Canada, under the authori- 
ties of the Fisheries act, which reserved and set 
apart that river for the propagation of fish; 
that all such sales of fishing privileges adver- 
lised as aforesaid are iilegal and contrary to 
law, and will not convey any title to the pur- 
chaser. 

This protest, based upon the action of the 
Dowinion Government, is regarded as tinal, and 
abrogates any leases which may now exist 
under the saie of Jan. 10. The resuit is that 
the gentlemen who spent time and money in 
going to Quebec to bid for the privileges havo 
wasted both. Notwithstanding this, nowever, 
Many of the gentiemen who have been in the 
habit of going into Canada every season ior 
their sport will no doubt coutinde todo so this 
season, but it will be at some risk. 

The clubs are piaced in the decidedly un- 
Pleasant position that, if they have paid the 
rentai of the property toey have leased, or if 
they have bought certain privileges outrigut, 
they nave nothing to show forit. Tbe officiais 
ef the Dominion will be certain to appear in 
their steamer and Inquire from the memvers of 
the clubs who have paid for their privileges 
by what authority they are there. Upon the 
exhibitiog of their leases with the province 
they will be told that the protestof the Do- 
mwinion authorities deprived the province of 
any power to sellor lease the waters, and 
club members will be compelled to leave their 
cottages and camps, which coat considerable 
money to construct, to the mercy of the officers. 
if, however, the clubs do not pay the sum de- 
manded by the lease or deed, the agents of the 
clubs are liable to arrest for debt at any time 
they may appearinthe Province of Quebec iu 
having vioiatea tueir contracts aud becomes 
debtors to the Government. 

Mr. Grant thought the St. Marguerite Club 
would pay attention neitherto the lease nor to 
the protest. Its ownership of a great stretcl 
of lana on bota sides of its river give it prac- 
tical eontro!l of that stream when confined to 
riparian limits. In case the Dominion offi- 
cials attempt to interfere with this olubit will 
encounter very formidable opposition based 
upon the actual ownership of the property. 
But the members of the clubs which ure not so 
well provided in this sense will be obliged to go 
to work early in April and prepare their lodges 
for the fishing sea-on. 

“This is a sonsiderable undertaking,” said 
Mr. Grant yesterday, “inasmuch as near the 
coast there 1s little timber, and the expense of 
providing accommodations is very important. 
No club will risk this loss. There is ne use seek- 
ing redress from the Provincial Government, 
because it is bankrupt.” 

Other members of the interested clubs char- 
acterized the action of the Government at Que- 
bec as nothing sbort of a confidence game. The 
sale, it was declared, was merely a@ political 
move, intended to increase the apparent income 
of the Government. Now tbat its purpose is 
served, the Province will not attempt to dispute 
with the Government at Ottawa in regard te 
the rights to iniand waters. 








WALL-STREET TALK. 


There was little in yesterday’s stock market 
outside of the operations of Chicago bear 
speculators. They assailed the whole market 
vigorously all day long, and in the early trans- 


actions they were able to accomplish results of 
consequence, 





The attack upon the market was largely cen- 
tred upon Rock Island and Burlington and 
Quincy, both of which yielded under the press- 
ure of big short sules. Many stories of u senu- 
sational character were afloat to heip the bear 
vampaign along, some of the reports being 
downright inventions, while practically ali 
were gross exaggerations. One story, which 
was given wide circulation, represented that 
there had been further sensational cuts In rates 
by the Grangerrailroads. The truta was—tiere 
was no truth in it.

During the following night the weath- 
er moderated somewhat, but next day another 
atrong gale setin from southwest and was ac- 
companied by a confused sea.
